At  a  Period,  when,  under  the  blesdnga  of  a  continued 
peace,  Knowledge  is  diiiusing  itself  amongst  ail  Classes,  of 
the  Community,  and  when,  by  British  energy  and  intelligence, 
the  Sciences  and  Arts  are  making  unexampled  progress, 
it  Las  been  regretted  that  this  important  branch  of  our 
Historical  Literature  should  have  leceired  little  attentton, 
and  that  the  means  of  attaining  authentic  Constitutional 
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ialbrmatioai  siiould,  tiierefore,  still  be  iuacceasible  to  a  great 
majority  of  the  Inhabitants  of  these  Realms. 

It  is  hoped»  that,  by  abridging  the  labour  of  research,  the 
foUowing  Exposition  of  the  Records  which  illustrate  our 
Parliamentary  History,  may  fiunlitate  the  acquisitbn  of  sound 
Political  Knowledge,  and  that  an  acquaintance  with  the 
Principles  and  Practice  of  the  British  Constitution,  may  tend 
to  give  stability  to  Your  Majesty's  1  hrone,  and  to  sustain 
the  Prosperity  and  Magnificence,  which,  during  so  many 
CentuiieS;  Lave  distiuguifihed  the  British  Empire. 

That  it  may  please  the  Sovereign  Ruler  of  the  Universe 
to  grant  Your  Majesty  a  long  and  prosperous  Reign,  and 
tfaat^  by  the  exercise  of  those  Personal  Virtues  which  are

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"  Parliamentaria  Sclentla  quaerenda  ab  omnibus,  inco^^- 
iiita  multis.'*  The  lapse  of  more  than  two  centuries  has  not 
diminished  the  force  of  either  of  these  Propositions  advanced 
by  Sir  Edward  Coke.  It  will  scarcely  be  denied,  that,  in 
these  times,  such  knowledge  is  desirable,  or  that  upon  (ew 
subjects  of  general  interest,  is  the  want  of  it  more  oonspicaottSi 
than  in  questions  connected  with  the  origin  and  deTelopement 
of  the  Constitutional  History  of  our  own  Country. 

This  ignorance  may  generally  be  ascribeci  to  one  of  two 
causes*  either  to  a  conceit  which  does  not  prevail  to  the  same 
extent  in  any  other  department  of  inquiry,  or  to  the  difficulty 
of  obtaining  information  on  a  subject  of  unquestionable  im- 
portance* 

It  was  a  saying  of  Socrates*  that  though  no  man  undertakes 

a  trade  which  lie  lias  not  learned,  in  that  of  Government,  the 
hardest  of  all  trades,  every  one  considers  himself  sufficiently 
qualified  by  the  gifts  which  he  has  received  from  nature. 
It  is  no  less  true*  in  our  own  da}*S9  that,  though  in  all  other 
sciences  and  in  every  mechanical  art,  a  long  experience  and 
much  industry  are  considered  necessary  for  the  attainment 
of  a  moderate  degree  of  excellence*  in  the  difficult  science  of 
Legislation,  these  means  are  not  unfrequently  neglected  in 
the  pursuit  of  the  same  end.  Hence  it  happens  that  many 
incompetent  Persons*  fancying  themselves  endowed  with 
talents,  which  insdnctively  fit  them  for  immediate  action, 
enter,  with  confidence,  upon  the  business  of  Legislation ;  and 
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that  other^i,  under  the  impulse  of  caprice  or  prepossession, 
*  exercise  the  responsible  function  of  determining  by  their  votes* 
the  merits  of  those  who  are  to  be  the  Framers  of  Constittt- 
tional  Enactments. 

To  this  unfavourable  combination  of  circumstances,  may  be 
traced  numberless  errors*  which  have  proved  the  abundant 
sonrce  of  national  misfortunes. 

If,  however,  these  observations  are  generally  true  and  im- 
portant, it  must  also  be  acknowledged  tha^  in  no  period  of  our 
History,  have  intelligence  and  correct  information  been  more 
necessary,  than  in  the  days  in  which  we  live.    At  no  previous 
moment,  has  the  want  of  preparatory  acq\iircmcnts  been  more 
calculated  to  produce  extensive  mischief,  than  under  the  changes 
which  have  been  recently  introduced  in  the  Political  relations  of 
the  People.    By  the  extension  of  their  Privileges,  they  have 
been  compelled  suddenly  to  decide  upon  measures  which  very 
inUmately  affect  their  own  welfare,  and  the  common  prosperity 
of  the  Empire.    They  have  been  called  upon  to  express  their 
sentiments  on  Public  Afiairs,and  by  their  conduct,  to  determine 
the  most  influential  consequences.  It  can  scarcely  excite  surprise, 
that  under  these  newly-acquired  Powers,  and  labouring  under 
some  degree  of  iniavoidable  ignorance  as  to  the  nature  of  that 
Constitution,  which  tliey  are  bound  to  protect  and  support,  they 
should  sometimes  commit  errors  of  speculation  and  practice : 
or,  that  in  the  selection  of  those,  who  arc  to  represent  their 
unrestrained  feelings  and  opinions,  they  should  sometimes  be 
disposed  to  seek,  as  the  only  security  for  the  discharge  of  com* 
plicated  and  momentous  duties,  the  pledge  given  to  a  parti- 
cular Party,  to  pursue,  at  all  events,  a  prescribed  line  of 
conduct,  whether  consistent,  or  otherwise,  with  the  permanent 
and  enduring  interests  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Can  it,  indeed,  be  fairly  expected  that  Persons  so  circum- 
stanced, should  follow  the  advice  of  Lord  JBacon,    Ut  cum 
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caleulis  suffragiurum,  sumant  magnanimitateoi  Uuipiiblictts" 
put  off  private  eoDsideratioos^  and  raise  their  thoughts  to  the 
Public  State ;  or,  at  the  sacrifiee  of  their  imaginary  interestSb 
adopt,  universally,  "  tlie  scheme  af  policy  which  the  Public 
interest  requires?*' 

That  saeh  a  state  of  things  may  exist  without  any  very 
beavy  imputation  on  a  nnmerons  class  of  individuals,  who  are 
placed  under  great  disadvantages,  may,  perhaps^  be  easily 
conceded.  Neither  can  it  be  deniedt  that  the  removal  of  this 
twofold  source  of  error  would  materially  tend  to  the  increase 
of  political  prudence,  and  to  a  caution  inure  conservative  of 
our  valuable  Institutions.  It  appears^  indeedy  sufficiently 
dedrable  that  the  presumption  agtunst  Constitutional  know- 
ledge should  no  longer  be  tolerated,  and  that  increased  facili- 
ties for  its  attainment  should  be  ofi'ered  to  those,  who  otherwise 
must  often  decide  in  ignorance  of  their  actual  position}  and 
their  relative  obligadons. 

That  the  Parliamentary  History  of  England  is,  at  present, 
a  sealed  Book  to  the  Community  of  these  Kingdoms^  will  not 
be  disputed  by  those  who^  in  the  search  after  precise  Constitu- 
tional iniurmation,  have  iiad  occasion  to  refer  to  the  voluminous 
collections  of  the  original  Records,  or  to  those  of  the  contem* 
porary  Historians,  the  only  sources  from  which  authentic 
materials  for  such  an  Inquiry  can  safely  be  derived.  The 
opportunity  of  consulting  these  documents,  is  extremely  rare, 
and  many  advantages  must  concur  to  render  such  an  opportu- 
nity available.  Beyond  the  Metropolis,  few  Public  or  Private 
Libraries  contain  a  series  so  extensive  and  costly;  and  pre- 
suming that  a  facility  of  reference  does  exist,  our  researches 
can  only  be  prosecuted  under  an  unlimited  command  of  leisure, 
and  by  the  apj>lication  of  uu  unremitting  industry  and  atten- 
tion, (a)    To  these  impediments  may  be  added,  in  many

A  brief  Review  of  the  Authorities  to  vvliich  a  reference 
must  be  made  by  those  who  would  obtain  accurate  Pariiamen'* 
tary  data,  will  shew  that  the  diffieolties  are  not  exaggerated, 
under  which  investigations  of  this  nature  must  now  be  con- 
ducted. Such  a  Summary  will  teud,  al$o»  to  remove  any 
wondert  that  error  should  often  occupy  the  place  of  correct 
knowledge,  that  assumptions  at  variance  with  the  facts  of 
History,  should,  sometimes^  be  adopted  as  undoubted  truths, 
and  that  conclusions  not  sanctioned  by  a  correct  and  compre- 
hensive view  of  historical  relations,  should  be  maintained  as 
legitimate  and  applicable  rules  of  jmlitieal  euiuhict. 

The  authorized  Sources  of  all  Constitutional  information 
may  be  divided  into  Four  Classes. 

Firsty  the  OriL;nial  llecords  themselves,  "  the  authentic  and 
uncontrollable  testimonies  in  writin^r,  contained  in  Rolls  of 
Parchment,  and  preserved  in  Courts  of  Record ^*  Vetustatis 
et  Veritatis  Vestigia.'* 

Secondiyt  the  ancient  and  contemporary  Historians. 

Tkirdlif,  the  Collections  derived  from  these  Sources;  and 

Faur^fyf  Separate  Treatises^  Manuscript  or  otherrae»  of 
authority  on  these  subjects. 

from  n  residence  in  London,  cannot  better  be  exhibited,  [hnn  by  a  reference 
to  the  means  and  nccommodalions  utlered  bv  that  adniiiablL'  Inslitulii)n,  the 
British  Museum.  In  a  iiolu  to  f  lie  12th  and  l.'Uh  pa«fcs  of  liis  ( )l)<ei  vations 
on  the  State  of  Historical  T-itcraturc,  Sir  II.  Xicnhis  has  bestowed  upon  it 
commendations,  the  juslice  of  which  wiil  Ije  wariiil  v  at  knowicdgcd  by  all  who 
have  had  occasion  to  avail  themselves  of  its  proOVred  benefits.  "  Any  ihinj^ 
more  delightful  than  that  establishment  cannot  he  imagined;  and  the  impor- 
tant henefit  which  the  Public  derive  from  it,  is  irrefragable  evidence  in 
ihvour  of  rendering  every  other  Bepoeitorjr  of  information,  and  above  all 
every  pMe  Repo^tory,  as  easj  of  access,  as  well  arranged,  as  properly 
conducted,  and  as  free  from  the  diflgrace  of  Fees  and  Perquisites.**

The  Originals  of  the  several  Documents,  wliicli  are  deno- 
minated Records,''  are  to  be  met  with  ^in  variom  Public 
Offices  and  Depositories.  An  Index  to  these  was  published, 
ajionyinously,  by  Dr.  Strachey,  in  the  year,  1739,  A  full 
account  was  also  given  by  Dr.  Nicholson,  late  Bishop  of 
Carlisle,  in  his  English,  Scoteh,  and  Irish  Historical  Librarieflf, 
of  which  a  second  Edition  appeared  in  iTTd,  .md  which  was 
afterwards  copied  by  Dr.  Priestley  in  his  Lectures  on  His- 
tory." The  Reports  from  the  Commissioners  on  tlie  Pablic 
Records,  published  t800.lB19«  in  two  Folio  Volumes,  give 
more  ample  and  safe  information  on  this  subject.  "The 
Observations,  of  Sir  Harris  Nicolas,  on  the  State  of  Historical 
Literature,"  18S0,  may,  also^  be  consulted  with  advantage ; 
as  well  as  a  valuable  "Directory  for  searching  the  Public 
Records  in  the  Metropolis,"  in  the  Companion  to  the  British 
Almanack  for  1888.  {b)

lications from  the  Originals,  which  have,  at  diiiereot  times, 
been  edited  under  the  direction,  and  with  the  sanction,  of

In  the  History  of  the  uident  Palace  and  late  Houses  of  Parliament  hy 
Messrs.  Bnijley  and  Britten,  is  noticed,  at  p.  95,  the  recent  Publication  of 
the  Close  BoUs.  The  Eecords  inUtuled, '  Botuli  Literarum  Chiusarum/ 
or  Close  BoUs,  commence,  6  K.  John,  1204,  in  which  are  recfiided  alt 
Mandates,  Letters,  and  Writs  of  a  private  nature.  Tbej  are  denominated 
CIms,  in  contradistinction  to  another  Series  of  Bolls  called  Paieni.  They 
are  T^tter%  addresied  in  the  King^s  name,  to  individuals  for  special  and 
particular  purposes,  and  were  foUled  or  closed  upland  sealed  on  the  outside 
with  the  Great  ScaL** 
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titled  the  **  Foedera,"  the  Conventions,  Letters  and  Public 
Acts  of  every  kind*  between  the  Kings  of  England}  and  other 
Sovereigns  or  Communities.  By  Warrants  from  Queen 
Mary,  Aug.  20,  1G1)3,  and  of  Kin^  William,  April  12,  16<'4, 
Mr.  Rymer  undertook  the  Publication,  and,  in  170i,  edited 
the  First  Volume,  commencing  with  the  year  1101*  A  third 
Warrant  from  Queen  Anne,  May  3,  1707,  included  Mr. 
liobert  Sanderson  as  an  Assiiitant.  In  the  life  time  oi  Mr. 
Rymer,  Fourteen  Volumes  were  publishedf  and  Volumes  15 
and  16,  then  prepared  for  the  press,  were  afiterwards  published 
by  Mr.  Sanderson,  who,  himself,  added  Four  others,  thus 
completing  the  Work  in  Twenty-four  Volumes,  Folio,  and 
embracing  a  Period  of  553  years^down  to  Charleys  !•  Three 
several  Kdltions  of  this  Series,  have  appeared ;  the  First  in 
the  years  1704  to  1717;  the  Second,  in  1727  to  1735  :  and 
a  Third,  printed  at  the  Hagae^  in  17S8-9,  in  Ten  Folio 
Volumes. 

In  consequence  of  an  Address  from  the  House  of  Commons 
to  his  Majesty  George  111.,  respecting  the  Public  Records  of 
die  Kingdom,  it  was  resolved  to  publish  a  more  extensive  and 
correct  Edition  of  this  important  Collection,  and  Dr.  Adam 
Clarke  and  Frederick  Holbrooke,  Esq.,  of  the  Inner  Temple, 
were  appointed  to  superintend  the  Publlcadon.  It  com- 
iiieiiced  in  the  year  18l(>,  and  was,  by  them,  continued  to  the 
year  1821,  and  from  Vol.  II.,  P.  II.,  by  Mr.  Holbrooke  and 
John  Caley,  Esq.,  to  the  year  1830.  Conjointly,  these  Gen- 
tlemen have  edited  Six  Volumes,  or  more  properly.  Three 
Volumes  and  Three  Parts,  which  commence  with  the  year 
1066,  and  extend,  at  present,  to  tliat  of  1377;  or  from 
William  the  Conqueror  to  the  Reign  of  Edward  III.,  as 
follows : —

It  appears  that  nine  additional  Volumes  will  only  bring  the 
Work  down  to  Richard  III.,  an*  1485,  instead  of  Charles  II** 
1654s  when  Sandorson's  Edition  doses,  a  difference  of  169 

years. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted,  with  regard  to  this  Work,  and  to 
ail  the  other  National  Records,  that  the  operations  of  the  Record 

Commission  have  been  suspended  since  tlie  lieg-inning  of  1838, 
and  it  can  scarcely  be  deemed  consistent  with  the  character  of 
a  Great  Nation,  like  England,  tliat  from  a  false  and  mistaken 
economy,  an  interdict  should  have  been  placed  on  the  prose- 
cution of  labours  so  truly  national,  and  so  conducive  to  the 
elucidation  of  tnitli,  in  all  matters  connected  with  her  Histo- 
rical Literature.  With  regard  to  the  immediate  subject  of 
the  present  Volume,  there  is  no  greater  desideratum,  than  the 
continued  Publication  of  Documents  so  illustrative  and  indis- 
pensable* 

(2)  The  Rolls  of  Parliament  have  also  been  printed  in  Six 

Folio  Volumes.  The  Copy  after  w  liich  these  Records  of  Par- 
liament were  printed,  was  collated  by  the  Rev,  Mr.  Philip 
Morant^  and  John  Topham,  of  Lincoln's  Inn,  Esq.,  down  to 
the  Second  Year  of  Henry  IV. ;  then  by  Thomas  Astle,  Esq., 
Keeper  of  the  Records  in  the  Tower,  and  by  Mr.  Topham* 
The  Transcripts,  pursuant  to  an  Order  of  the  House  of  Peers^ 
were  deposited  in  the  British  Museum  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  John 
Strachey,  wlio  corrected  the  Press  during  the  printing  of  the 
"  Rotuli  Parliamenti,  Petitiones  et  Placita  in  Pariiamento.''

In  the  First  Volume  of  the  Lords'  Journals,  commencing 
1  Heniy  Vlllt  the  Rolls  are  carried  on  from  tlie  Parliament 
prorogued  to  Nov.  4,  a.  r.  4,  through  the  whole  Ivelga  of  this 
King  to  1  Mary.  They  thus  supply  a  laige  deficieucy  which 
exists  in  the  Journals  themselves. 

(3)  In  1528,  an  Abridgment  of  the  Statutes,  from  Magna 
Charta,  to  the  19th  Henry  VIIL,  was  published  by  Owen,  but 
William  Rastalli  in  I618y  first  put  Marginal  Notes  to  the

1609,  and  is  in  the 
Cotton  Library.  The  Original  Records  are  in  the  Tower, 
and  Pailiament  Oihce. 

(d)  Many  Collections  of  the  "  Writn  of  Summons  to  Par- 
Hament,**  made  at  different  Periods  by  the  labour  and 
researches  of  individual  Authors,  will  he  noticed  under  the 
Third  Class.  The  present  authorized  Edition,  embraces  only 
the  Reigns  of  Edward  L  and  11*  It  was  collected  and  edited 
by  Sir  Francis  Palgrave,  and  printed  by  Command  of  His 
Majesty  King  George  IV.,  in  pursuance  of  an  Address  of  tlie 
Commons  House  of  Parliament.  The  First  volume  was  pul^ 
lished  in  1827;  the  Second,  in  two  Parts,  in  1880;  and  a 

Third  Division  to  the  same  \  olume,  eontiiiiiing  an  Alphabe- 
tical Di^^est  and  Index,  in  1834,  by  Command  of  Hi^  Majesty 
King  WiUiam  IV.

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In  the  Preface  to  the  Second  Volume  a  notice  is  given  of 
the  additions  which  have  been  made  in  the  present  work|  to 

those  previously  collected  and  published  by  Prynne. 

It  is  observed,  by  Sir  Harris  Nicolas,  that  "  the  Editor  of  the 
Pariiainentary  Writs  has  executed  his  task  in  a  satisfactory  and 
able  manner,  with  one  exception,  that  of  not  commencing  the 
Series  with  the  earliest  \\  ills  upon  Record.**  He  considers 
it  tlte  only  well  edited  volume  Uie  Commission  has  published. 

These  are  the  principal  Records  illustrating  the  subject  of 
Parliamentary  History,  which  have  hitherto  been  published  by 
the  authority  of  Government  Many  other  Documents,  tiom 
which  casual  and  incidental  information  may  be  obtained^ 
appear  in  the  list  of  volumes  edited  by  the  Record  Commis- 
sion, for  which  their  Keport  may  be  consulted.  There  is  also, 
without  doubt,  much  authentic  information  to  be  found  in  the 
Kepositories  of  the  British  Museum  and  of  many  Local 
Coutts,  of  which  we  have  at  present  no  certain  knowledge. 
Thus  in  the  24th  volume  of  the  Archseologia  (1832)  at  p.  317, 
are  published  Portions  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Corpora- 
tion of  Lynn  Regis,  Norfolk,  from  14S0  to  1731,  taken  from 
the  Hall  Books."  From  1392,  15  Rich.  II.,  to  1453,  32 
Hen.  VL,  the  Records  are  imperfect.  From  this  latter  period, 
they  are  perfect  to  the  present  day*  To  the  year  1487,  4 
Hen.  VL,  they  are  written  in  Latin;  since  that  time  in 
English*

The  Second  Class  of  Authentic  Documents  tending  to 

illustrate  our  Coiiblitiitional  History,  consists  of  tlie  Historians 
who  were  contemporary  to^  or  shortly  followed,  the  events 
which  they  relate.  Of  these,  many  Collections  and  separate 
Editiuiis  have  been,  at  different  times,  published. 

Of  such  Historical  Records,  the  Saxon  Chronicle  is  un- 
doubtedly the  earliest  and  most  important*   It  eontains  the 
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original  testimony  ot  contemporary  Writers  on  the  Transao 
tiona  of  our  Forefathens  from  their  first  arrival*  to  the  year 
1154.  Professor  Abraham  Wheloc  first  translated  and  pub- 
lished it,  at  Camhridge)  in  164' 4,  as  an  Appendix  to  his  Saxon 
Bede*  His  Chronica  An^Io-Saxonica"  extend  only  to  63 
folio  pages.  An  improved  Eklition  was  published  by  Edmund 
Gibson^  afterwards  Bishop  of  Loiuluii,  at  Oxford,  in  1692, 
which  contains  nearly  four  times  as  much  as  Wheloc's  Extract} 
but  is  still  not  the  entire  Chronicle*  The  honour  of  havinfj^ 
printed  the  first  literal  version  of  tlie  Saxon  Annals  was 
reserved  for  a  learned  Lady,  Miss  Guriiey,  of  Keswick,  Nor- 
folk. Her  Work  was  finished  in  1819)  but  has  not  been 
published.  In  the  year  1823,  the  Rev.  X  Ingram  published 
tlie  first  complete  Edition,  frnm  a  Collation  of  all  the  Manu- 
8cripts»  and  with  an  English  Translation,  lliis  volume  con* 
tains  d74  pages.  In  the  Preface,  the  Author  gives  an  Account 
of  the  other  sources  of  our  History,  j)rior  to  Henry  H.,  when 
this  invaliiahle  iJocument  terminates.  Such  were  Gildas,  and 
Nennius  who  repeats  him,  Bede,  Aserius,  and  Ethelward,  tlie 
most  extraordinary  and  faithful  Follower  of  the  Saxon  Annals, 
who  seems  to  have  disregarded  all  other  Sources.  For  nearly 
a  Century  after  the  Conquest,  the  Saxon  Annalists  appear  to 
have  been  eye  witnesses  of  the  Transactions  which  they 

relate. 

Where  the  Saxon  Chronicle  ends,  Geoifrey  of  Monmouth 
begins.   At  this  Period,  almost  every  Great  Monastery  had 

its  Historian,  and  we  are  indebted  to  these  Institutions  fur  all 
the  authentic  early  information  we  possess  as  to  the  occur- 
rences and  events  of  those  remote  times.  In  each  mitred 
Abbey  of  the  Order  of  St  Benedict^  says  Matthew  Paris, 
some  of  the  Fraternity  were  .'ij){)ointe<l  to  register  the  most 
considerable  Events,  and  after  the  dealii  of  every  King,  these 
Memoirs  were  laid  before  a  Chapter  of  the  Order,  to  be  re- 
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duced  to  a  bod}'  of  History,  which  was  preserved  in  their 
Archives. 

Flomiee  of  Woroester  closely  followed  Bede^  Asserim^  ttd 

the  Saxon  Clironicle.  The  same  may  be  siud  of  the  Aonals 
of  Gisburne,  of  Margan,  Melros,  and  Waverley. 

TlMWias  Wikesy  in  his  Latin  Chronicle  of  Englirii  AAui% 
from  the  Conqoest  down  Co  180i»  does  not  odd  nueh  to  Bede» 
W  iliiam  of  Newburgb,  and  Matthew  of  Paris.  W  illiam  of 
Malmesbnry  is  to  be  selected  itom  all  his  oompetitora  for 
superiority  of  genius.  His  deficiendes  and  inaccQiams  may 
be  corrected  oy  a  reference  to  the  Saxon  Chronicle.  Suc- 
ceeding Writers  to  the  Chronicle  of  Simeon  of  Durham,  who 
transcribes  Florence  of  Worcester,  are  the  two  Priors  of 
Hexham,  Gervase,  Hoveden,  Brompton,  Stubbes,  the  two 
Mattiiews,  of  Parib  and  oi  V\  estminster,  and  others.  It  ap- 
pearsb  that  however  numerous  these  Writers  may  haye  been, 
every  thing  ori|(inal  and  authentic  as  to  the  above  periodi 
may  be  traced  to  the  Saxon  Annals,  (c) 

Nicholson,  in  his  Historical  Libraries»  p.  40- has  given 
a  list  of  Saxon  Authors,  and*  at  p.  84^  in  defence  of  the 
Saxon  Records,  says,  "  Many  are  lost,  but  there  are  still  more 
remaining  than  any  of  our  neighbour  Nations  cau  pretend  to 
sbewy  relating  to  the  transactions  of  those  AgeSi'*  That 
many  Documents  are  lost,  which  indicated  their  careful 
attention  to  iiibtoricul  Proceedings,  is  rendered  probable  by 
the  allusions  of  Andrew  Hornt  Author  of  the  Minoir  do 
Justice/'  who  lived  under  Henry  11.  He  quotes  the  Rolls  of 
the  Saxoa  l  imes,  and  even  their  Year  Books,  o(  which  no 
remains  exist.  This  Author  makes  the  further  statement 
that  he  had  perused  all  the  Laws  of  this  Island,  since  the  time 
of  King  Arthur.

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The  Series  of  Ancient  Historians  is  very  extensive.  For 
a  tolerably  accurate  account  of  these  Writers,  chrooologicalij 
amnged,  the  Volomea  of  Nickoboii  and  Prieatley  vmj  be 

consulted.  The  Report  of  the  Record  Commissioners  con-

Considering  the  importance  of  these  early  Writers  towards 
a  knowledge  of  our  early  History,  and  the  little  acquaintance 
the  Public  at  large  have  with  them,  it  cannot  be  deemed 

superfluous  to  give  a  mure  extended  account  in  this  place,  of 
the  [principal  Volumes  in  which  most  of  them  have  been  pub* 
lisbed  collectively.

Besides  these  Collections,  and  separate  Editions  of  the 

same  Authors,  pubiibhed  by  Hearne  and  others,  the  Works  of 

many  yaluable  Historians,  not  here  included^  have  appeared 

in  distinct  Volumes.   Of  these,  the  principal,  are  Marianas 

Scotus,  a  Monk  of  Mentz^  who  iiourished  about  the  year 

1 100.   Florentius  Bravonius,  a  Monk  of  Worcester,  already 

alluded  to^  and  the  earliest  Historian  of  the  12th  Century, 

who  died  in  1118  ;  Eadmer,  a  Monk  oi  Caiiteruury,  a  Writer 

of  unquestionable  Authority,  who  lived  under  the  two  first 

Williams  and  Henry  I.,  and  wrote  their  History  from  1066 

to  1122;  Matthew  Paris,  a  Monk  of  St  Alban's,  one  of  the 

most  renowned  Historians  of  the  Kingdom,  who  gives  the 

Annals  of  eight  Kings,  from  the  beginning  of  William  I.,  to 

Henry  III.    From  the  year,  1959,  when  he  died,  hb  History 

is  continued  by  William  de  lii^hanger,  a  Monk  of  the  same 

Fraternity,  to  the  end  of  this  latter  Reign ;  and  with  these,  is 

published  the  History  of  Roger  Wendovre  de  Wendovre, 

a  Prior  of  Bealvoir,  sometimes  called  de  Windkslioro;  Ode- 

ricus  Vitalis,  a  Writer  of  EcclcsiasticuL  History,  who  lived 

about  the  year  1141 ;  Benedictus  Abbas,  Petroburgensis,  who 

wrote?  the  Lives  of  Henry  II.  and  Richard  I;  Matthew,  a 

Benedictine  Monk  of  Westminster,  called  Florilegus,  as 

a  Collector  from  former  Historians,  who  ends  his  History  in 

1807,  which  year,  probably,  he  did  not  long  survive,  and 

whose  work  was  continued  by  Adam  Merioneth,  Canon  of 

St.  Paurs,  to  laSO,  the  date  of  this  Author's  death;  Thomas 

Walsingham,  a  Benedictine  Monk  of  St.  Alban'%  who  flou* 

rished  about  i-ili),  and  begiiib  bis  History  at  the  conclusion 
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of  Henty        where  Matthew  Paris  endsy  eontinuing  it  to 

the  end  of  Henry  V.  (</) 

In  a(iiiitiuii  to  these  and  other  ancient  Authors,  many 
Annab  and  Cliroiiicle%  which  supply  correet  and  authentic 
information,  have  been  derived  from  the  various  Monastic 
Establishments.  Such  are  the  Chronicon,  sive  Amiales  Pri- 
oratus  de  Dunstaple  (Ed.  Uearne,  1733);  the  Annals, 
Chronicles  or  Registers,  of  Lichfield,  Reading,  Norwich, 
Glaston,  Coventry,  Lincohi,  Ely,  Worcester,  Canterbury, 
Abingdon,  St.  £dmund*s,  Winchester,  St.  Alban*s,  of  the 
Monastery  de  Bello  and  Monastery  Bartoniense,  and  many 
similar  Works  referred  to  by  Cotton,  Hody,  and  other 
Writers. 

To  these  succeeded,  in  the  15th,  16th,  and  17th  Centuries, 
the  Histories  and  Collections  of  John  Ross,  William  Caxton, 

Robert  Fabian,  Polydore  Vergil,  Edward  Hall,  William 
Harrison,  Ralph  HoUingsliead,  John  Stow,  John  Speed, 
Francis  Godwin,  Richard  Baker,  William  Oimden,  Thomas 
Sprat,  Sir  Winston  Churchill,  and  those  of  Saudford,  Brady, 
Tyrrel,  Echard,  Carte,  Gutlirie,  Clarendon,  Burnet,  Rapin, 
Hume,  Robertson  and  numberless  other  Writers  on  General 
History,  on  the  Lives  of  particular  Sovereigns,  or  on  circum- 
stances of  particular  Iveigns.

The  next  Class  of  Constitutional  Authorities  includes  the

In  1659  to  1664,  the  indetatigable,  luarneii  ami  intelligent 
^\^iiliam  Frynne  published,  in  Four  Voiumes,  his  Brief 
Regtster,  Kalendar  and  Snnrey  of  the  sereral  kinds  and  forms 
of  FarlianentBry  Writ«i**  They  were  ooUeeted  from  the  vast 
mass  of  Records  then  existing  iu  Julius  Caesar's  Chapel,  in  the 
White  Towei^  and  consist  more  properly  of  Four  Parts, 
though  sepaimtely  published,  and  now  generally  forming  Two 
thick  Volumes.  The  Hrst  Part  comprises,  in  three  Sections, 
all  Writs,  Forms  of  Summons  to  the  it^iritual  and  Temporal 
Lofd%  to  Oreat  Conncil%  Parliaments  and  Convocatioo%  from 
the  Fifth  of  King  John,  1203,  till  28  Edward  IV^  1483.  The 
Second  Part,  comprises  the  several  varieties  and  Forms  of 
Writs  for  electing  Knights^  Citiaeiis  and  Buigesses^  with  the 
most  ancient  Returns  of  these  Writs  then  extant  The  TkM 
Part  called  "Bre via  ParliameiiUiria  KLHliviva,"  contains  several 
Catalogues  of  the  numbers  and  dates  of  Original  Writs  and 
Snmasoiis,  during  the  Reigns  of  £dw.  Ihf  IIL,  Richard  II., 
Henry  IV.,  V.,  VI.,  and  Edw-  IV-  The  Himrth  Part  com- 
prises all  Writs  de  Expensis  Militum,  Civium  et  Burgen- 
slum,''  then  extant  in  the  Tower  Records^  besides  many  other 
docnments  relating  to  the  eight  last  mentioned  Reigns^ 

It  is  impossible  to  speak  in  terms  of  too  liij^li  commendation 
of  this  admirable  work,  w  hether  we  consider  the  labour  with 
which  so  large  a  mass  of  hidden  materials  was  brought  to  light 
and  reduced  to  form  and  order,  or  avail  ourselves  of  tlie  accu- 
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rate  and  important  deductions  ultli  vvliicli  it  abounds,  in  illus- 
tratioii  of  the  Constitutional  History  of  our  Country.  Applying 
Ills  acute  inteUeot  and  profound  legal  acquirements  to  thia 
•abject,  the  author  has  exhausted  it  for  the  benefit  of  succeed- 
ing ages,  and  lias,  at  the  same  time,  left  a  perpetual  munument 
to  his  own  £une>  and  a  Legacy^  which  ought  to  be  the  Shield 
and  the  Safeguard  of  our  venerable  Institutions. 

But  the  merits  of  Prynne  are  not  to  be  estimated  by  this 
rare  and  now  costly  work  alone.  His  other  numerous  Writ- 
ingB  evince  an  energy  and  enthusiasnit  which  akme  conhl  have 
supported  him  under  multifarious  and  incessant  labours :  and 
hi^  occasional  errors  are  the  rare  exceptions  to  the  great  merits 
he  may  claim  as  an  Antiquary,  and  as  an  accurate  Comments* 
tor  on  the  facts  which  he  had  cc^ected.  With  all  his  failings^ 
Prynne  was  a  great  man,  and  though  his  zeal  for  the  Protes- 
tant Religion,  and  his  aversion  to  the  arbitrary  Proceedings  of 
tiie  Star  Chamber  and  of  certain  of  the  Clergy,  in  the  early 
periods  of  those  reforming  times,  carried  him  to  an  extreme 
point;  yet,  amid  the  atrocities  of  the  Long  Parliament,  he 
dared  to  adhere  to  the  Constitution  of  England,  and  to  pub- 
lish his  opinions,'  regardless  of  the  terrois  of  the  Inquisition, 
which  equally  dealt  its  merciless  inflictions  on  the  friends 
and  on  tlie  foes  of  true  religion  and  of  their  Country.  He 
was  born  at  Swainswick  in  Somersetshire,  in  the  year  1600, 
and  died  in  1669y  Member  for  the  City  of  Bath,  which  appears 
never  to  have  acknowle(l<j^c(]  the  merits,  or  done  justice  to  the 
memory,  of  a  real  Patriot,  and  truly  eminent  Author,  (c) 

In  1060-80,  Rushworth  published  his  Historical  Colleo- 
tions,"  which  beginning  in  the  10th  year  of  King  James,  1618, 
contain  many  **  remarkable  Proceedings  in  Parliament,  down 
to  the  SSrd  and  24th  Charles  1 ,  1648.  He  died  io  1000, 
aged  88.''

The  History  of  Synods  or  Conyocations  extends  from  the 
earliest  Times  to  the  beginning  of  Henry  Vlll.  That  of 
Pariiauieiits  is  continued  only  to  1272,  the  last  year  of 
Henry  IIL 

Browne  Willis  published  the  First  and  Second  Volomes  of 

the  First  Edition  of  his  "  Koritia  ParliameiUaria,"  in  1716, 
and  the  Second  Edition  in  1730.  They  contain,  "a  History 
of  the  Conndesb  CitieSi  and  Boroughs  in  Enghmd  and  Wales^ 
with  Lists  of  all  the  Knights,  Citisens,  and  Burgesses»  from 
the  iirst  Summons  to  Parliament  to  this  time."  A  Third 
Volume  appeared  in  1760,  on  the  publication  of  the  Ten  Folio 
Volumes  of  the  Journals  of  the  House  of  Commons  which  had 
been  made  in  1717.  It  embraces  iLe  period  which  coincides 
with  these  Journals. 

In  the  yeara  175i-3|  iq>peared  the  very  valuable  and  ex- 
tensive Collection,  in  S4  Volumes  8^,  called  ^he  Parliamen- 
tary and  Constitutional  History  of  England,  being  a  faithful 
aeooonc  of  the  most  remarkable  Transactions  in  Parliament 
from  the  earliest  times  to  Dec  29^  1660." 

This  great  national  Work,  undertaken  and  completed  thus 
£ar  by  a  Society  of  eminent  Individuals,  deserves  the  liepu- 
taCion  which  it  has  obtained,  as  a  highly  interesting  and 
comprehensive  account  of  all  the  Parliamentary  Transactions 
during  the  long  period  which  it  embraces.

character.    Of  the  second  Edition,  and  subdequent  Coati^u- 
Ation  ot  these  Voliiiiie%  ootieey  wiUp  hereaftert  be  teken, 
llie  Soeceasion  of  Pariiainents  frnm  the  Restoration  to 

1761,"  was  published  id  the  year  176i,  by  Charips  W  hitworthf 
Esq.,  M.P. 

In  1776,  Mr«  John  Halsellt  then  a  Clerk  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  published  Precedents  of  Proceedings  in  the 
House  of  Commons,  with  Observations,  being  part  of  a  iaxge 
Collection  extracted  from  the  Journals  of  the  Houss^  and 
other  Parliamentary  Records.'' 

In  1796,  a  Third  Edition  appeared  in  four  Quarto  Volumes, 
of  which  the  first  relates  to  PrivilejB^e  of  Parliaaenti  the 
Second)  to  Membenand  Speaker;  the  Third  to  Lords  and 
Supply;  the  Fourth,  to  Conference  and  Impeachment.  The 
value  of  such  a  Work  will  appear  to  all  the  Headers  of  the 
Parliamentary  Journals,  which  record  the  freqUj^nt  appoint 
ment  of  Committees  to  search  these  Records  for  Preoedenfi^ 
in  all  doubtful  and  controverted  Cases. 

In  1777,  Dr.  Brady  published  "An  Historical  Treatise  of 
Cities  and  fiuighi^  or  Boroughs^  shewing  fran  Recoidib  when 
they  first  sent  Representatives  to  Parliament" 

The  "  Political  Index  to  the  Histories  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  or  a  Complete  Kegister  of  the  Hereditary  Honoi% 
Public  Offices  and  Persons  in  Office,  from  the  earliest  Pefiods,*^ 
in  Three  Volumes,  was  published  in  1806,  by  Be  atson,  and 
contains  a  List  of  the  different  Administrations,  British  Peers, 
Archbishops  of  Canterbury,  Bishops,  Lord  High  Chancellot^ 
Speakera  of  the  House  of  Commons,  &c  The  same  Author, 
in  1807,  published  in  three  other  Volumes,  **A  Chronological 
Register  of  the  British  Parliaments,  from  the  Union  in  170^ 
to  the  third  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
firitain  and  Ireland/' 
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In  the  y«ar  18009  Mr.  Cobbett  commenced  a  repablication 

of  the  valuable  Series  of  the  Parliamentary  History  already 
detcfibedi  and  from  this  year  to  the  year  1 820»  completed  it 
ftmn  die  year  1066  to  ISOt,  in  thirty-six  large  and  dentely 
printed  Volumes,  with  double  columns.  The  First  Volume 
supplies  a  List  of  Peers,  CommonS}  Archbitfhops  of  Canterbury, 
ChanoeUoi%  Lord  High  Treasnrerat  with  a  Table  of  the  Prioo 
of  IVovnIoiif ;  and  to  each  Parliament  of  die  Series*  Is  added 
a  Catalogue  of  the  Acts  passed.  The  Parliamentary  Debates 
of  Hansard,  the  publication  of  which  commenced  in  1812^ 
took  up  tbo  History  from  ISOI^  and  havo  continned  it  to  tho 
present  time.  His  First  Series,  in  Forty-one  Volumes,  ex- 
tends from  1803  to  the  death  of  George  III.  A  Second 
fieriest  in  Twesty«five  Volames»  embraces  the  Roign  of 
George  the  Fourth,  with  the  Prorogation  by  his  Successor* 
A  Third  Series,  in  Tiiirty-uine  Volumes,  reaches  down  to 
Dec.  23»  1887, 

The  total  extent  of  this  great  National  Work  is  One  Hun- 
dred and  Forty-one  Volumes,  oonrisdng  of  96^101  Pages 
with  190,382  closely  printed  Columns.  The  price  at  which 
the  wliole  was  published  amounts  to  £215  17#« 

In  1839  and  34,  Hansard  published  his  ^  Analytical  Par- 
liamentary Digest,"  or  an  Index  to  the  Sixty-six  Volumes, 
iiom  1803  to  1830,  which  supplies  a  most  valuable  Refeience 
to  the  Proceedings  of  this  Period.  The  additional  cost  of 
tUa  volume  is  Four  Guineas. 

The  Prefaces  to  the  First  Series  by  Cobbett,  furniith  a  list 
of  the  Sources  from  which  were  drawn  the  materiab  for  his 
greatly  improved  and  enlarged  Edition  of  the  Parliamentary 
History,  Besides  the  use  of  all  the  Public  Records,  the  First 
Preface  describes  146  Volumes  employed  for  the  purposes  of 
this  undertakings  at  a  cost  of  £110,  to  which  the  price  of  100 
Volumes  of  the  Journals  would  constitute  an  additional  eif 
pense  of  £150. 
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In  ISie.  Mr.  Oldfield  published  in  Six  Volame^  8**^  at 

the  price  of  £3  12ff.,  The  Representative  History  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,being  a  History  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
and  of  the  Countiesi  Cities,  and  Boroui^ha  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  from  the  earliest  Period.^ 

The  most  considerable  and  important  Publication  of  modern 
times,  and  the  only  one  which  may  bear  a  comparison  with 
the  forested  work  of  Prynne«  is  the  Reports  from  the  Lords 
Committees  appointed  to  search  the  Journals  of  the  House, 
Rolls  of  Parliament,  and  other  Records  and  Documents, 
touching  the  Dignity  of  a  Peer  of  the  Realoi,  with 
Appendixes,  in  Five  Folio  Volumes*  The  first  Report  was 
presented  to  the  House,  12th  of  July,  1819,  was  ordered  to 
he  printed  25lh  of  May»  1820,  and  to  be  reprinted,  Hth  of 
February,  182d.  A  Third  reprint  was  ordered  May  18th, 
1829. 

Of  these  Reports,  Vol.  I.  includes  the  Constitution  of  the 
Legislative  Assemblies  of  England  from  the  Conquest  to  the 
Unions  of  England  and  Scotland,  and  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  with  other  Matters,  and  a  Table  of  Writs. 

Vol.  IL  includes  the  Second,  Third  and  Fourth  Reports, 
with  an  Alphabetical  Digest  and  Indexes^  and  chiefly  relate; 
to  the  Dignity  of  the  Peerage. 
VoL  III.,  Ordered  to  be  printed,  25  May,  1820,  contains 
Snmmonidones  temp.  Johan.,  Hen.  IIL,  £dw.  IL** 
Vol.  IV.,  Ordered  to  be  reprinted,  18  May,  1829,  contains 
Summonitiones  temp.  £dw.  IIL,  Rich.  IL,  Hen.  iV.,  V.^ 
VI.,  £dw.  IVV'  with  three  Appendixes. 

Vol.  v.,  Ordered  to  be  reprinted,  19  Jnne^  1829,  contains 
the  Fifth  Report,  with  Patents  of  Creation,  from  Stephen  to 
£dw.  IV.,  and  Indexes  of  Creations,  Names  and  Places. 

This  great  work  is  understood  to  have  been  collected  and 
written  by,  and  under  the  direction  of,  the  late  Lord  Rcdts- 
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dale.  It  contains  a  very  elaborate  and  perspicuous  analysis  of 
all  the  iofornuUion  that  could  be  derived  from  original  Docu- 
iiieiit8»  in  regard  to  the  nature  and  constitution  of  the  Legblft- 
tire  AsBemblies  of  the  Realm,  and  the  Powers  and  Priyite^ea 
of  their  component  Members.  The  Appendixes  contain,  for 
the  firat  time>  a  pobiicatton  of  the  Series  of  Parliamentary 
Writs  from  Edward  IIL  to  Edward  IV.,  and  the  inferences 
drawn  from  these  Records  seem  fully  borne  out  by  a  cautious? 
interiHretatioa  of  their  sense  and  import.  If  the  arguments 
assume  somewhat  of  the  legal  fonui  they  will  not  on  that 
account  be  the  less  valued  by  those  who  can  estimate  the 
ahrewdness  and  precision  which  are  generated  by  the  habit  of 
legal  investigation;  and  it  may  safely  be  affirmed  that  Lord 
Redesdale  has  done  his  Country  the  senace  of  presenting  the 
first  clear  and  enlarg;ed  exposition  of  the  important  subject 
uhich  this  inquiry  embraces.  {/) 

To  these  Volumes,  and  to  the  elaborate  Register  of  Prynne, 
the  Editor  of  the  present  Work  is  greatly  indebted,  both  in 
the  Introductory  Ciiapters,  and  iu  the  Text  and  Notes  of  the 
Parliamentary  Series  itself  It  may  perhaps  be  said  that  the 
greater  part  of  the  information  contained  in  ihese  raret  copioua 
and  expensive  Volumes  is  embodied  in  the  fuUovviniEr  Pasfes;  a 
circumstance  which  will  not  be  charged  upon  the  ikiitor  as  a 
fnulty  by  those  who  really  desire  to  obtain  legitimate  Constitu* 
tional  knowledge.

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cursory  notice  of  the  numerous  Publications  which  arc  ijicludcd 
under  the  i'ourth  Class  of  Docnroents  teuding  to  illustrate  the 
FtarliameDtary  Hialory  of  our  Country.  A  Cotalog«e»  how^ 
over  briefy  of  llio  teporato  TreoliM  and  Emiys,  of  contempo- 
rary and  other  writers,  on  the  whole  or  on  detached  Portion^t  of 
tbk  sobjecty  would  itself  constitote  a  volume.  The  Second 
Volume  of  the  Harleian  Catalogue,  under  the  Head  «  EngUali 
Parliamentary  Affairs,"  p  641-646,  contains  the  titles  and 
dates  of  many  of  the  more  early  and  what  may  be  called 
Claanoal  Autbofs  on  thia  subject  and  many  more  aneh  are 
included  In  tbe  First  Volume^  p.  416  and  sqq^  under  the  Head 
^^Historia  Anglicana." 

The  late  Sir  Frederic  Eden,  well  known  as  the  Author  of 
the  ^  History  of  the  Poor/'  had  made  an  eztensiTe  CoQeetien 
of  tlicse  scattered  works,  and,  in  1806,  printed  a  Cataloo^ue  of 
his  valuable  Library,  of  which  Class  II.  extending  from  p.  41 
to  166^  relates  solely  to  British  History  and  Politics.*'  This 
scales  Volttme  iaa  portieuhurly  valuable  Reference  firon  the 
time  of  Henry  VIII.,  to  the  date  above  mentioned.  A  more 
acoessible  source  of  information  is  the  Bibiiotheca  Britaa* 
aloa^'*  published  at  £dinbuigh  and  London,  in  1824.  Under 
the  word  "  Parliament,*  the  Third  Volume  contains  a  long 
list  of  tlie  Authors  who  have  written  on  this  subject.  Nichol* 
son's  Eng^Ush,  Scotehy  and  Irish  LibrarieSy"  snpplies»  at  p. 
a  noUce  of  many  separate  PobllcatloDS  on  the  Bulianeals  of 
England* 

An  imperfect  attempt  has  thus  been  made  to  ezliihit  some 
of  the  difficulties,  with  which,  in  the  absence  of  any  Digest  of 

these  widely-scattered  materials,  thuse  have  to  contend,  who 
seek  to  become  acquainted  with  our  Parliamentary  and  Con* 
stitntional  History. 

The  Anther  of  the  present  Volume  has  endeavoured,  in 

some  measure^  to  supply  this  desideratum  in  our  Historical 
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Literature.  His  early  experience  of  tlie  almost  iiisiu  momi table 
difficuldes  which  stood  in  the  way  of  any  acce»ible  and  satia- 
factory  reference  to  sach  inforination,  induced  hiniy  many 
years  a^o,  to  form,  for  his  own  uije,  a  Chronological  Index  of 
the  Parliaments  of  England. 

In  this  pursuil^  he  became  Tery  soon  aware  of  the  numerous 
imperfections  which  most  accompany  even  so  superficial  a 
Catalogue,  unless,  by  the  examination  of  various  original 
I>ocumentSy  he  could  correct  the  errors  which  every  where 
beset  even  the  most  accredited  Anthorities*  Believing  that 
some  public  advantage  might  result  from  carrying  his  plan 
into  more  complete  eifect,  as  a  sanction  to  his  prospective 
JaboufSy  he  obtained,  in  1834,  the  opinion  of  that  indefiiligable 
and  profound  Historian,  Sir  Francis  Palgrave,  who  iissured 
him,  **That  such  a  Parliamentary  Index  would  be  a  work  of 
great  utility,  and  coiild  not  ^1  to  be  highly  valued."  Upon 
this  sufficient  Authority,  many  materials  were  collected,  and, 
as  far  i\s  possible,  arranged,  when,  from  an  acciilciital  reference 
to  the  Preface  of  the  Chronology  of  History,"  p.  18,  a 
valuable  work  then  recently  published  by  Sir  Harris  Nicohu, 
it  appeared,  that  this  accurate  and  accomplished  Author  was 
himself  preparing  to  publish  A  Complete  List  of  the  Meet- 
ings, Prorogations,  and  Dissolutions  of  Parliaments.''  The 
object  of  this  proposed  Work  so  nearly  coincided  with  his 
own,  that  he,  at  once,  felt  the  necessity  of  abandoning  his 
purpose  in  &vour  of  a  Writer  of  a  reputation  so  well  esta- 
blished, who  was,  in  every  respect,  so  much  more  competent 
to  the  uiulcrtaking,  and  whose  opportunities  of  correct  in- 
formation were  so  much  more  complete.  The  answer,  which 
he  received  to  a  communication  with  Sir  Harris  Nicolas  on 
this  subject,  is  highly  conclusive  as  to  the  liberality  and 
candour  which  distinguish  the  possession  of  superior  talent 
and  information.     The  subject,  he  says,  of  your  studies  is 
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undoubtedly  a  very  important  one*  and  I  really  know  no  work 
of  which  Historical  Literature  stands  so  much  in  need>  as  an 
Account  of  our  Parliaments.  It  gwre  tne  much  pleasure  to 
hear  that  you  have  made  so  much  progress  ia  collecting 
materialsi  and  I  shall  he  most  happy  not  only  to  relinqnisk 
my  own  Plans^  bnt  to  afibrd  you  any  assistance  in  my  power. 
No  one  is  more  sensible  than  myself  of  l/te  absolute  ivani  of  the 
dates  of  all  Parliaments^  together  with  a  few  facts  relating  to 
each,  which  would  save  hours  of  research  Co  almost  every 
"Writer  on  History  or  Antiquities.  I  am,  however,  well 
aware,  that  the  subject  is  full  of  difficulties,  though  X  by  no 
means  consider  tliem  inntrmougdabie ;  and  I  flatter  mjrself,  if 
you  will  allow  me  the  pleasure  of  a  few  hours'  conversation 
when  you  come  to  Town,  that  1  shall  be  able  to  remove  such 
an  idea  from  your  roindi  and  to  induce  you  to  persevere*  II 
is»  I  confess,  rather  eoniradkiory  to  this  assertion,  that  I  have 
recently  satisfied  mysch  of  a  new  fact  in  Parliamentary  His- 
lory,  which  will  create  additional,  and,  I  fear,  formidable 
obstacles,  namely,  that  the  Term    Parliament**  was  applied 

in  the  Fifteenth  Century,  if  not  eariitr  and  later,  to  Assemblies 
of  the  Peers  only,  in  the  Parliament  Chamber,  on  occasions 
when  the  Commons  were  neither  present  nor  authorized  to 
attend.  These  meetings  of  the  Peers  are  clearly  dtstingiiished 
from  "  Great  Councils,"  of  the  precise  nature  of  which  I  have 
at  last  obtained,  I  think,  certain  information.  It  has  always 
struck  me,  that  in  any  List  of  Parliaments,  care  must  be  taken 
to  distinguish  such  as  enacted  Statutes;  and,  here,  again, 
arises  the  doubt  as  to  what  actually  were  considered  Statutes? 
for  I  believe  many  Acts  are  called  Statutes,"  which  were 
nothing  more  than  Ordinances  of  the  Kin^  ni;ule  in  Par- 
liament for  the  sake  of  greater  publicity  and  solemnity,  but 
which  neither  required  nor  received  the  Anani  Pw^ammii, 
in  the  sense  understood  to  imply  an  ^  Act  of  Parliament." 
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It  wooldt  however,  be  kUe  to  enler  into  a  disouasian  ou  these 
matters  io  a  Letter,  and  I  mast  defer  saying  more  until  I  have 

the  pleasure  uf  seeing"  you.  It,  iu  the  mean  time,  the  Report 
of  the  Devon  Peerage  ClaiiOi''  and  the  ProceedUigs  of  the 
Privy  Council^''  which  I  am  editing,  should  happen  to  fail  in 
jour  way,  you  would  find  some  remarks  in  the  Appendisr  to 
the  former  on  the  true  import  of  the  Terra  Assent  ot  Par- 
liamettt/*  and  in  the  Prefaces  to  the  latlef,  respecting 
"  Statotes,"  and  on  the  application  of  the  word  Parliament'' 
to  Assemblies  of  the  Peers,  which  may  be  userul." 

With  such  encouragementt  and  with  the  frequent  and 
a]wa3rs  ready  assistance  of  this  Gentleman,  the  Editor  of  the 

present  A  ulmne  continued  his  laborious  undertakino^. 

Besides  the  necessity  of  a  constant  reference  to  the  exten- 
sive Series  of  Works  above  enumerated,  which,  al  a  distance 
from  London,  were  of^  inaccessible  upon  any  terms,  it  was 
soon  discovered  that  the  most  serious  difficulty  was  connected 
with  the  Chronology  and  Succession,  even  of  the  Parliamenti^ 
which  were  known  to  have  been  held.  It  appeared,  on  many 
occasions  impossible,  not  only  to  adopt  the  admitted  dates,  but 
when  these  were  correctly  obtained,  to  reconciie  them  with 
the  admitted  fisds  of  History. 

With  regard  to  the  dates,  it  wa^  particularly  evident  during 
the  iirst  Centuries,  that  unless  the  precise  date  of  the  year 
coukl  be  obtained,  all  the  subsequent  statements  in  conneclioa 
with  it,  must  be  invalidated.  To  reconcile  the  Regnal  year, 
then  commonly  employed,  with  the  year  of  our  Lord,  was, 
therefim,  the  first  object.  This  certainty  being  obtained,  the 
particular  periods  as  to  the  days  of  the  month  and  week,  might, 
with  some  industry,  be  correctly  calculated,  and  it  became 
possible  to  determine  ou  wlmt  days  fell  the  f'estivals^  given, 
on  nearly  all  occasions,  with  the  Regnal  year,  as  the  only 
dates  of  the  several  Parliaments  and  their  Prorogdliuns. 
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The  difficulty  witb  regard  to  the  years  was  greatly  increasefYi 
not  only  by  tlie  incorrect  statements  of  ilistoriaiis^  and  of  the 
publUlied  Records  tkemselvesy  but  by  tbe  customary  variety 
which  prevailed  as  to  the  commencement  of  tbe  year.  As  the 
Civil  year  began  on  tlio  2,jtli  of  March,  and  tlio  Historical 
year  on  the  1st  of  January,  the  same  event  frequently  occurred 
in  connection  with  two  different  years.  It  was  not»  as  is  well 
known,  till  the  year  175$,  that,  by  Act  of  Parliament^  the 
First  of  January  was  established  as  the  commencement  of  the 
year  for  all  purposes. 

To  make  the  historical  ssras  intelliepble  to  modem  Readers, 
it  was  therefore  necessary  to  reduce  the  ancient  dates  to  the 
calculations  adopted  in  the  present  time. 

Besides  admitting  these  variations^  which  were  sanctioned 
by  usage,  Historians,  as  lias  been  said,  not  only  very  much 
differ  among  themselves  as  to  particular  dates  and  leras,  but 
the  Editors  of  Records  havci  in  some  instances,  tended  to 
create  or  perpetuate  error,  in  many  important  points.  ThuSi 
though  we  may  assign  to  their  proper  cause,  the  difference  in 
the  years  in  such  instances  as  the  following,  taken  from  the 
Rolls,  where  Feb.  2S»  Rich.  II.,  is  given  as  1382,  instead  of 
1383;  Feb.  4,  Hen.  VI.,  is  called  1425,  instead  of  1426; 
Jan.  15,  Hen.  VI.,  is  placed  in  1436,  instead  of  1137;  and  in 
83  Hen.  VI.,  February  is  made  to  occur  in  1444,  instead  of 
)  445 :  we  are  much  puzzled,  when,  in'  the  new  Edition  of  tbe 
Foedera,  May  8,  8  John,  is  called  120G  lur  1207;  Oct.  19, 
1  Hen.  III.,  1216  has  the  place  of  1217;  July  17,  U  Hen.  111., 
is  in  1226,  instead  of  1227 ;  nor  can  we  explain  by  what  cal- 
culation, W^ednesday,  15  St.  Michael,  7  and  8  Hen.  IV.,  is 
called  Oct.  15,  instead  of  13;  or  why,  in  the  Rolls,  Monday 
in  16  St.  Hilary,  21  Rich.  II.,  is  called  27  Jan.,  which  is 
Sunday,  instead  of  28.  By  these  and  similar  oversights,  the 
difficulty  of  a  correct  arrangement  becomes  multiplied  in  a 
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tenfold  degree,  and,  under  these  nanerous  discrepaneief  of 

Writers  on  the  same  subject  and  period,  tlio  process  required 
for  eiiciling  the  truth,  is  oftentimes  reduced  to  one  of  rea.souiiig 
and  consideration,  rather  than  of  mere  Dttmerical  calculation. 

The  Prefece  to  the  **  Chronology  of  Hbtor/*  satlsfeetortly 
enlarges  ou  tliese  topics,  and  this  Volume,  in  itb  details,  sup- 
plies the  meet  valuable  and  accurate  Tables  for  Chronological 
reference.  Widiout  this  resource  constantly  at  hand,  it 
Would  liave  been  scarcely  possible  to  accomplish  the  present 
imperfect  Specimen  of  the  Ciironologicai  Series  of  Parliameots, 
and  the  following  Formula  which  was  adopted  during  its  pro* 
gress,  may  assist  others  under  similar  inquiries*

Thirdly,  find  the 
Dominical  Letter,  in  Table  K.  Fourthlif^  in  Table  £.,  p.  53, 
from  the  Dominical  Letter  determine,  in  each  month,  all  the 
other  days  of  the  week  and  month. 

Kxample.  In  the  year,  1341,  what  day  oi'  the  mouth  is 
Monday  after  the  Feast  of  St.  Andrew  tiie  Apostle  ? 

Year,  1341.  Festival,  Nov.  80,  p.  134.  Dominical  Letter, 
G.  Table  K,  p.  63.  All  the  days  under  this  Letter  being 
the  Sundays  in  1341,  it  appears,  that  Nov.  SO,  is  on  a  Friday; 
and  consequently  that  the  Monday  after  that  Friday,  is  Dec  3.

As  every  meeting  of  a  Parliament,  Council,  or  Convocation, 
is  designated  by  one  of  these  Festivals,  the  number  oi  requi- 
site calcaladons  must,  it  is  evident,  be  eqtud  to  the  number  of 

such  meetiiigs.    It  will  hence  appear  how  much  indebted  the 
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collector  of  Parliameutary  materials  must  be  to  tlie  Author  of 
these  Tables*  which  so  greatly  abridge  his  kbonrsy  and  snpplj 
so  yaluable  a  standard  for  the  cmection  of  frequent  numerical 
errors. 

The  Volumes  of  Parliamentary  Writs*  edited  by  Sir  Francis 
Palgrave*  must  be  completely  discharged  from  any  implication 

of  such  a  w  aiit  of  precision.  They  as  yet  embrace  only  the 
Reigns  of  Edward  the  First  and  Second,  and  are  a  Collection 
of  unquestionable  authority*  and  of  the  highest  value.  They 
afford  the  first  clear  light  and  sure  footing  in  our  Inquiries,  and 
the  portion  already  published,  stimulates  our  curiosity  and 
expectation  in  regard  to  those  Periods  which  are  to  follow*  It 
Is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  this  important  Work,  so  calculated 
to  extend  or  confirm  our  knowledge*  may  forthwith  be  con« 
tinned.  It  wilJ,  no  doubt^  supply  many  deficiencies^  and 
qualify  many  assumptions  in  the  present  Work*  which  hav<e 
beeii  admitted  iii  the  absence  oi  Documents  so  indispensable 
to  a  correct  detail  of  Parliamentary^Dates  and  Proceedings. 

So  much  having  been  said  as  to  the  materials  required  hr 
an  ejkposition  of  our  ParlianiL  ntary  History,  it  may  now  be 
stated;  that  the  print  ifjal  object  of  the  present  Volume  is  to 
offer  to  all  Classes  of  the  Community*  in  a  condensed  form* 
and  at  a  reasonable  cost,  Ig)  the  substance  of  the  numerous 
Records  and  other  Documents*  which  illustrate  and  explain 
the  Constitution  of  our  Country.  It  endeavours  to  supply  a 
Manual*  ehronol<^cally  arranged,  of  all  the  Meetings,  Ad- 
journments* Prorogations  of  tlie  Legislative  Assemblies  and

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Coimcib  of  the  Realm,  and  to  include  ail  such  particulars  as 
relate  to  the  origin^  gradual  developement  of»  and  progresslTe 
i^ang««  in,  thm  Assemblies.  It  proposes  to  furnish  a  brief 
uotice  of  all  Proceedings  connected  with  the  Privileges  and 
Powen  of  both  Houses  of  Parliament^  and  with  the  Claimf 
and  Rights  of  the  Constituent  Body. 

In  more  recent  Periods  of  our  History,  it  attempts  farther 
to  coovey,  in  a  concise  manner,  the  chief  Arguments  which 
have  been  employed  in  the  Debates  arising  ont  of  proposed 
Parliamentary  innovations,  and  a  reference  to  all  Orders  of 
the  HonseSy  together  with  an  exposition  of  the  Law  and 
Pracdoe  upon  all  occasions  of  Privilege*  Form^  and  Order,  as 
from  the  commencement^  they  hare  been  laid  down  by  the 
several  speakers  of  either  House. 

it  is  hoped  that  this  object,  however  extensive,  has,  in  some 
fespect,  been  attained*  and  that  no  important  knowledge  has 
been  omitted  in  this  Summary  of  Parliamentary  Facts. 

With  regard  to  the  Plan  which  has  been  adopted,  it  is 
obvious  that  some  variety  must  arise  in  consequence  of  the 
different  amount  of  information  which  we  possess  in  the  dif- 
ferent Periods  of  our  History.  Thus,  in  the  earlier  Ages, 
our  attention  and  interest  must  chiefly  be  coniined  to  a  mere 
chronological  arrangement  of  the  successive  Meetings,  and  to 
an  enumeration  of  the  Individuals  who,  as  far  as  tlie  fact  can 
be  ascertained*  were  the  Constituent  Members  of  these 
National  Conventions.  In  later  periods*  when  the  Chro- 
nology and  Constitution  are  more  precisely  established  and 
determined*  the  Proceedings  of  these  Assemblies  must  occupy 
a  much  larger  space.  Accordingly*  in  the  first  portion  of  our 
Series*  the  character  of  the  Volume  will  more  nearly  approach 
that  of  an  Index,  while  in  the  more  advanced  Periods,  it  will 
rather  resemble  an  Analytical  Digest  of  the  Measures  which 
formed  the  busine»  of  the  Meetingab  so  far  as  this  reUted*  and 
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solely  related  to  their  own  improvement,  government,  and 
security* 

Thus  again,  wliile  in  the  earlier  Reigns,  it  is  shewn  that 
the  real  Constitution  of  the  Legislative  and  llemcdiai  Assem- 
blies of  the  Realm  admitted,  as  Members,  only  the  Baronial  or 
other  Tenants  in  Chief  of  the  Crown,  together  with  snch 
Judicial  and  other  Counsellors  as  were  indispensable  for  advice 
or  Judicature,  and  that  other  Persons  were  summoned  only 
under  special  circumstances,  without  Uie  attachment  of  any 
inherent  Privilege  or  Claim  ;  in  later  times,  the  grounds  upon 
which  the  advancing  pretensions  of  other  Classes  of  the  Com- 
munity were  introduced,  maintained  or  disallowed,  with  all 
the  variations  incident  to  a  System  gradually  developing  fresh 
resources  and  claims,  are  given  in  much  historical  detail,  and 
without  any  qualification. 

The  Reigns  of  James  and  Charles  the  First,  the  former  so 
intimately  connected  with  the  important  events  which  suc- 
ceeded, and  which  first  led  to  the  subversion  of  the  Hereditary 
Monarchy,  and  remotely  to  the  establishment  of  a  new  Con- 
stitution, at  the  Revolution;  and  the  latter  exemplifying,  in 
sad  realities,  the  miseries  of  Civil  War  and  Insubordination, 
with  all  the  train  of  evils  which  lesult  from  the  uncontrolled 
tyranny  of  the  People, — ^these  RcigDS  are  allowed  to  occupy 
a  large  space  for  the  instruction  of  the  present^  and  of  future 
generations. 

It  may  be  said,  that  a  list  of  the  various  Statutes  and  Ordi- 

nances  which  were  passed,  should  have  been  appended  to  the 
account  of  each  Parliament  But  such  an  addition  would  have 
altered  the  character  of  this  Volume,  which  required  the  ut* 
niost  brevity  compatible  with  the  accomplishment  of  its  pro- 
fessed and  immediate  purpose.  It  was  quite  foreign  from  such 
purpose  to  furnish  any  details  which  had  no  bearing  upon  the 
existing  state,  or  upon  the  changes  which  were  progrearively 
modifying  our  Parliamentary  Constitution. 
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An  occaaooal  deviation  from  Uiia  Rule  lias  been  admitted 
on  two  grounds  only.    A  reference  is  sometimes  made  to 

Acts  which  have  passed  iu  particular  Parliaments,  in  order 
more  distinctly  to  fix  and  designate  the  Epoch  of  such  Meet- 
ings,  by  this  allusion  to  their  Ph>ceeding& 

III  some  other  instances,  the  general  measures  Iiave  been 
introduced  for  the  purpose  of  calling  a  particular  attention  to 
the  unjustifiable  usurpations  of  Privilege  and  Power,  which 
have  sometimes  marked  the  Proceedings  of  those,  whd  falsely 
calling  themselves  the  Representatives  of  the  People,  have 
trampled,  witliout  scruple,  upon  their  Rights  and  Liberties, 
and  assumed  an  Authority  wholly  subversive  of  the  well'* 
adjusted  arrangements  of  the  English  Constitution. 

It  will  readily  be  admitted  that  the  following  Pages  contain 
many  Errors  of  omission  as  well  as  of  commission.  Among 
the  fomer,  may,  perhaps,  be  placed  the  want  of  an  accurate 
List  of  the  Lord  Chancellors.  Such  a  List  is,  however^  still 
a  desideratum  in  our  Historical  Literature.  The  best  is  that 
in  Dugdale's  Origines  Jurididales.  (h)  A  more  correct  one 
Las  been  commenced,  on  the  suggestiuii  of  bir  Harris  Nicolas, 
from  the  Tower  Records,  but  is  not  yet  completed.  A  List 
occurs  also  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Privy  Council,  of  which 
Five  Volumes  have  been  edited,  and  two  others  are  ready  for 
publication,  by  this  Gentleman.  The  Author  was,  on  these 
accounts,  unwilling  to  adopt,  as  authentic,  tlie  Catalogue  sup- 
plied hy  Beatson,  in  his  Political  Index,  or  that  by  Cobbett, 
which  is  prefixed  to  his  Edition  uf  the  Parliameiitai y  History. 

He  is  disposed  to  hope  that  other  omissions  of  this  kind,  and 
other  mbtakes  of  a  positive  nature,  may  have  arisen  from  tlie

absence  of  safe  and  legitimate  Authorities,  ratlier  than  from 
the  want  of  industry  or  attention.  The  continuation  of  the 
autliorised  Publications  of  the  Record  ComniiMiotit  now  on* 
Happily  suspended,  would  tend  more  than  any  other  means  to 
correct  the  imperfections,  and  to  supply  the  acknowledged 
defidencies  in  all  our  Histories. 

An  estimate  of  the  difficulties  Mrith  which  the  Author  has 
had  to  contend,  though  it  canrhjt  altogether  remove  blame 
where  palpable  inadvertence  or  mistake  has  been  admitted, 
may,  it  is  hopedt  in  some  measnre  extenuate  the  faults  which 
will,  no  doubt,  be  detected  in  the  course  of  a  complicated  and 
perplexing  Inquiry.  The  present  Volume,  in  its  subject 
eompletCf  and  comprehending  the  most  difficult  and  unknown 
portion  of  our  Pbriiamentary  History,  is  published  with  the 
desire  of  supplying  a  useful  Manual  of  Reference,  no  less  to 
the  Constituencies  of  Englandj  than  to  the  Members  them- 
selves of  the  Legislative  Assemblies  of  tlie  Kingdom.  The 
Materials  for  a  ^Second  Volume,  from  tlie  Kevoiutiou  down 
to  the  passing  of  the  Reform  Bill,  are  in  progress  of  pre* 
parationy  and  should  the  Public,  by  its  reception  of  the 
present  undert{iking,  justify  sucli  a  measure,  will,  under  favour- 
able circumstances,  be  submitted  to  their  renewed  favour  and 
consideration.

MIHO  A  SUMMABY  OF  BRITISH  HISTORY  AS  REGARDS  THE  LEGI8LATIVB 
AMB1IBLIB8  OF  THB  KI)?GDOM  FROM  THE  KARLIEST  PERIODS 
TO  THE  REVOLUTION  IN  im. 


CHAPTER  L 

The  question  of  the  origin  of  Parliimcnts,  and  more  especially  of  the 
constitutional  influence  which  the  People  of  England  j^ossess  as  members  of 
the  Legislative  and  Remedial  Aseemblies  of  the  ll^alu),  hai^  been  discussed 
with  great  seal  and  industry,  but  with  very  opposite  results.  Upon  this,  as 
upon  other  occasions,  where  there  is  an  alKepr.-  of  jjositive  Kcrnr.ls,  and  of 
hutorical  Droot^  a  probable  answer  can  be  supplied  bv  circumstantial  evidence 
alone,  ana  we  most  rmt  satisfied  with  an  inquiry  into  the  conditiuns  of 
Society  which  successively  prevailed,  from  the  moat  remote  periods,  to  those 
in  which  the  tmnsactions  of  a  Country  open  into  fiill  lig^ht  and  well  authen- 
ticated detail  In  the  internal  which  exists  between  our  tirst  acouaiutance 
with  the  Inhabitants  of  Britain,  and  the  rei{^  of  Edwanl  the  First,  much 
of  this  doubt  and  uncertainty  prevails,  and  we  can  onlj  deduce  imperfect 
conclusions  from  occasional  llecoxdsy  and  firom  ^e  general  chancter  and 
habits  of  the  People. 

Assemblies  of  tne  Realm  for  the  enactment  and  alteration  of  Laws,  or 
for  the  administration  (if  Justice,  luive  hcvn  in  all  times  an  important  part 
of  the  Constitution  (»f  England,  and,  duriuf,'  several  ages,  the  functions  con* 
iiecteil  with  these  two  purposes,  centered  in  the  same  individuals. 

Such  Asaemblies  have,  in  diflTerent  periods,  obt«Laed  difilbTent  appeUationgp 
Among  the  Britons,  they  were  called  Cyfr-y-thcn,  nnion^  the  Saxona,  Folks- 
p  rnnte,  Mickel-^emote  and  \V  itena-gemote,  and,  under  the  Normans  and 
tht  li  successors,  ihey  assumed  the  Latin  titles  Concilium,  Concilium  Mag* 
num,  or  Commune,  Curia,  Curia  B^ps,  Baronagium,  orweredesignat^  bv 
the  French  term— Parliament. 

The  Persons  who  coniponed  these  Assemblies  differed  in  different  Periods^ 
but,  in  all  instances,  a  selection  was  directed  by  the  approved  qualifications 
of  those  who  were  to  be  intrusted  with  the  important  charge  «r  legislation, 
or  of  the  administration  of  Justice.  Superior  wisdom  from  age  or  experi- 
ence, and  an  interest  in  the  Institutions  of  the  country  deriM  :^  from  the 
possession  of  landed,  or  other  property,  seem  to  have  been,  ui  uii  ages,  the 
admitted  l>asis  of  such  selection. 

The  Law^  nf  the  British  King,  Dynwal  Moelmud,  who  reigned  in  the 
third  or  fourth  Century  betbre  the  Christian  ^ra,  have  been  cited  in  favour 
of  the  opinion  that,  firom  very  remote  times,  the  People  of  thi^j  country 
enjoyed  n  participation  in  the  enactment  of  the  Statutes  by  which  they  wer* 
to  be  governed.   If  the  authority  of  the  Welsh  Triads,  in  wliich  tbest 
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Ordinances  are  preserved,  might  be  considered  uninineachahle,  such  aa 
opinion  would  receive  a  sufficient  sanction;  nor  can  tne  conjecture  tbftt 
th  '_v  siunild  !>p  assif^n  -d  to  a  nnicli  lat  t  jierind  of  our  history,  detract  much 
from  the  wisdom  of  our  Ancestors,  or  irom  the  liberal  character  of  their 
Institutions. 

ft  may,  indeed,  be  obseired  with  r  \<rird  to  these  Regulations,  that,  hotr- 

erer  free  may  have  been  our  r>ri'  ish  Proj^enitors,  and  however  participant 
the  People,  in  measures  affecting  the  interests  of  themselves  and  ot  the 
Community,  there  never  existed  a  nation  among  whom  the  qualifications  of 
birth  and  position  in  society,  were  more  rigorously  exacted,  as  securities, 
under  the  possession  of  social  and  ]>  i1;tiin!  Privi1cf_:es,  Kvor  •  in  liv  lual, 
who  was  nnable  to  claim  a  place  in  liis  i'rihc,  by  proilucing  evidence  of  his 
descent  thruu^rh  Nine  Generations,  and  his  collateral  affinity  in  the  Ninth 
decree,  forfeited  the  privileges  of  a  Free  natlTCL  Three  things  were  held 
indispensilde  for  tho<e  who  pnvc  their  votes  upon  any  ]mTi!ic  occasion- 
first,  that  they  should  be  frce-l)orn  Cambrians,  without  detect  in  Pedigree^ 
and  without  meanness  in  dignity;  secondly,  that  t he v  should  be  efficient 
men;  and  thirdly,  that  they  should  be  Heads  of  a  family,  having  Wiyes 
and  Children,  by  marriatrc.  Xo  Jurors  were  admitted  hut  such  as  were 
Landed  Proprietors.  Every  Cymro,  it  is  true,  who  could  prove  hii*  incon- 
testible  Pedigree,  was  entitled  to  the  Rights,  Liberties  and  Immunities  of  a 
native,  and  to  Five  Acres  of  I>and  for  ills  f\iture  sustenance!,  ^  vqjulation 
connected  with  an  early  state  of  society,  hut  founded  on  a  policy  which 
appeared  to  be  the  best  saf<^uard  of  a  Constitution  intended  for  the  protec- 
tion and  permanent  welfiire  of  the  subject. 

The  Laws  of  Hoel  Dha,  which  were  enacted  about  the  middle  of  the 
Tenth  roMturv,  appear  to  have  boon  borrowed  from  these  earlier  Institu- 
tions. Of  these  Laws,  several  copies  are  still  exunt,  and  in  the  Prefiice  to 
one  of  them  it  is  declared,  tluit,  <*according  to  the  advice  of  his  Council, 
tbb  Sovereign  retained  some  of  the  ancient  Laws,  some  he  amended,  ana 
•ome  lie  disanniillfd,  appointin^r  others  in  their  stead." 

The  earliest  authentic  information  respecting  the  ancient  Inhabitants  of 
Britain,  is  found  in  the  writings  of  Julius  Cesar.  According  to  his  state- 
ment, Cassivelanus  was  elected  by  a  Commune  Concilium'**  of  the  States. 
The  Kingdom  was  then  divided  into  many  Tribes,  and  each  was  governed  by 
one  or  more  Kings.  The  names  of  the  Four  Kings  who  ruledi  over  Kent, 
■re  supplied  by  this  Historian.  To  the  defection  of  several  Triltes.  Livv 
ascribei  the  weakness  of  Cassiveilanusi,  and  his  inability  to  contend  with 
Caesar. 

Tacitus,  alluding  to  a  later  period,  states,  that,  "formerly  this  people 
were  governed  by  Kings,  but  that  thev  were  then  divided  Into  Actions  and 

parties,  nor  could  any  thing  be  more  favorable  to  the  Romans^  contending 
against  this  powerful  people,  than  their  want  of  unictn,  "quam  quod  in 
commune  non  consulunt  liarus  ad  propulsandum  commune  periculuro, 
cooventus."  Oalgacus,  in  the  splendid  Address  to  his  assembleo  Cbuntry* 
men,  congratulates  them,  ''jam  insos,  quod  difHcillimum  fuerit,  deliberare." 

The  Kings  probably  possessed  limited  power,  nnd  had  little  s})nrc  in  the 
Legislative  functions  of  the  Governnient.  Die  Cassius,  speaking  of  the 
Britons,  und^  SeTcnis,  says,  At)/xox/>xl9vrla»%  wXfjSii,  statu  populan 
fUphtriimum  t^mntur.  The  principal  check  ii])on  the  power  of  the  Prinoe 
sci^ms,  however,  to  have  hcen  the  influence  of  the  Di  uias,  \vlio  ofliciated  not 
only  in  cases  of  Reliction,  hut  held  also  a  chief  authority  in  nmking,  explain- 
in^^  and  executing  the  I^aws* 

From  the  departure  of  Casar  (a.  c.  51^)  to  the  invasion  of  Claudius 
( \.  T),  43)  nearly  one  hundred  years  of  darkness  occur.  On  their  settlement 
in  this  Countrv,  the  Romans  found  it  impossihle  to  intro  lucc  their  own 
Institutions,  while  the  power  of  the  Druids  remained  entiie,  and,  contrary 
to  their  usual  practice,  they  not  only  aboUshed  the  SupentltiWi  but  as  fitr 
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at  they  were  able,  extirpated  this  influentiAl  race.  Q>)  "^h^  Boman  Laws 
were  then  established  in  every  part  nf  the  conquered  Country,  and  Britain 
became  a  Diocese  in  the  Pro^lcclure  of  GauL  **It  was  divided,  says 
P^Igravc,  into  Provlnoes,  tinder  the  direction  of  m  President  or  Consular. 

The  Curia,  or  Ruling  Body,  was  composed  of  Senators  or  Decurions,  but 
the  Cities  enjoyed  considerable  Privileges  and  contained  distinct  Colleges 
or  Guilds  of  traders  and  artificers.  The  absolute  authority  was  in  the 
Emperor,  but  tbe  Prefects  were  despotic  in  their  own  departments.  A 
species  of  controlling  power  existed  in  the  Provincial  Councils  and 
Assemblies.  Deputies  and  Magistrates  i\o\w  the  Cilios  attended  them.  TIic 
great  Lamled  Froprietort  were  admitted  to  seats.  They  assembled  at  staled 
times  of  the  year.  JLocnl  Ordinances  were  enacted  by  the  Councils,  but 
the  redress  of  grievances  could  only  be  obtained  by  jictitinn  to  the  Emperor. 
Whether  these  Councils  were  engrafted,  or  not,  upon  Institutions  subsisting 
among  the  conquered  nations,  they  became  one  of  the  Klements  out  oT 
which  were  formed  the  Legislative  Assemblies  of  modem  Europe.**  (b) 

When  the  cmnection  with  Homo  was  entirely  severe<l,  (a.  d.  ll?t)  the 
Britons  separated  into  independent  and  rival  Communities.  Their  dissensions 
encouraged  the  invasions  of  various  hostile  Tribesi  The  Jutes,  the  Angles 
and  tbe  .Saxons,  originally  one  nation,  reduced  the  principal  parts  of  the 
Country,  and  about  the}  ear  drove  the  native  inhabitants  into  the 
Western  Mountains  of  the  Island.  The  Saxon  Authority  then  became 
firm! J  eatabHshed. 

Ancient  Germany,  from  whence  these  Settlers  proceeded,  consisted  of 
many  free  and  independent  Slates.  These  were  attain  divided  into  Provinces, 
each  of  which  ibrmed  a  sejmrale  civil  Community,  with  its  own  President, 
but  subordinate  to  the  Supreme  Legislative  Assembly  of  tbe  State.  At 
the  great  Councils,  every  l^reeman  of  a  pro])cr  age,  who  had  not  forfeited 
his  title  by  any  misdemeanour,  was  bound  to  be  present  to  declare  his 
assent  or  dislike  to  the  measures  there  concerted.  Their  Chieftains,  the 
EaldonBCB,  were  the  Priests^  Lawgivers  and  Leaders  of  tbe  Tribe,  but 
possessed  only  a  temporary  political  Power.  Tacitus  savs,  **Elii?untur  la 
Conciliis  Principes,  qui  jura  per  Pagos,  Vicosque  recliiunt:  lieges  ex 
Mobilitate,  Duces  ex  virtute  sumunt.  Nec  liegibus  iniinita  uut  libera 
potestaa.  De  mhioribus  rebus,  Principes  consultant,  de  m^joribus  omnea; 
lU  tamen,  ut  ea  quoque,  quorum  penes PJebenarbitxium  est*  apud  Prindpea 

pertractentur.'* 

The  Title  of  King  was,  strictly  speaking,  unknown,  but  the  Saxon 
Victors  now  aasumed  all  tbe  authority  of  the  British  Kings.  According  to 
the  prevailing  policy  of  the  Barbarians  who  settled  upon  Roman  ground, 
they  governed,  as  far  as  they  could,  according  to  the  spirit  of  the  iloman 
Institutions.  About  the  year  477»  KUa  first  assumed  the  Title  of 
**Bretwalda,"  Ruler  of  the  Britons,  a  title,  says  Palgrave  as  much  superior 
to  that  of  King,  as  this  was  to  their  national  dignity  of  Ealdormen.  The 
Bretwaldas  may,  in  fact,  be  considered  the  Successors  of  the  Boman 
Xmperors,  and  the  Bomaa  Law  was  thus  Imposed  upon  the  ancient 
Germanic  law  and  conatiiatilllk  (e) 

The  people  strove,  however,  to  maintain  their  old  freedom,  and  the  laws 
and  customs  which  they  considered  their  birthright  and  best  privilege.  The 
County  Court,  or  Shure-gemote,  over  which  the  Ealdorman,  or  JLarl,  pra-

The  Witena-^i^mole  possessed  the  whole 
legislative  power  of  the  Comniunit/.  The  King  could  make  no  law,  or 
impose  any  iaxn  without  the  content  of  this  great  Couticil,  wbidh  WIUiuD 
of  Malmesbuiy  defines,  ^genenlii  Senntue  ei  PopuU  Convcnttia  et 
Edictum." 

The  Mickei'gemote  is  supposed  to  iiave  been  a  stiil  larger  Assembljy 
consiitlnff  of  the  People  in  indefinite  numben»  but  it  nay,  perhaps,  be  aafer 

to  agree  with  other  autiiors  who  are  of  opinion,  that  this  Convention,  as 
bcini^  too  numerous  for  deliberation,  ww*,  in  fnct,  sup.  rN'r>dc<l  by  the  Witena- 
gemute,  or  Assembl/  of  Wise  iSIcn,  a  inure  iciecL  and  ctlitienl  bodjr  of 
BepresentatiTes* 

During  the  Heptarchy,  each  Kingdom  had  its  separate  Witena-fjemote, 
About  tlie  year  830,  and  242  years  atler  the  erection  of  the  ^^lercian 
Monarchy,  the  Britons  North  of  the  Severn,  were  entirely  subdued  by 
Kgbert,  who  became  Eia:hth  Bretwalda,  or  Sov reign.  It  appears,  however, 
that  rontnry  in  tbc  rrt  ou  ed  opinion  with  r^ard  tti  the  consolidation  of  the 
several  Kingdoms,  there  still  existed  '^no  couuuon  L^slature,  and  no 
means  of  concentrating  in  the  supreme  government  the  strength  and  re> 
sources  of  the  Community/'  ('/)  The  Councils  of  each  State  remained 
independent,  and  the  st  vcral  Kings  took  the  n  U  icp  nf  their  Subjects, 
enacted  their  Laws  without  reterence  to  the  wants  of  their  neighbours,  or 
the  necessities  of  their  common  Countrv.  In  this  vespect,  the  ooostitutifm 
of  the  IlepUrchy  differed  little  from  the  less  perfectly  urnmged  System  of 
the  British  States. 

In  the  year  441,  Yortigern  was  elected  Sovreign  by  an  Assembly  of  South 
Britons,  snit  of  Ssxons,  who  had  been  invitea  for  the  protection  of  the 
Commonwealth.  By  a  similar  Assembly,  he  was  deposed  for  mal-adminis> 
tration,  and  Ambrosius  was  elevntod  to  tdcvncnnt  honour«.  During;  I'lO 
years,  which  intervened  between  tlie  cummenLcnient  ol  the  haxun  hostilities, 
and  the  completion  of  the  Heptarchy  by  the  erection  of  the  Mercian  BLing. 
dom  (a.  D.  456-&fi6),  the  same  Constitution  seems  to  have  prevailed. 

In  A.  D.  C02,  Kthelbert,  with  the  concurrt  iicc  of  the  Witena-gemote, 
enacted  a  body  of  Laws,  or  reduced  the  traditionary  legal  Customs  of  the 
Jutes  into  writing.  On  his  contirmation  in  the  Christian  Faith  <a.  i».  006) 
be  convened  a  Council  of  '*  Clergy  and  People."  (e) 

A.  D.  607,  ±-dwin.  King  of  JSorthumbria,  convened  a  Witena-gemote,  to 
discuss  the  respective  merits  of  Cluristianity  and  Paganism;  upon  which 
Mca^n,  the  former  was  adopted  as  the  Religion  of  his  Province  or  Kingdom. 

A.  D.  609-727.  Ina,  King  of  Wesfcx,  frnmed  a  Code  of  I  tn  s,  of  w  hich 
the  Preamble say^  ^Ina,  by  the  Grace  of  (rod.  King  of  the  W  est  Saxonsi, 
by  the  advice  and  institution  of  Cendred,  niv  Father,  and  of  Heddes  and 
llrkenwald,  my  Bishops,  and  with  all  my  Kaldormen,  and  the  Sage  Ancients 
of  my  People,  inagrf-nt  A^'i.'mbly  of  the  Servants  (ifCidd,  have  religiously 
end^voured,  both  tor  the  health  of  our  Souls,  and  ihe  cunimon  preservation 
irf  our  kingdom,  that  right  Laws  and  true  Judgements  be  tbunoed  throug!!- 
out  our  whole  dominions,  and  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful,  for  the  time  to 
come,  for  any  £aUiorman*  or  other  person  whatever^  to  abolish  these  our 
Constitutions.** 

Accor^ng  to  Cotton,  these  Laws  were  enacted,  <*confirmatlone  PopulL" 

Spclman  also  says,  (/)  that  at  a  great  Council,  held  a.  n.  712,  by  Ina,

On  the  death  of  Kgbcrt  in  83b,  and  on  the  succcKsion  of  his  son  Kthelwiilf, 
the  Mercians  and  ^Vest  Saxons  united  to  repel  the  invading  Dane&  and  a 
gnat  Congress  was  held  at  Kingsburj,  composed  of  the  Prelates  and  Nobles 
of  the  two  Nations.  This  historical  fact  is  a  sufficient  proof  that,  under 
Egbert,  no  general  consolidation  of  the  States  of  the  Heptarchy  had  taken 
place,  and  that  the  union  here  described  was  an  exception  to  the  established 
CoDititutioa  of  the  Country.

From  the  Statutes  enacted  by  Ethelbcrt,  Ina,  (iffa  and  other  Anglo  Saxon 
31  onarchs,  Allred  selected  such  as  appeared  most  eligible ;  others  he  umendt^d,  ' 
and  some  wholly  r^ected.  He  made,  in  fact,  no  important  alteration  in 
the  Eaws  and  usages  of  his  Realm.  "He  was  airaid  to  innovate,  lest,  as  he 
says,  his  own  new  Lawsmight  be  rejected  by  Posterity."  (m)  lie  established 
the  Witena-gemote  on  a  more  regular  plan,  ordained  two  meetings  every 
year,  and  introduced  a  greater  degree  of  order  in  the  AsMmblies,  which, 
according  to  Palgrave,  partook  of  the  nature  of  the  present  Cabinet  ana 
i^vy  Councils,  in  which  there  was  a  previous  consideraUon  of  such  measures 
as  were  to  be  submitted  to  the  Witena-gemote. 

Tkitt  general  statement  which  is  derived  from  the  Mirror  of  Justice,  the 
author  of  which  lived  under  Edw.  I.,  has  been,  pcrha])s  hastily,  rejected  by 
Bishop  Ellys,  who  says,  among  other  K^uluitom*,  Altred  appowted  two 
general  Shir^^^emotes,  or  County  Couru  every  year,  which  have  been  mis- 
taken for  Parliamentary  Conventions,  (n)  These  strictures  are,  however, 
scarcely  applicable  to  the  expressions  of  the  Auliior  before  quoted,  who  says, 
**Allreil  ordains  a  perpetual  Custom,  that  twice  in  the  year,  or  ottenery  in 
time  of  peace,  if  btishaeas  so  required,  they  should  assemble  at  London,  to 
treat  of  the  good  government  of  (>nd's  people,  and  how  folks  should  be  re- 
strained from  oHending,  and  live  in  quiety  and  should  zecelve  right,  by 
certain  usages  and  judgements,  &c.*'

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Arthur  is  said  to  have  derived  from  the  ancient  British  Institutioni,  that 

Law  which  formed  the  groundwork  of  the  Ani:1o-Snxon  Constitution,  relative 
to  I'Vank-Pledge,  by  which  he  consolidated  the  Kingdom  of  Britain.  With 
more  certainty,  upon  the  authority  of  John  of  Brompton,  may  we  ascribe 
to  King  Alfred,  the  first  division  of  England  into  Counties,  Hundreds  and 
Tylhinps,  and  the  appointment  of  Ty thing,  Hundred,  Trything  and  Countjr 
Courts,  with  the  duties  attached  to  t  he  respective  Members  of  each.  To 
the  system  thus  consolidsted,  while,  by  an  smiiganent  and  astodation  of 
the  whole  body  of  the  People,  it  secured  the  maintenance  of  the  public 
peace,  may  also,  perhaps,  be  referred  the  elements  of  a  representative  plan, 
which  might  easily  be  applied  to  the  purposes  of  National  Legislation.  It 
nay  also,  perhaps,  be  granted,  that  tnm  the  Frefr>fa«ir^is  (free  secoritk^ 
frank  pledges)  thus  constituted,  have  arisen  also  the  ririits  and  privilq^ 
of  the  Free  Burges«>es,  the  Biirgnge  Tenants,  how  muoi  soever  tbej  maj 
have  since  been  mist^en,  or  perverted. 

Athelstan,  the  giandson  of  Ina,  proposed  vsrious  Laws  in  a  great  AsssmU/ 
held  at  Greateley,  consisting  of  the  Archbishop  Wolfelm  and  of  all  the 
**  Opiitnates  et  Sapientes  quon  potuit  Cojigreffare."  The  Bishops,  Thaynes, 
Earls  and  Villani  of  Kent,  scud  an  Address  to  the  King,  thanlciog  him  for 
having  appointed  certain  wise  men  to  inquii-e  as  to  their  state  of  peace,  and 
their  rcciuircments,  **decommodo  nostro  j)erquircre  ct  consulere,  magnum 
opus  Nobis,  Divitibus  et  Egenis,"  and  assure  him  that  they  have  immedi- 
ately commenced  their  inquiries^  with  the  advice  uf  the  said  wise  men. 
They  thank  bim  flurtber  for  the  enactments  made  at  Greatley.  (o) 

These  Laws  were  again  confirmed  at.  Kxeter,  Feversham  and  Thundres- 
fcld.  It  appears,  also,  that  they  received  a  tilth  confirmation,  or  that  other 
Laws  were  made  by  the  great  men  at  London,  ''liuc  est  Cunsultum  quod 
Episcopi  et  Prappofiti  qui  liUndonensi  Curiae  pertinent,  edixerunt;  et 
jurejurando  confirmaverunt,  in  Suo  Fridf/ifffo,  Comites  et  Villani,  in  adject- 
ione  Judiciorum  quse  apud  Greatleyam  et  Lxoniam  instituta  8unt«  et  iterum 
apud  Thundreffeldam.*'  (p) 

A.  D.  944.  Edmund  Atheling,  brother  of  Athelstan,  held  a  great  Council 
of  the  Clergy  and  I^aity  at  London,  and  another  brother,  Kdred,  succeeded 
to  the  Throne^  with  the  approbation  of  the  Witena-gemote.  He  inherited 
tlie  Iburibid  empize  of  the  Anglo-Saxons,  Northumbrians,  Pagans  and 
Britons,  but  each  of  these  States  and  Communities  waa  vhrtmdly  indqicnd- 
ent  of  the  other  members.  "There  was  one  Sovreign,  one  Empire,  many 
Kingdoms  and  Trovinces,  many  Customs  and  J^aws.  It  was  not  until  ailer 
the  Cooquert,  that  England  really  became  One  Kingdom,  goTemed  bj  tihe 
B^Dig,  and  possessing  one  Supreme  Legislature.*'

Edward,  the  Outhw,  or  Conftasor,  only  surviving  Sop  of 
Ethelred,  was  elected,  notwithstanding  the  opposition  of  the  Danes,  by  a 
Council  of  the  Prelntea  and  great  men,  a<!serabled  at  T.nndtm.  •*  The  detail 
of  the  motivcii.  which  actuated  the  mi^oriiy  of  the  Assembly,  shews,  says 
FialgraTe^  how  Httle  the  esecdae  of  their  Prerogatire  was  attended  with  any 
leafliberty  of  SufTrage.** 

The  Laws  of  King  Edward,  the  Confessor,  were  made  "a  Rege,  Baronihus, 
et  Fopulo."  He  was,  according  to  Stowe,  the  chief  Author  and  Cause  thnt 
the  Law  which  we  call  the  i  x>mnon  Law^  was  first  brought  up,  i>cii)g 
sathered  out  of  the  Laws  and  Ordinances  oi  Four  Nations — the  Ifeieieay 
West  Saxons,  Danes  and  Northumbers.'*  (u?)  These  he  united  into  one,  by 
the  advice  of  his  Witena-gemole.  The  Charter  of  Edward,  the  Confessor, 
to  the  Abbey  of  Westminster,  made  in  a  great  Council  held  in  the  last  year 
of  his  reign,  was  granted  "coram  Episcopis,  Abbatibus,  Comitibuaet  onwibua

the  crown,  represents  Harold  as  having  given  this  Answer,  ''De  regno 
pnesumntuosiim  fuisse  quod  abique  generali  Senatus  et  PopuU  oooTtnta  et 
cdicto,  alicnam  illi  hierenitatcm  _]iiravcrit/* 

It  is  not  known,  says  Bishop  KUys,  what  share,  up  to  this  periol,  the 
Conimnns  held  in  the  Legislature,  nor  by  whom  it  was  managed  ;  but  there 
are  sufficient  grounds  to  oelieve,  lhat  they  had  some  share.  He  allude  to 
llic  {^isinriT^  of  the  Northern  Nations,  the  freedom  of  the  lowor  classefl 
among  our  Saxon  Ancestors,  and  the  ancient  writings  of  those  times,  par- 
ticularly the  Address  to  Athelstan,  the  Judicia  Lonoini,  and  some  ancient 
Charters,  and  conchides,  "Such  a  concurrence  deserves  to  be  esteemed  a 
proof  of  rn!is!tlorr\ble  weight,  that  the  Comnnms,  distin<^uished  from  the 
Greater  Barons,  were  usually  present,  and  some  way  parties  to  these 
National  Assemblies,**  adding,' "It  is  most  probable  that  this  Privilege  was 
vested  in  the  Thanes  of  so  much  Land,  in  the  Sheriffs  and  Meretooki  choeen 
by  the  FnchnI  ii  rs  in  the  Counties,  and  in  the  Town  GtnmmtOr  oAer 
Officers  there,  ciiosen  by  the  Burghers  *'  (z) 

Whatever  may  have  been  the  real  constitution  of  the  Saxon  Councils,  it 
is  evident  irom  the  preceding  analy^  that  no  very  pieeiae  information  can 
he  obtained  on  thi?  subject  from  any  authentic  document!?;  and  that,  how- 
ever generally  it  may  be  admitted,  that  the  approbation  of  certain  classes  of 
the  community  was  desired  as  a  confirmation  of  I^egislative,  or  other  enact- 
mexiU,  no  positive  Law  existed  by  which  their  lights  vers  IbnnaUy 
aBrfninred,  or  their  participation  ncciirntt  Iv  defined. 

The  indiscriminate  employment  of  the  term  ^'  Populu8**ha8jfipven  rise  tomost 
of  thedifficultiesconnected  with thisobscure subject  The ''Cleroset  Popultw** 
of  Ethelbert;  the"Confirmatio  Populi,"  "Fopulustotius  Regni,**and  "Assen- 
Fiis  Populi,**  of  Tna;  the  "  Popiihis  Tt-rra'"  of  OiVii;  the  "Popnltis  totius 
Hegni  again  of  Sigebert;  the  ^Tota  gens  nostra"  of  Egbert;  the  intiuita  mul- 
titnau^  tJie  Populua  et  Fideles  of  Ethelwulf;  the  Procuratores  of  Kenwulf ; 
the  OntintB  Populus  of  ISdwaid  Confessor,  must  be  admitted  to  be  sufficiently 
TMUe  and  indefinite  expressions,  destroving,  in  some  instances,  tlu-ir  own 
•uthoritv,  as  applicable  to  this  question,  by  their  universalityi  or  by  proving 
too  much;  in  otners^  conveying  a  meaning  very  difierent  fh>m  tfattt  which  it 
Is  intended  to  affix  to  them  ;  an],  itt  no  case,  implying  the  poaaession  of  an 
equal  privilocje  with  that  ru  kn  \s  ledj^ed  to  belong  to  the  Classes  esporinlly 
named  as  concerned  in  the  enactment  of  Laws.  The  ^'Senatus  et  Populus," 
are  diitinipii8hed»  moreover,  in  one  instance,  as  sepanite  bodies  The  Con- 
vention of  the  Senate,  and  ako  of  the  P<N>ple,  might,  indeed,  be  necessary  to 
the  Election  of  William  the  Conqueror,  without  any  implication  that  the 
Populus"  formed  a  part  of  the  Senate,  as  a  l^[i8lative  Body,  from  which  it 
is  here,  in  a  marked  manner,  distinguished. 

Bishop  EUys  Is  himself  obligea  to  acknowledge,  that  the  privilege  of 
heinfT  admitted  a  member  of  the  Legislative  A«?emblies  was  vested  in  the 
Prourictora  of  I^and,  or  the  Othcers  who  held  rettuonsible  situation&a  con- 
eesnon  quite  at  Tariance  with  the  supposition  that  the  Ceorls,  or  ViUani^ 
might  have  been  members  of  the  Great  Councils,  concurrently  with  the 
Prelates,  Nobles,  and  Wisemen.  And  if  the  Coloni,  or  Villani,  could  in  no 
instance  hold  these  equal  privileges,  it  is  as  ea^y  to  reject  the  claims  of  the 
undefined  Claae,  called  "  Populus,"  to  an  equal  participation  in  the  L^gisla- 
tiTe  and  Judicial  functions. 

It  seems,  also,  probable,  that,  in  some  in<?tance8,  the  term  Pop\ihis  was 
meant  to  include  the  whole  bo<iy  of  the  Laitv,  as  in  the  frequent  examples 
that  occur  of  Clerus  el  Populus;  when  the  latter  tern  applied  to  the  liij

We  have,  moreover,  sufBcient  evidence,  that  the  Laws  of  Athdjitefi  were 
proposed  and  confirm^  in  a  A^^srinMy  of  Archblshups,  Nobles  and  Wise- 
men;  and  that,  notwithstanding  tlie  implied  opinion  to  the  contrary,  the 
TUlaoiand  Coloni  had  not  the  a^^htest  concern  in  these  Proceed in;^s.  it 
appear*,  that  t^fter  the  enactmtnt  or  the  Statutes  in  questkm^  these  persons, 
tn^-ether  -n-ith  the  Ivirls,  tonV  nn  oath  to  observe  tfa^iUy  not  in  the  Council 
Koom,  but  in  their  own  Guildiiall  (Fridglldo.) 

Many  other  similar  instancee  occur,  in  which  the  *'Populua**  had 
evidently  no  concurrent  authoriij ;  and  many  others,  in  whlch»  ''omnl 
Populo  aiulicnte  ct  vidente,"  they  gnve  -i  rendy  and  spontaneous  assent  to 
the  measures  proposed^  adopted  and  couhrmed,  by  Uie  Prelates  and  Nobles 
alone. 

Though  it  is  impossible  to  deny  the  general  free  spirit  of  the  Saxon 
Institution^  it  cannot,  from  any  specific  and  precise  evidence,  be  proved, 
that  the  Commons,  as  they  are  now  considered,  possessed  a  sliare  in  the 
lief^datlre  Institutions  of  that  People,  correspondinff  in  any  respect  with 
the  participation  and  rights  they  now  enjoy  in  the  Parliaments  of  the  British 
Empire.  It  long  bcf(»re  such  a  Privilej^e  was  obtained,  and  Parliaments, 
as  thcv  are  now  constituted,  were  never  the  ancient  Constitution  of  England. 
The  cnanges  which  have  been  effected  were  <*the  woik  of  tine^  of  aoddent, 
and  circumstances,  rather  than  of  anv  legislative  enactment.** 

In  taking  a  retro.xpective  survey  of  the  Constitutions  of  England  as  they 
have  existed  from  the  earliest  periods  even  to  the  o^ra  ut  wliicu  we  are  now 
•nlTed,  it  is  impossible  to  escape  the  conclusion  or  to  repel  the  conviction, 
that,  underHllcircunistances the  connection  between  theCiiurchand  the  State, 
between  the  estab!i^he<l  Keligion  of  the  Country  and  its  secular  admiuistni- 
tion,  has  l^een  of  tlie  most  intimate  and  stringent  kind.  The  Alinisters  of 
the  NatioDidFiith  have  either  themselves  been  the  Founders  and  Executors 
of  Laws,  or  have  acted  co-ordinately  with  the  Functionaries  of  the  Civil 
Government,  giving  a  sanction  to,  and  deriving  authority  from,  the  Power 
and  Influence  of  the  Temporal  Rulers.  If  then,  in  these  lleakns,  as  in  the 
history  of  all  nations,  from  the  Mosaic  Institutions  downward^  such  an 
Alliance  has  existed,  in  spite  of  tht'  siqu-rstitions  which  have  prevailed, 
and  the  abuses  which  have  been  otleu  times  admitted,  can  it  be  doubted 
that  the  system  b  founded  on  some  common  princiule,  which  induces  a 
ready  submisdon  to  the  dictates  and  incentives  of  Ituigion,  and  auproves 
of  such  a  connection,  as  the  most  effectual  preservative  of  good  orderi  and 
the  best  sateguard  tor  the  int^rity  of  existing  Institutions. 

The  leuned  £ditor  of  the  Fmiliamenlury  Writs  observes,  that  befbre  the 
reign  of  Edward  I.,  neither  the  principles  nor  the  oractice  of  the  Consti- 
tution can  be  ascertained  with  certainty;  hut  wnder  the  government  of 
Edward,  a  settled  and  uniform  usage  may  i^e  discerneti,  from  whence  the 
Fnliainent  received  an  organisation  nearly  approaching  to  the  form  in  which 
it  now  subsists.  Considerable  obscurity  prevails  with  respect  to  the  rights 
and  functions  of  the  individual?  who  eiyoyed  the  privilege  or  were  subjected 
to  the  duty  of  attendance.  The  fact,  however,  of  such  attendance  is  evinced 
doeumeDte  eidsting  in  a  series,  which  though  not  entirely  unbroken,  la 
■ufflcientlv  complete,  to  afford  a  satisfactory  view  of  the  Estates,  Orders 
and  Members,  who  composed  the  great  Councils  of  the  Bealm.*'  (6)

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The  Conqueror  confirmed,  to  n  considerable  extent,  the  Saxon  I-aws  and 
Customs,  but  established  no  Legislative  Assembly,  according  to  any  known 
Uiir  In  ute  under  the  Saxon  Kingik  It  has  been  shewn,  that  such  an 
Assembly  existed,  atid  its  name  imports  that  it  consisted  of  a  selected  Body. 
How  they  were  elected  is  a  matter  of  ffreat  obscurity.  The  Earls,  Kaldor- 
nien  and  Thanes  seem  to  have  been  selected  personally  by  the  Crown,  but 
vbether  anj  others  had  a  rlf{ht  to  a  seat  and  voice,  as  an  hereditary  dignity^ 
as  representing  others,  or  as  proprietors  of  I^and,  is  a  matter  which  cannot 
l)e  determine.  Information  as  to  the  constituent  part^  and  the  rights  of 
the  members    these  Assemblies,  Is  whoUj  wantliiff. 

The  Saxon  Institutions  were  then,  in  a  degree^  the  basis  on  which  the 
Jj^vf^  stood  under  William  I.,  but  he  made  many  alterations,  and  some 
particularly  atlecting  the  constitution  of  the  L^ipalative  Assemblies  of  his 
timei  The  Norman  Conc^nest  was  a  sabversion  of  the  Titles  to  landed 
Property,  which  wa^  distributed  to  his  own  followers,  and  to  the  Saxon 
Proprietors,  by  Tenures  different  from  those  enjoyed  under  the  Saxon 
Institutions;  and  as  Property  is  the  principal  object  of  Laws,  and  property 
in  Land  was  then  the  most  ▼aluaUe  property,  itsiniiuenee  probably  deeideil 
en  the  nature  of  the  Constitution  of  ihe  Legislature  by  which  that  property 
was  to  be  regulated.  It  is  evident,  that,  under  such  circumstances,  far  the 
largest  portion  of  tlie  people  could  have  no  influence  in  the  government,  or 
have  any  claim  to  a  participation  in  the  ftineti«m  of  enacting  JLaws. 

Supposing,  however,  that  the  Saxons  were  in  possession  of  such  legal  and 
constitutional  Assemblies,  and  that  they  were  or  were  not  maintained  by 
the  Conqueror  and  his  Successors,  the  influence  of  the  free  Saxon  Institu- 
tions, may  still  have  gradually  prevailed,  and  may  have  been  operative  in 
the  formation  of  those  Parliamentary  Councils,  which  were  convened  in 
the  49th  Henry  III.,  if  not  before,  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.,  and  of  all 
his  Successors  to  the  present  period. 

It  has  been  stated,  that,  under  the  Normans,  the  Public  AssembUet  of 
the  Kingdom  were  distinguished  by  the  appellations,  Condliunit  Mngoum 
and  Commune  Concilium,  Curia,  and  liaronagium.  (o) 

or  these^  the  First  was  the  King's  Ordinary  Council,  consisting  of  Pre- 
lates, Earls  and  Barons,  selected  bv  himself,  and  assisted  by  tbeCnnncellor, 
Chief  Justiciar,  the  Judges  and  other  Officers  of  State.  It  was  not  only  a 
Council  of  State,  but  the  supreme  Court  of  Justice,  and  met  three  times 
every  year  at  the  great  Festivals  of  Easter,  Whitsuntide  and  Christmas : 
sometimes,  at  Michaelmas,  and,  at  other  times,  also,  by  a^youniment. 

The  Magnum  Concilium  was  a  larger  Assembly  of  Feraoni  of  Hank  and 
Property,  convened  on  extraordinary  occasions. 

The  Commune  Concilium  was  a  still  more  numerous  body  collected 
together  for  more  general  purposes. 

The  two  last  Councils  of  State  were  iis\inlly  convened  on  an  adjournment 
of  the  King's  ordinary  supreme  Court  of  Justice.  They  were,  in  fact,  the 
King's  grsat  Court,  constituted  differently,  acoording  to  their  diffSnrent 
functions.  The  term,  "Curia"  was,  on  this  accovmt,  applied  to  them,  as  it 
was  also,  to  the  Assemblage  collected  at  the  seasons  above  mentioned,  for 
the  purposes  of  Hospitality  and  royal  Dignity,  and  for  the  administration 
of  Justice. 

The  Commune  Concilium  of  the  Charter  of  John  is  so  mentioned  with 
respect  only  to  the  Imposition  of  Scutage  and  Aids,  and  depended  solely  on 
Tenure  in  Chief  of  the  Crown. 

At  the  close  of  the  reign  of  Henrv  IIL  the  Curk  Bcgis  was  called  the 
King's  Parliament,  a  term  then  employed  to  express  anv  Assembly  met  for 
purposes  of  Con&rence ;  and  at  length  this  Court  was  ^tinguished  as  the 
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Kiri<^*s  rarliatnent,  and  ia  supposed  to  have  possessed  all  ibe  powers  of  the 
Four  Courts,  of  Chancery,  the  King's  Bench,  the  Common  Pleas,  and  the 
Kxchequer.  It  thus  appears,  that  the  words  **  Curia  Rc^i^is,*'  and  Parlia" 
aMntum  B«^s,**  did  not  originallj  denote  t  Lqrishui^e  AMenbl/.  but  onlj 
the  King's  Select  GouneU  «nd  Supreme  Court  of  Justice.  With  this  nilght» 
however,  alw  be  convened  an  extraordinary  liCgtslativc  Assembly. 

The  King's  Ordinary  Council  aitsisted  him  in  the  exercise  of  hU  lioyal 


mal^e  Laws  to  a  obtain  extent  on  Ilis  own  authority,  but  beyond  certain 
limit the  consent  of  a  laigST  Amtmblj,  the  MMgauuk  Of  Commune 
Concilium.,  was  uccessanr. 
Under  Edward  L  the  ¥*our  Courts  were  denominated  Ptotiaments,  and  in 

the  27th  Edward  I.  the  meetini^  of  the  Kinf^'s  Ordinarv  Council  and 
Court  of  Justice  were  usually  termed  FariiaoMnti^  as  well  as  the  Great 
Council  of  the  Healm.  (d) 

In  the  3d  of  Edward  it.  the  word  Parliament  was  bei^inning  to  be  used 

to  express  a  Ix'tjislativc  Asaembly,  nither  than  in  the  sense  in  which  it  was 
ori^nally  we(]  m  expressive  of  a  Meetixig  of  the  King's  Ordinary  Councdl» 
and  Great  Court  ui  J  ustice. 

The  Term  Baronage  seems  first  to  have  been  used  under  Henry  III., 

and  then  evidently  meant  tlie  C.rcnt  Council,  cnn>=!isting  only  of  Barons.  It 
was  nlsD  so  employed  hr  the  Ordainers,  under  Kdward  II.,  who  inrhided 
under  it  the  elected  I'relaLes,  Earls,  and  Barons.  In  other  and  later 
instances,  it  seems  to  liave  been  meant  to  extend  to  all  who  had  a  voice  In 

Parliament.  Ce) 

The  I'ersons,  who  were  convened  to  the  Great  and  Common  Councils  of 
the  earlier  Sovereigns,  are  variously  described  by  the  words  Barunes, 
ProeereSf  Magnates^  Primates,  Antiauiores  or  Nobiliores  Uegni.  grantJi 
Seigneurs,  Grants,  or  more  particularly^  as  ArehbishopSf  Bishopi^  Abbots^ 
Priors,  Earls,  and  Barons. 

According  to  the  usual  oblif^tions  of  feudal  Tenure,  the  immediate  free 
Tenants  of  every  superior  Lord  were  bound  to  attend  tlie  Court  of  that 
Superior,  and  the  King's  immediate  Tenants  -were  bound  to  attend  his  Court. 
The  Constitutions  of  Clarendon,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  11.  shew,  that  the 
Kii^  had  a  right  to  require  the  attendance,  at  his  Court,  of  such  as  were 
deemed  his  Barons,  Spiritual,  as  well  as  Temporal ;  and  the  Charter  of  J<din 
proves  that  all  those  who  held  inChicfof  the  Crown,  or  at  least  by  Military 
{Service,  had  a  right  to  be  summoned  to  a  Common  Council  of  the  llealm,  in 
order  to  give  validity  to  the  grant  of  an  extraordinary  aid.  It  appears, 
however,  that  such  attendance  was  not  always  necessary  ftr  XiSgulative 
Act*?,  which  Tiroucrht  no  chnrp^cnpon  the  Peojile.  C^cneral  powers  of  1^8* 
lation  were  deemed  to  belong  to  the  Jving,  by  hiii  own  Authorityi  or  with 
the  sanction  of  his  Select  CbundL 

It  is  not  evident  that  any  of  the  Conquerof's  Assemblies,  ordinarily 
convened  at  K aster,  "Whitsuntide,  and  Christma<t,  ever  acted  legislatively. 
Ail  who  composed  tlie  Great  Council  of  the  Realm  were  included  under  the 
gencval  amieUatkn  of  Banms,  whether  distinguished  by  Ecclesiastical  Dig* 
aitiei^  or  hy  that  of  JEari*  All  Ecclesiastics  who  held  possessions  of  the 
^nf^  in  Capite,  wore  doomed  to  hold,  "Sicut  Baroniam,"  and  were  required, 
lihe  other  Barons,  to  do  homage  for  them,  and  attend  the  King's  Council 
imtii  ft  exercised  Criminal  Jurisdiction.  The  Esris,  befere  John,  were 
ereated  by  Patents  of  the  Crown,  giving  a  Title  of  Dignity,  which  was  not  a 
consequence  of  Tenure  of  Lands*  As  such  they  were  distinguished  from 
the  rest  of  the  Barons.

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Buif  though  this  bid  bMB  tihe  true  OoDittttttkm  of  the  Oovenmieiit  long 
nrerloiu  to  the  Chuter  of  John,  the  pnctice  was  oflen  otherwise.  The 

inconvenience  and  expense  of  attendance  probablv  induced  many  to  neglect 
their  duty^nd  though  owirig  Suit  to  the  King's  Court  rendered  the  Tenant 
one  of  the  King's  Barons,  none  probablj  tttended  but  tucb  ■•  were  tpedaHy 
iummoned. 

Tender  TIcnry  IT.  the  lay  and  ecclesiastical  Jurisdictions  were  completely 
&eparated)  and  the  Clergy  became  amenable  to  no  other  than  Ecclesiastical 
Jurifdictiou.  The  King  assumed  a  right  to  compel  the  attendance  of  the 
Prelates  in  respect  of  their  Lay  Fees  alone,  and  the  Clergy  claimed  the  right 
to  be  taxed  as  such,  only  of  thehr  own  gift,  and  in  their  separate  and  dist&ct 
Conventions. 

It  la  the  opinion  of  some  writert  that,  In  the  Councils  of  our  Saxon  Kinn, 
Kn1|^t«>  Citineni^  and  Burgesses,  were  included  with  the  Nobles  nnder  toe 
term  Sanientcs,  an  ojiinioii  chiefly  derived  from  a  volume,  intitled,  "  Modus 
tenendi  Parliament uui/'  the  spurious  character  of  which  lias  been  completely 
demonstrated  by  Prynne,  In  his  Brief  ReslBter  of  Writs;  Othert  refer  tbelr 
origin  to  the  Parliamentary  Council  hela  at  Salisbury,  16  Henry  I„  which 
opinion  the  same  distinguished  Antiquary  has  refuted  in  his  "  Plea  for  the 
Lords*"  (/)  Cotton,  Seldcn,  and  this  Author,  believe  that  Writs  were  first 
Issued  for  electing  Knights,  Citizens,  and  Burgesses,  about  the  latter  end  of 
Henry  TIT.,  ana  that  the  first  Writ  now  extant,  as  is  confirmed  by  more 
recent  inquiries,  was  that  oi  4i)  Henry  III.,  before  which  it  cannot  be  esta- 
blished by  History  or  Becords,  that  any  Connuoners,  elected  by  the  Feopie  or 
otkertf  were  caUea  to  our  Great  Councils  and  ParUamenta,  as  If  embers  of 
the  same.  The  most  ancient  "Writ  which  seems  to  prove  that  such  Summons 
existed,  was  that  of  C  John.  But  the  evidence  is  quite  insuthcient  to  deter- 
mine that  the  *'  omnes  Fideles  nostri  Anglio? "  had  reference  to  any  Knights, 
Citlsens,  or  Burgesses,  while  the  Great  Charter  indicates  very  oeorly  who 
were  the  Persons  thus  desi'^nated.  After  mentioning  the  Summons  of  the 
Archbishops,  Bishops,  Abbots,  Korlg,  and  Cireuter  Barons,  it  adds,  "  et 
praeterea  raciemus  in  general!  per  Vice  Comites  et  Ballivos  Nostros  omnes 


The  first  apparent  attempt  to  summon  the  Tenants  of  Mesne  Lords  who 
had  no  voice  in  the  Legislative  Assemblv,  i  nd  also  the  inferior  imnieiiiate 
Tenants  of  the  Crown,  wa?  in  the  15th  of  John,  when,  either  on  the  autho- 
rity of  the  King's  Pierogsitivc,  or  at  the  mere  will  of  the  Sheriff,  certain 
Knif^hfs  were  summoned  to  Oxfunl  in  arms,  and  I'our  discreet  Knights 
from  each  County,  to  be  elected  in  the  first  County  Court,  *'  ad  loquendum.** 
This  proceeding  seems  to  have  been  without  precedent^  and  the  first  ex- 
ample of  Kepresentatkm. 

But  this  Summons  appears  rather  to  require  attendance  at  a  ^filitary 
Cam^  than  at  a  ParliamenU  or  Pariiamentarv  CounciLand  the  four  discreet 
Knights  to  hare  been  called  rather  as  Inqufattors  or  Grand  Juiraen  upon 
a  special  occasion,  well  describe<l  by  Matthew  of  Paril^  than  as  Knights  of 
the  Shire  to  a  Parliament  then  hclil.  (//) 

The  Charter  of  John  atfbnla  the  first  autlientic  evidence  as  to  the  Coil« 
atitutlon  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  called  the  Gieat  CouncO.  It  eon* 
sisted  of  certain  persons,  who  were  required  to  be  perBonally  siunmoncd  by 
the  King's  Writ,  and  of  others,  ns  above  stated,  wno  wore  to  he  summoned 

Senerally ;  the  latter,  certainly,  the  former,  probablv,  with  reference  to  their 
olding  Lands  in  Chief  of  the  Crown.  From  this  Charter,  no  inference  can 
be  drawn,  tliat  Cities  or  Boroughs  had  any  share  in  such  Assemblies. 

By  whatever  Authority  other  Laws  might  be  made,  such  an  Asaemhl/ 
was  alone  competent  to  grant  an  extraordinary  Aid  to  the  Crown.

In  Hils  Chtrtcr,  the  M^jores  Bttrones  ire  firtit  distinguidwd  from  Uie  iMl 

of  the  Tenants  in  Chie£  They  may  have  been  those  whose  Perions  ttid 
Propertr  made  them  well  known  to  the  King's  Officers.  nTid  who  were, 
therefoie,  summoned  to  uniform  their  miiitarv  duty  by  npecmi  W  nus,  whilst 
the  more  numeroiw  booy  ci  Tenwite  lo  Chief  were  wnnmoned  only  irene- 
lallv.  (A) 

From  the  Conquest  to  tlie  close  nf  John,  the  King's  Council  was  n  Council 
ot*  Baronsi.  The  Proceres  with  the  i' relates  represented  all  the  Loaded,  if 
not  tlie  Commercial  Interest,  of  the  Country. 

The  Charter  of  .Tolin  was  not,  however,  considered  as  definitively  settling 
the  Constitution  of  the  great  Lq^pitlative  A--eTnbly  even  tnr  crrnntini^  Aids. 
The  Charters  of  the  1st  and  9th  of  Henry  ill.,  mnii  the  Liausa  rupecHng 
Muh  CvMHhtAmt  and  iieierre  the  subjeet  for  foture  cof»ideraU<m.  The 
Charter  of  John  was,  in  fact,  sui^crsiMleil  !>y  that  of  the  9th  of  Henry  IIL, 
which  has  ever  since  been  recognized  as  the  Grctit  Cliarter  Liberties. 

Ill  Llie  3iltb  Henry  III.,  occurs  tiie  iirst  unet^uu  ucal  instance  of  an 
•tiemitt  to  tnbttitute  IlepreftentetiTes,  elected  by  bodies  of  men,  fyt  the 
attonriance  of  in'lividuals,  in  an  AjJsen'.My  convened  for  obtaining  an  Aid. 
AVnts  were  issued  lor  the  election  of  Two  Knights  (Militcs)  in  each  CouTitr. 
This  again  seems  to  have  been  a  Convention  oi  Military  Tenants  only,  and 
the  elected  Kdghta  mitfht  also  be  summoned  personally  as  such. 

It  is,  moreover,  eviaentf  from  a  perusal  of  the  Writ  itself,  that  these 
Knights  were  not  summoned  to  a  Parliament,  but  only  to  appear  "  Coram 
Cou:»iiio  nostro  not  to  confer  witli  the  Nobles,  wlio  were  summouetl  to 
appear  a»week  alfterwurds,  not  to  make  a  Parliamentary  Grant  in  a  Par- 
liainont  then  not  in  esse,  but  to  declare  to  the  King^s  Council  what  voluntary 
Aids,  the  different  Counties  would  afford,  under  very  pressing  circum- 
stances. 

The  Parliament  at  Oxford,  in  the  42nd  Henry  III.,  consisted  only  of 

persons  to  whom  the  apjielhiti  n  nf  Barons  might  be  applied. 

In  the  46th  Henry  111,  three  KnightA  out  of  every  County  were  sum- 
moned by  the  Barons,  then  at  variance  with  the  King,  to  tr^t  with  them 
CODcemiM  the  common  affairs  of  the  Realm.  Our  Histories  make  no 
mention  of  this  Writ,  or  nf  the  election  of  the  Knights,  -ivhn  were  probably 
nominated  by  the  Barons  tiieniselves.  By  other  W  nls,  the  King,  to  divert 
them  from  confederating  and  meeting  with  the  Barons,  summoned  them  to 
attend  him  at  Whidsor,  as  witaessee  or  the  Treaty  of  Peace  intended  between 
him  and  hi-^  Hnrons. 

In  the  40th  Henry  ILL,  a  Parliamentary  Council  of  Prelates,  Lords, 
Kobksi,  and  Borons,  summoned  by  name,  granted  a  Tenth  to  the  King,  and 
that  the  "  alii  Fidelea*^  of  the  Writ,  meant  the  rest  of  the  Prelates,  Barony 
and  Nobles,  is  ( lenrly  evinced  by  the  Writ  to  the  Clergy,  whkh  dechuree 
that  the  Gnuit  was  luade  ^per  Pnelatoa  et  Magnates"  only. 

In  a  Writ  of  the  seme  year,  "  Milites  et  alii  qui  Ser^idnm  debent"  m 
summoned  to  a  MiUtary  Council  at  Oxford,* cum  Equis  et  Armis,"  at  which 
Coimcil,  the  BnronM  nnd  LTcat  niew  alone  counselletl  and  advi«<f<l  the  Kinir. 
83  is  declared  by  tiie  Clause  i)e  Baronum  Consilio  et  Mognuiuui  Nobiseuui 
eziitetttium  proTisum  est."*  These  Writs  supply  a  clear  proof  that  in  the 
48th  Henry  III.,  no  Knights,  Citizens,  and  Burgesse^  but  onlj  the  Spiritlial 
and  Temporal  I>ords  were  suinrfioned  to  Parliament. 

The  very  tirst  Writ  wiierein  express  inenliou  is  made  of  Writs  to  2)heriiis 
or  othen  to  send  Knights,  Citisens*  and  Burgessess  to  ParUsment,  is  in  the 
49th  Henry  III. 

In  this  year,  a  great  Council  was  convenedy  consisting  of  certain  persons^

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both  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  summoned  personally  by  the  King's  VTiit, 
and  of  others  recj[uired  to  attend  by  Writs  directed  to  the  Sheriffs  of  some 
Counties,  to  the  Cinque  Torts,  and  to  certain  Cities  and  Borouglu — Irom 
the  Countiesy  Two  moit  legal,  "  probi^^ud  discreet  Knights,  Four fimn  each 
of  the  Cinque  Ports,  and  two  CMtiy.ens  from  York  and  Lincoln,  and  Citizem 
and  Burgesses  of  the  niMt  legal*  ^prob^**  and  diacreet^  fimn  the  other 
Borou|{|hs  of  England. 

TheKiiig  was  then  a  Prisoner  in  the  handa  of  Us  Baion%  and  this  pro- 
ceeding docs  not  appear  to  have  been  authorized  by  any  express  Law,  or  by 
any  Precedent.  It  was  not  itsdi'  prodiely  followed  aa  a  Pteoedentt  at 
any  subscuuent  time. 

If  the  Cities  and  Boroughs,  wbidi  held  immedlatelir  of  the  Kiag,  and  the 
Cinque  Ports,  which  also  so  l)el(l,  were  considered  as  Tenants  in  (^pite,  the 
only  innovation  in  this  proceeding  truni  the  Charter  of  .Tohn,  which  named 
only  such  Tenants,  was  the  acceptance  of  Procuratons  or  iicDFesentativeSi 
instead  of  Principals.  At  all  events,  during  the  whole  reign  or  Henry  III., 
except,  perhaps,  in  bis  :vith,  4y>lh,  and  4J>tb  years,  Tenancy  in  Chief  was  the 
ground  on  which  a  Summons  to  an  Assembly  for  assessing  Aidi^  was  gene- 
rally  lounded. 

The  first  clear  evidence  of  any  subseauent  Convention  of  a  Lqipslatire 

Assembly,  resembling  that  of  the  4J)th  Ilrnrv  III.,  is  found  in  the  Docu- 
ments wfiu  ii  prove  tne  Summons  of  such  an  Assemf)lv  in  the  King's  Par- 
liament, in  tlie  23rd  Edward  I.  Between  these  periods  much  obscunty 
prevails. 

The  Recori!s  of  Writs  issued  after  the  imperfect  Records  of  4D  Henry  IIL, 
before  23  Edward  I.,  consist  only  of  Writs  for  special  purposes,  issued  to 
Shcritls,  for  election  of  Knights,  in  the  years  18  and  22,  and  special  Writ^ 
to  individuals  probably  Barons,  a.  22.  It  is  evident,  however,  by  certain 
Clauses  in  the  Prologues  to  the  Statutes  of  Marlborough,  62  Henry  TIT  , 
and  ot  Westminster,  1,  3  Kdward  L,  which  mention  "the  more  discreet  men, 
as  well  of  the  hifriier,  as  of  the  lower  Estate,'*  and  the  Nobles  *^and  all  the 
CommonaltT  of  the  Bealm  being  summoned,**  that  Wilts  issued  upon  these 
occasions,  although  none  are  now  extant. 

The  Writs  of  22  Kdward  I.,  for  two  Knights  to  be  elected,  "de  consensu 
Comitatus,**  and  the  second  Writ  Ihr  the  elwtion  of  two  other  Knights,  with 
ftill  power  to  consent  to  the  acta  of  the  JLords,  furnish  an  incontestable 
evidence,  that  the  King  might  summon  many  Knights  be  thought 
necessary,  and  that  the  numbers  so  summoned  had  no  intlucncc  as  to  the 
decision  of  the  measuies  to  be  adopted  according  to  the  recommendation  and 
adrlce  of  the  Nobles,  who  alone  constituted  ue  deili)erstive  Body.  The 
Constitution  nf  the  Legislative  Assemblies  seems  now  to  have  letumed 
to  its  old  course. 

In  the  23d  Edward  L,  writs  were  Issued  to  the  Prelates  and  Proceres  as 

usual,  but  those  to  the  Archbishops  and  Bishops,  contain  a  new  Clsus^ 
called,  from  its  first  word,  the  **  Pneraunientes "  Clause,  by  which  they  are 
required  to  summon  to  Parliament,  the  Inferior  Clergy,  the  Priory  Chapters, 
AicfadeacoDSy  of  their  resnectiYe  Dioceses,  with  yariations  adapted  to  the 
atate  of  the  particular  Churches.  The  Priors  and  Archdeacons  were  to 
appear  in  person,  the  Chapters  by  One,  the  other  Cler^'y  by  Two  fit  Pro- 
curators. Writs  are  sent  to  all  the  Sheriffs  (except  of  Duriiam  and  Chester) 
to  cause  to  be  elected  of  each  County,  Two  Knights,  and  of  each  City  and 
Borough,  Two  Citizens  and  Burgesses,  with  full  powers  to  act  and  consent. 
The  Cmque  Ports  were  not  summonecl  till  the  lieign  of  Edward  III. 

The  Cities  and  Boroughs  seem  only  to  have  h«€n  those  of  the  King's 
Demesnes,  inasmuch  as  the  Giants  were  made  only  *<de  Dominicis  Civl- 
tatibus  et  Bttigi&**  The  Knights  did  not  represent' aaj  of  the  Khig*)i 
Demesnes. 

The  form,4  *  rraemumentes,"  was  used  in  all  subsequent  Writs,  whenever 
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the  King  required  the  attendance  of  tuch  ti  Convention  of  the  Clergy  for  an 
Aid  in  respect  to  their  Lay  Fees ;  but  it  was  nut  alwavs  inserted,  and  the 
Clergj  iiminbled  under  this  Clause,  Ibnned  no  neceisanr  part  of  th«t 
Assembly  in  Parliament,  V  v  which  Laws  were  to  be  DUae  aflfecCing  the 
Instate  oi  the  King,  of  the  Kealm,  and  of  the  People. 

This  Representation  of  the  Clerj^*  bure,  in  other  rejip^ct^  a  strong  resem- 
blance to  toe  Representation  of  the  Ijoity  In  the  Legislative  Assembly. 

The  power  of  Legislation  was  now  pcnerally  orercix.  i!  by  the  King,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  ana  Temporal,  and  the  Commons  assem> 
bled  in  Parliament ;  but  Statutes  were  afterwards  made  (a.  a.  27)  without 
theattendaiu  L  of  Knigiiti^  Citiscna^  and  Buxgcwe^  when  nochtige  waa 
Imposed  on  the  People. 

In  the  34th  JiUlwanl  1.,  the  Bishops,  Abbots  and  Abbe»te*  were  summoned 
'^ad  tractonduni.'*  But  the  Writs  to  them,  as  well  aa  to  the  Earls  and 
Bafona»  admitted  attendance  bj  Attomies  sufficientlj  authoriseil,  instead  of 
personal  attendance  The  Pnu-urators  of  the  Prelates  were  all  inferior 
C^Tgy,  except  in  one  instance,  when  a  Knight  waa  returned  as  such. 

The  '^Procerea,"  in  thla  reign,  began  to  be  conaidered  aa  Persons  having 
personal  Dignities,  and  the  Commona  wore  ohIt  required  to  give  their  AssetU 
nnd  not  to  advise.  On  the  whole,  however,  tne  ConstitTition  of  the  Legis- 
lative Assemblies  approached  the  form  which  is  now  established,  and  in  the 
ISth  (rf  Edward  IL,  practice  had  aettled  thia  constitution. 

The  Declaratory  Statute  of  York  gave  it  the  sanction  of  liMislative 
Enactment  It  was  declared,  that  the  Legislative  Authority  resided  only 
in  the  Kiiu^,  with  the  assent  of  the  Prelates,  Earls,  Barons  and  Commons 
aaaembled  m  Parliamenty  and  that  every  legislative  Aet  not  done  by  tint 
Authority,  should  In?  void  and  of  none  effect.  It  was  the  first  act  of  thi» 
nature  since  the  Charter  of  John,  which  appears  to  have  been  nftnndnned 
as  a  l^islative  declaration,  though  probably  truly  describing  the  component 
parta  of  a  Legiaktive  Assembly  to  be  couTened  for  extraordinary  aide. 
The  present  Art  extended  to  all  purposes  for  changing  the  Law  of  the 
I-AOd,  hut  in  the  IHth  K  lward  II.  the  nttond.niee  of  Knights,  Citizens  and 
Burgesses  was  still  not  (ieemed  neceiisary  iur  all  purposes,  when  authority 
was  not  required  for  a  new  Law. 

The  Tenijx  r  )1  I>ords  seem  now  to  have  been  summoned  at  diicretion, 
and  the  foundation  of  Ri^ht  by  Tenure,  began  to  he  ovcrlaeked. 

With  some  few  variations,  the  transactions  of  Edward  III.  and  bis  Suc- 
cessors afford  evidence  of  the  Custom  establiahed  by  practice;  and  the 
Constituent  parte  of  the  LflgialatiTe  AaMmbUea  aeem  aa  fijud  oearij  aa 
they  now  stand. 

As  Judges  of  the  Parliament,  the  Peera  were  a  distinct  body  separate  and 
apart  from  the  Commons,  as  they  atill  are.  Earls  and  Barons  were  equally 
Peers,  with  nut  distinction  of  dc^^'rees.  except  as  Earls  and  Barons.  The 
*'Autres  Grantz,**  Members  ol  the  l^ig's  Council,  not  Earls  or  £aroQ8> 
and  tlie  Judges  were  all  present  in  Parliament 

The  Commons  were  {renerally  Petitionera^  and  the  Lords  of  the  King'a 
Council  assented.    The linal  sanction  was  given  by  the  Royal  Assent. 

In  the  15th  Edward  XIL,  the  Privilege  ^  the  Peers  was  determined.  A 
dear  and  decided  personal  distinction  was  dedared  between  such  as  were 
anmmoned,  or  were  entitled  to  be  imnmoned  by  Special  Writ,  as  Peera  of 
the  I,and,  and  siu'h  as  were  not  ao  «t!nimoned,  or  entitled  tn  he  so  sum- 
moned. This  personal  Privilege^  attaching  at  aU  times,  is  distinct  from 
that  PriTilege  of  Parliament  whidi  belongs  to  theMemboaof  both  Bouaea 
of  Parliament. 

All  the  Tenants  in  Chief  had  nn  longer  a  right  to  demand  a  Summons  to 
Parliament,  as  such.  Two  Peritons  elected  ibr  each  County  by  all  the 
Fxeeholden^  had  bceB  aubatituted  fin  audi  Tenanta  in  Chief  aa  had  not 
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Spedal  Bummona.  The  "  Gents  du  Commun**  teem  to  hftve  been  little 

re^rded,  except  when  nn  Aid  was  required. 

The  new  Ditpiity  ol'Duke  was  created  by  Kdward  III. 

A  Stall! te,  in  the  5th  Richard  IL,  gave  a  still  more  lixed  cliaracter  to  tlie 
Lei^Mslutive  Body,  and*  with  the  16th  £dwutl  11.^  preserved  to  the  Arch- 
I n-liops,  Bishops,  Abbots,  and  Priors,  nccustfmi  1  to  he  summoned  to  P:ir- 
lianicnt,  their  Dignities;  to  the  Tenij)onil  I'ecrs,  hereditary' Titles  ;  and 
confirmed  to  the  Counties*  Cities,  and  Jioroughs,  which  then  sent  Meuibt-rs 
to  Parliament,  their  Rights  of  llepresentation,  on  the  evidence  of  usage. 

The  Title  of  ^Nfarquis  was  introiduced  by  Richard  II.,  hy  Patent,  and  he 
created  a  Baron,  hy  JLetters  Patent;  probably  the  tirst  who  had  been  so 
created. 

All  the  Temponl  Lords  nrobably  had  I^ands  in  Chief;  but  manj  derived 
their  Ili<^hts  and  Titles  of  Dijjnity  from  Grants  hy  Letters  Patent,  not  as 
Tenants  in  Cinef  The  Annuities  which  were  granted  to  those  so  created, 
did  not  lie  in  Tenure. 

The  Creation  of  the  Dignity  of  Viscount  took  place  under  Henry  VI. 

Tn  the  Keign  of  Henry  VIII.,  Wales  was  incorporated  and  annexed  to 
Knglaud.  It  was  enacted,  that  Two  Knights  should  be  elected  for  the 
County  of  Monmouth,  and  One  for  each  of  the  other  Shhm  One  Burgess 
was  to  be  cboeen  finr  ereiy  Borough  being  a  Sblfe  Town,  except  the  Count/ 
of  Monmouth. 


CHAPTER  IL 

It  has  thus  appeared,  that  during  tlie  earlier  Reigns,  the  Sjiiritual  and 
Temporal  Lords  were  the  only  Members  of  the  Legislative  and  Judiciail 
Assemblies  of  the  Realm,  by  whatever  name  these  Assemblies  were  die- 

tin|rviished,  and  that,  though,  under  extraonlinary  circumstances,  the  opinion 
and  advice  of  an  interior  class  of  the  Community  were  occasionally  asked, 
the  Conunons  had  no  real  participation  in  the  business  of  these  Councils  or 
VsrUunents,  before  the  49th  year  of  TK  iiry  HI.  The  avilhoriiy  of  ancient 
writers  on  this  point  is  ronnmicd  l)y  the  examination  of  all  the  Records 
which  relate  to  those  early  perimis,  and  which  have  heen  discovered  and 
illustrated  hy  the  persevering  industry  of  the  Antiquaries  of  the  present 
day. 

F'rom  these  Records  the  ancient  Constitution  of  England  may  be  still 
ferther  elucidated,  and  from  a  short  summary  of  the  practice,  which,  in 
accordance  with  the  King's  acVnowledge<l  Prerogative,  with  I^w,  or  with 
Prescription,  successively  obtained  in  regard  to  the  Persons  composing  th« 
Supreme  Legislature  of  the  State,  a  correct  inference  may  he  drawn  as  to 
the  processes  by  which  their  respective  Rights  and  Privii^es  were  estab* 
liahed  and  limited. 

From  the  Writs  of  Parliament  issued  at  various  Periods,  we  obtain  the 

most  precise  Information  on  this  subject,  and  to  the  leanied  nm^  nidpfatiiz-  ible 
Prynne,  we  are  indebted  for  many  deductions  highly  important  towards  a 
thorough  Imowledge  of  the  C!on8titutional  history  of  the  Country. 

As  the  Spiritual  Lords  and  Barons  are  mentioned  in  all  great  Councils, 
Parliaments,  Prologues  and  Acts  of  Parliament,  before  the  'I  empornl  T  nrds 
and  Bfurons,  so  for  the  most  part  the  \V  rits  of  Summous  directed  U)  them 
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are  first  entered.  TUs  rule  seems  to  have  had  fieir  esoeptiooc*  Th« 
Prhu  cs  of  Wales  hare^  now  and  then.  Pcecedenfie«  and,  very  wielj»  other 

TenijKirdl  Peers. 

The  form  of  Writs  to  the  Archhi^hups  and  liisliups  \  ary.  Those  to 
CounciL}  and  Convocations  differ  from  those  to  Parliaments.  )n  the  Write 
to  CoiincLls  of  State,  the  Clause  rra  niuniente^ "  wholly  omitted.  It 
appeared  only  in  tho^  to  Parliaments, and  was  theuimfertedy  or  not,  accoxdhag 
to  the  pleasure  of  the  King. 

There  was  no  general  Summons  to  all  Archhiehops,  Bishops*  Abbots  and 
IVi  holding  l>y  llarnny,  to  all  Councils'  of  State,  nut  to  sueh  only  as  the 
ivuL^  and  Council  thought  meet ;  whereas  they  were  usually  all  sunnnoned 
to  ^urliaments.  The  number^  however,  of  those  so  summonetl  varied,  at 
tkneB,  in  conse<iuence  of  vacancy  of  Sees,  from  death,  or  Translation. 

In  Summons  to  Parliament  and  f^rcat  Councils,  the  l^ishnjis,  Altbofs, 
Priors  and  Clergy  had  oil  particular  Writs,  and,  in  many  iniitaiiceii,  S]»ecial 
(Second)  Writs,  directed  to  the  Archbishops,  commanded  them  also  to  sum- 
mon the  Bishops  and  others  in  their  Diocese,  for  the  purpoee  of  fneventiiig 
delav,  or  neglect  of  attendance,  (f) 

The  Dumoer  of  AbbuUi  and  Priors  who  were  summoned  varied  it  dUler- 
ent  times,  dther  in  consequence  of  vacancies  or  death,  or  because  it  was 
ascertained  that  they  held  no  l^nds  by  Bsrony,  or  Knights*  Service  fiom 
the  Kin^,  but  only  in  Frankahnoi<^Mie  ;  or  because  their  attendance  WM  dis- 
pensed with  by  Act  of  Special  grace,  {k) 

The  numbor  of  Ai«hbishops,  Bishops,  Abbots,  Priors  and  Ecdesfautiral 
Persons  was  for  the  most  part  equal  to,  and  very  often  fiur  exceeded  the 
number  of  the  Temporal  Lord:*  ;inff  H  irons.  In  49  Henry  III.,  120  Prelates 
and  only  2ii  Temuurul  Lords  were  summoned.  In  23  Edward  L,  the  Spirit- 
ual IrfMW  were  77,  the  Tempond  Lords  6S|  and  the  Mune  year,  90  Spintual 
and  only  MTemporal  Peers  were  summoned.  In  2i  Edward  I.,  the  Spuitual 
were  to  the  Temporal  Lords  as  91  to  43.  In  other  Parliaments,  the  Tem- 
poral Lords  exceeded  the  Spiritual  in  number,  as  in  2?  Ldward  I.,  when  the 
Tempond  Lords  were  Ml,  the  Spiritual,  66;  but  in  98  Edward  IIL,  again,  the 
latter  were  102,  and  the  former  f{9. 

In  most  Summonses  durinf^  the  Reigns  of  Henry  ly.,  and  TT  ,  the 
Spiritual  Lords  were  nearly  double  the  number  of  the  Tempond  Lords,  in 
consequence  of  the  absence  of  the  latter  In  actual  service,  in  war,  or  fWun 
other  causes.  Proxies  or  Proctors  of  the  Spiritual  Lords  were  sometimes 
authorized  by  the  writs  themselves^  at  other  time%  they  were  stxictly  pro- 
hibited. 

The  King,  Temporal  Lords  and  Commons  could  not  legally  imp<Mie  any 

Aids,  Subsidies  or  Taxes  on  the  Cleri:y,  without  tlu  ir  s]>ev  l;il  grants  in 
Convocation,  according  to  the  great  Charters  of  Uenry  L,  iung  John, 
Henry  III.,  and  a  particular  Act  of  «  Henry  IV. 

The  total  number  of  Abbots  ever  summoned  was  122,  and  of  Priors  and 
Masters  of  Orders  ]  1  altogether  1G3  ;  besides  5  Deans,  the  Official  of  the 
Court  of  Canterbury  aud  the  Dean  of  Arches.  (I) 

Some  of  these  were  only  summoned  once  {  otners,  variously,  to  Q  or  10 
timea^  and  never  afterwards.  At  the  latter  end  of  Edward  III.  only  96 
were  constantly  summoned. 

It  api>ears  that  our  Kings  by  their  Prerogative  and  Royal  Authority 
alone,  summoned  what  Abbots  and  others,  they  thought  fit,  but  that  the

Successors  or  HeirSias  Peers  of  the  Ileal  m,  but  only  made  them  Qitojri  Peers, 
or  rather  AsaiiitMits,«iid  Joint  Counsellor!  with  the  Lords  in  Parlianient.  (im) 

That  the  Bishops,  Abbots  and  Priors  summoned  constnntlv,  and  of 
Riglit,  were  '•ummuned,  not  as  liishop",  Alibots  and  Priors,  but  m  rtspect  oC 
their  baronie-s  appears  evident  I'roiu  numerous  Authorilies,  particularly 
that  of  61  Henry  IIL,  when  the  Clerj^y,  having  been  put  out  of  the  King's 
Protection,  were  not  re-admitted  to  sit  in  Parliament,  till  "  Redd  it  a  sibi 
Haronia  sua;"  and  from  the  Protestation  in  the  Parliament,  11  Kieliard  11. 
that,  ^'de  Jure  et  consuetudine  Kegni,  &c.*'  it  belongs  to  all  Ecclesiablical 
Penona,  **qui  per  Baroniam  de  Domino  liege  tenent,  Farliamentia  ReffUa 
Quibuscunciue,  ut  Pares  llegJii,  Pcrson.ililc r  Intrrcsse,  &.C."  (n) 

The  Summons  to  the  Tcmjioral  dilllred  irom  that  issued  to  the  Spiritual 
Lords.  The  wonU  "  Iloniagio  et  Ligeantia  quibus  nobis  teneniini,**  are 
peculiar  to  the  former.   The  words  "in  Fide  et  Dilectione,  &.c."  are  not 

feculiar  to  the  Clefgy,  but  are  often  intertedin  the  Writs  to  the  Temporal 
'ecrs 

Tile  clause,  **  in  Fide  et  Homagio,"  to  the  Temporal  Lords,  implies  that 
they  were  all,  or  most  of  them.  Barons  by  Tenure- 
All  I.<()rds  ;in  1  n  irnns  brfnrc  and  in  24  Edward  III.,  wereBnrons  only  by 
Tenure,  and  nut  by  Writ  alone,  as  all  were  regularly  summoned  in  ^*  Fide 
ei  Homagio,**  and  not  in  Fide  et  Ligeantia,*^  an  alteration  which  was 
adopted  85  Edward  III*  As  these  three  term*  are  occasionally  used  to- 
gether, and  on  other  accounts,  they  are  considered,  by  Prvnne,  as  syno- 
nymous, (o)  There  will  scarcely-  be  found,  in  the  opinion  of  this  eminent 
Author,  an  instance  of  any  Duke,  Earl,  ViBCOunt,  Lord,  or  Baron,  sum- 
moned under  Henry  III.,  J{  luird  11,  Henry  IV.,  V«,  and  VI.,  or  Ed- 
ward IV..  who  was  not  a  Lord  by  Tenure,  or  tiarony,  as  well  as  by  Patent, 
Writ,  or  Creation. 

There  is  sreat  diversity  in  the  Writs  of  Summons  to  Parliaments  and 

general  Parliamentary  Councils,  and  to  particular  Councils,  not  properly 
rarliaroents.  All  the  Bishf»ps,  Abbots,  Priors,  Earls,  Lords,  Barons, 
icgether  with  the  Judges  and  King's  Council,  the  Citizens,  Burgesses,  and 
Baronsof  the  Cinque  Port%  were  usually  summoned  to  the  one.  To  the 
other,  some  few  Spiritual  and  Temporal  Lords  oalyi  without  any  Judges 
Assistants,  Knights,  Citizens,  Burcfesses,  or  Rarons,  or  some  Ifew  only, 
together  with  divers  who  were  uo  Barons  of  Parliament. 

Though  the  Peers,  Temporal  end  Spiritual,  were  not  allowed  to  sit  when 
under  age,  an  exception  was  made  in  favour  of  the  King*8  Son.  Edward  of 
Carnarvon,  the  first  Prince  of  Wales,  was  summoned  when  he  was  19  ; 
£dward,  eldest  son  of  Edward  11.,  as  Earl  of  Chester,  when  scarcely  9 ; 
Edward,  the  Blaek  Plrinee,  before  he  was  90 ;  Richard,  his  son,  Frsoce  of 
Wales,  was  called  by  Writ,  before  he  was  9.  Henry  VI..  in  his  Mother's 
lap,  presided,  in  Parliament,  before  he  was  12  months  ola. 

The  Terms  "  Baro,  Barones,"  are  frequently  used  in  Histories,  the  Great 
Charters^  and  Statutes,  in  the  reigns  of  John,  Henrr  III.,  Edward  I.  and  II., 
and  nrc  applied  to  all  the  Temporal  Lords  of  Parliament,  yet  in  the  Close 
Bolls  and  Writs  of  Summons,  none  are  so  summoned  but  the  Barons  of

INTHODUCTION.  XtX. 

Grevstok  and  Stati'urd,  Edward  I.  and  III.,  Richard  IL,  Henry  IV.,  V., 
Mid  Yl. 

The  Title  of  *♦  ^MilcC  or  "  Chivaler,"  was  pivcn  to  no  Temporal  I.orda 
or  Barons  before  49  Kdward  III.,  but  was  common  under  Uiohard  II., 
Henry  IV.  and  V.  Afler  the  b^^uining  of  Henry  VI.,  and  under  Ed^ 
ward  IV^  tcmrcelj  any  Temporal  Cards  were  sunmoned  without  it,  being 
allgencrally  Knighted  for  their  greater  Honour. 

The  Title  *'  Magister"  is  only  gWcrt  to  one  'l\ mpo' d  Lord,  Tfiomas  de 
la  \Vare»  who  is  constantly  so  styled  IVum  iiJ  liieiuird  1 1,  to  5  Henry  Vh 
He  had  probably  been  in  Sacred  Orders  before  the  Temporal  Dignity 
descended  to  hmi.  and  this  Title  is  always  prcHxed  before  the  names  of  all 
the  King'tf  Council  who  were  Clergymen,  as  Assistants  to  the  l/onls'  House. 

The  Title  "Armiger*^  is  once  tfiveu  to  John  de  Audiey,  1  Edward  IV,. 
who  ifl  otherwise  always  termed  CbiTaler,  49  Henry  VL,  6,  Edward  IV. 
This  arose  probably  f  i  in  anenor^  thift  inlMor  title  I>eij9|g  not  auitidile  to 
the  Lordship,  or  Peerage. 

The  Title  "  Dominus"  is  not  usually  given  to  any  Temporal  Lords,  ex- 
cept two,  before  Henry  VI.  (l)  John  de  Moubray  is  styled  Dominus, 
Insulae  de  Axholme,  (Ifi  Edward  III.);  none  else  haying  it.  till  afYcr 
Kichard  II.  (2)  John  Talbot  is  called  Dominus  de  Furnivull,  (II  Henry 
IV.)  but  none  after  are  so  styled,  till  23  Hemy  VI.  After  29  Henry  VI., 
this  Title  is  more  common. 

It  is  the  inseparable  Prerogative  and  Supreme  Royal  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Kings  ol'  England,  by  Special  Patents,  Writs  of  Creation,  Charters,  and 
Solemn  Investitures,  to  malce  and  cxeate  Princes  of  Wales,  Dulces,  Mar- 
quisMSy  Earls,  Viscounts,  Lords,  Barons,  and  Peers  of  the  Realm,  and  to 
^ve  them,  and  their  Posterities,  a  Place,  Seat, and  Voice,  in  the  Parliaments 
and  Great  Councils  of  England,  the  Supreme  Judicature,  and  Highest 
Cotnt  of  all  others,  whernn  thejr  ait  as  Judges.  AU  other  Judges  in  the 
Courts  of  Westminster,  sit  only  as  their  Asnstaota,  not  ss  Asndstes  of 
Fellow  Judges  with  the  Peers. 

It  has  been  ahready  stated,  that  one  of  theyfrw  iiaront  created  bv  Patent, 
whose  Patent  ki  extant,  was  John  de  Beaucfaiunp,  Steward  to  the  Household 
of  Richard  II. ;  and  there  is  only  one  Pre^dent  of  a  Baron  created  by  Special 
AVrit.  Henry  Bromfleet,  Kniglit,  who  was  created  Baron  de  Vescy,  27 
Henry  V'l.  He  is  afterwards  called  Dominus,  not  Baro,  a  sutiicient  evi- 
dcnoe  that  no  general  Writ  of  Sununons  created  Barons,  unless  they  beH 
JLands  by  Barony. 

It  bns  thus  been  proved,  beyond  the  po«;«^ibtlity  of  contradiction,  that  the 
ancient  Temporal  Earlsy  Lords,  and  Barons,  usually  styled  m  ihc  Writs  <£ 
Summons*  jffagnates  or  Proceres,"  are  most  essential,  necessary,  con* 
stituent  Members  of  English  Pnrliaments  an^l  (iitnt  Councils,  to  which, 
they  always  were,  and  ought,  of  Kii^'ht.  to  be  sunnnoned,  and  that,  aLLording 
to  the  Constitution  of  England,  no  I'ariiauient  may  or  ought  to  be  sum* 
noned  without  them.  In  aU  Writs  of  Summons,  the  Commons  are  sum* 
moned  "ad  consentiendum  hiis  quo  de  Ctjinmuni  Consilio  Ilegni,Prelatornm, 
Magnatum  ct  Proccrum  contigerit  ordmari,"  and  no  Treaty  or  Conference, 
between  tiiem  and  the  I«urds  and  Great  Men  is  ever  mentioned.  Hence  it 
appears  probable  that  the  Lords  and  Commons  never  sat  and  sswfiiflsrf 
iOffethery  as  one  House,  in  the  Parliaments  of  England,  (p) 

The  number  of  Peers  summoned  to  the  Councils  and  Parliaments  varied, 
from  many  assignable  causes.  Such  were,  their  absence  in  Foreign  Puts* 
Special  Services,  Civil  Wars,  Attaindcrfl^  Alienations  of  BaiTonieSy  Deaths 
and  tiie  Creation  of  new  Peers.

INTUOOUCnOK. 


The  mraibera  of  Tenporal  Veen  tunmooed,  fWmi  49  Henry  III.,  to 

23  Edward  IV.,  are  p^'iven  in  a  Table  hereunto  annexed. 

All  ancient  Records  evince  that  the  Lords  were  the  only  orlpnal  Mem- 
bers of  our  Great  Councils  and  Parliaments,  many  hundred  years  before  aujr 
Knights,  Citisenfl,  or  Burtresses,  were  adniitted  to  them  by  the  King  and  the 
House  of  Lords,  who,  on  tlieir  admission,  n  i  <  ive  1  no  Power,  JmHcature,  Of 
Jurisdiction  fr«ini  theComnions, which  they  had  not  of  ri«^ht  enjoyed  and  exer^ 
cised  in  all  precedent  ages,  not  onl^  without  the  least  complaint  or  oppositioo 
of  the  Commoni  in  any  PErlbment  before  1 7  Ctr.,  but  with  the  ready  adnMw- 
ledgment  of  their  inherent  PrivUem,  and  a  spontaneous  deference  to  tlieir 
acknowledged  superiority  as  Legislators  and  Councillors.  (7) 

The  same  Records  as  clearly  evince  the  i'act,  that  the  Old  Lords  and 
Houae  of  Peers,  innocaaet,  ever  exerclied  lo  exorliitaBt,  arUtrmry,  and 
tyrannical  a  jurisdiction  and  illegal  Power,  as  the  Commons  have,  on  many 
occasions,  usurped.  To  the  Peers  of  England  is  the  nation  indel»te<l,  on  the 
other  band,  for  the  important  Charters  which  guard  its  Liberties,  and  for 
the  enactment  and  preservation  of  some  of  ith  most  important  constitutional 
Laws. 

Besides  the  Spiritual  and  Temporal  Peers,  certain  Individuals  have,  from 
very  early  periods,  been  summoned  by  Writ  to  the  Parliaments  and  Great 
Councils  orthe  Kingdom,  as  Assistants  to  the  King  and  House  of  Lmrds.  (r) 

These  Assistants  were  mostly  the  King's  Great  Officers,  Clergymen,  ps 
well  as  Secular  Persons,  who  were  no  Lords,  nor  liarons  of  the  Realm,  his 
Treasurer,  Chancellor  of  Exchequer,  Judges  of  his  Courts  at  Westminster, 
Justices  in  Eyre,  Justices  Assignes,  Barons  of  Exchequer,  ClerksL  Secre» 
taries  of  the  Council,  and  sometimes  his  Seijeants  at  Iaw,  with  such  otiiers 
as  he  thoii^'ht  meet  to  summon. 

In  later  times,  the  Cliief  Justices,  Chief  Baron,  and  all  the  King's  Jus- 
Uee»,  Barons  of  the  Excheciuer,  Serjeants  at  Law,  the  Masters  of  the  Rolls» 
and  some  Masters  of  Chancery,  have  usually  boon  summoned,  as  Assistants, 
to  council  and  advise  the  King  and  I^ords,  in  all  matters  of  Law  and  Dilfi- 
culty,  as  also  to  carry  Messages,  Bills,  and  Orders,  from  the  I^ords  to  the 
Commons*  House,  and  return  Answers  from  them  upon  occasions  when  they 
please  to  return  Answers  by  them,  and  not  by  Messengers  of  their  own.  (s) 

Of  these  several  Assistants,  it  mar  be  observed — 

(1)  That  they  are  no  essential  Members  of  the  Parliament  or  Great 
Councils,  which  may  be  held  without  them. 

(2)  That  they  vary  in  number  according  to  the  King's  pleasure.  Some- 
times most  of  them  are  Deans,  Archdeacons,  and  other  Clerks,  who  had 
always  the  Title  **  Magister"  pnpflxed.  At  other  times,  they  were  chiefly 
I^aymcn,  and  two  or  inree  Clerks. 

(3)  The  Chief  Justice  and  other  Justices  of  the  King's  Court  at  "West- 
minster, and  the  Chief  Jiaron,  were  constantly  summoned,  in  more  or  less 
numbera,  and  the  King's  Seijeants,  frequently,  (i)

I*esidcs  these  usual  Assistants,  it  has  hccn  the  practice  of  our  Kings  to 
summon  to  their  Councils,  u])un  extraordinary  occasions,  divers  indivimiuls, 
Knitfhtif)  Gentlemen  and  others,  no  Teers,  whose  opiuion  and  advice  were 
oomndered  of  value  and  importance.  But,  us  before  the  exiatence  of  the 
Commons,  as  a  distinct  branch  of  tiie  liepislaturc,  ?uch  fjeneral  AVrit  of 
Simimons  to  those  who  heUl  not  by  Baronv,  and  are  no  I^ords  by  Special 
Creations  or  Descent,  to  treat  witii  the  King  and  Lords  ouce  or  oftener, 
neitherniade  them  nor  their  Heirs  male,  in  point  of  Law  or  Hight,  I^ords 
or  n:iror,<!  of  the  Kcalm  tor  Life  or  Inheritance,  nor  pave  them  Ki*^ht  of 
Summons,  so  cuuld  they  in  no  respect  be  considered  in  the  light  of  Com- 
moners summoned  aa  the  later  Members  of  tlic  lower  House,  chosen, 
aoeording  to  their  qualifications,  by  the  ftee  election  of  thoee  privileged  to 
make  such  Election  as  their  Representatives  and  Attorneys,  to  manage 
their  own  and  the  general  interests  of  the  Nation.  Though,  before  the 
time  of  Edward  the  Third,  such  occasional  Summons  are  to  be  found  in 
Ilecordi,  they  were  few  under  him,  and  af^er  him,  no  Preoedenta  occur  of 
Spiritual  Lords  and  others  Summoned,  who  held  not  by  Barony:  and  few 
ot  Knights  and  Laymen  summoned  to  attend  the  House  of  Lord?.  It  may 
however  be  remarked  that  from  the 49th  Henry  III.,  to  the  List  Parliament 
of  King  Charles,  there  is  no  Precedent  of  the  omission  of  Writs  of  Sum- 
mon'?  to  any  of  the  Andent  ^obilitj,  cxoepi  oa  the  grounda  alread/ 
aiMigned.  («) 

For  a  long  period  after  thAt  at  which  Bjiights,  Citisena  and  Burgcaww  oh- 
t^ned  the  privilege  of  a  cuatomary  Summons  to  the  Parluiments  and  Great 
Councils  oi  the  Kcalm,  they  were  elected,  and  impowered  only,  "ad  facien- 
dum  quod  de  commuui  cuusUio  ordinabitur  in  prcemissis  w£iile  the  Earla, 
Barooa  and  Nobka  were  aiunmoned  '^locvtim  et  super  praedictia  negotiia 
tnetaturi.**  The  Knights  in  every  Shire  were  elected  in  the  full  County 
Court,  by  and  for  the  whole  reiinty,  from  whom  they  received  aufficient 
Powers  for  the  above  mentioned  purpose. 

The  Sherxfia  exacted  and  leeelved  firom  every  Knight,  aa  well  aa  from 
every  Citizen  and  Burg^^  elected  and  returned,  special  Manucaptors,  of 
good  quality,  for  their  appearance  at  the  day  and  ])lacc  appointed  by  the 
Writ*  The  number  of  these  Sureties  was  sometimes  four  ur  six,  but  usually 
two^  and  the  practice  conthined  through  the  Reigns  of  Edward  L  and  If. 
till  the  12th  Edward  lY.,  and  1  Hen.  though  m  thew  later  times,  they 
were  often  omitted. 

As  regard)  the  Knights,  Citizena  and  Burgesses,  maniibid  varieties  and 
difi^vnoea  in  the  form  of  the  Writib  hoth  of  Election  and  Prorogation,  occur 
both  belbie^  and  ainee  the  Statutea^  Hen.  IV.*  V.  and  VI,  touching  Elec- 
tion 

lictbre  the  Statutes  7  Hen,  IV,  c>  15.  11  Ilcn.  IV.,  c.  1,  1  Hen-  V.,  c.  1, 
6  Hen.  VI.,  c  4,  8  Hen.  VI.  c  7, 10  Hen.,  VI.,  c  2,  ^  Hen.  VI.,  c.  15,  9 

Hen.  VIII.,  c.  16,  27  Hen.  VIIL,c.  26,  34  lien.  VIII,  c.  13,  35  Hen.  VIU., 
c.  U,  the  Kinf^s  of  Ki.L^land  had  a  %^ery  lart'c  and  absolute  j)ower  in  limitmj; 
and  prescribing  in,  and  by,  their  Writs  to  iue  Slieritl's,  Alayors,  BaUiil's  and 
others,  both  the  rmective  numbers,  and  likewiae  the  gua^Scatiotu  of  the 
Kni^^hts,  Citizens,  Burgesses  and  Barons  to  be  elected  and  returned.  They 
sometimes  commanded  Four,  but  moatlj  Two  Knights;  sometimes  the  scif

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fame  Knights,  Cifclsena  and  Burgcwei  to  be  veturned  a  wcond  time,  and 

new  ones  to  be  elected  oni^  in  place  of  the  deceased,  siclc,  or  infirm  ^Tem* 
hers.  At  other  times,  they  summoned  only  the  moiety  of  the  old  Members, 
to  perfect  what  the  whole  number  bad  hastily  agreed  to.  They  ordered 
new  Elections,  in  place  of  those  who  could  not  attend,  or  were  doubly  re- 
turned. They  sometimes  prescribed  Two  Citizens,  sometimes  Four  for  the 
City  of  London,  and  for  oacli  of  the  Ports  t  at  others,  Two  Barons  only  for 
all  the  Ports.  They  sumetuues  ordered  two,  at  other  times,  only  one 
Cltiaen  or  Burgess  for  each  City  or  Borouffh,  as  occasion  might  ariee,  now 
aiid  then  omitting  some  Cities  and  Borougns  which  before  sent  Members, 
and  creating  by  Patents,  Writs,  or  bt»tb,  new  Cities  and  Boroughs,  with 
power  to  elect;  and  creating  other  Boroughs  and  Cities  Counties  within 
thenuelv'es;  then  inulng  Writs  to  lAeir  Sheriffit,  Majfon  and  tmmedtaie  Ctfiamm 
to  make  their  Elections  and  neturns,  which  formerly  were  iss^ued  to  and 
made  by  the  Sheritts  of  the  Counties,  without  od  v  pi  crcdent  votes  or  sub- 
sequent consent  of  the  Commons^  House.  It  appears,  indeed,  an  unques- 
tionable fact,  that,  irom  the  49th  Henrj  IIL,  till  the  23d  Edward  IV^  and 
many  years  afterwards,  the  Commons  were  never  the  immediate  or  proper 
Judges  and  Deciders  either  of  the  undue  Klcctinns,  Returns,  Number^  or 
Qualitications  of  their  own  Members,  or  Speakers.  The  Kings  or  their 
Council,  together  with  the  House  of  Lords,  held,  in  tlwoe  mattery  the 
entire  Jurisdiction, 

The  general  Qualiiications  of  those  to  be  elected,  were  prescribed  by  the 
tenor  of  the  Writs;  which  were  issued  according  to  the  King's  sole  Aulhor- 
Itj  and  pleasure,  or  were  modified  according  to  the  requisitions  of  certain 
Acts  granted  at  the  request  nnr!  Petition  of  tnc  Commons  themseWes.  The 
iirst  Writs  addressed  to  the  Shcriifs^  15  John,  directs  them  to  send  **Quatuor 
discretos  Milites  de  Comitatu." 

The  Writ  of  49  Henry  III.,  prescribes  that  two  **Mi\\tea  de  legmtS^rihu 
et  discretiorifjus,"  and  two  Citizens  and  llurpessps,  "de  discrctioribuff  ct  pm^ 
bioribxUf*'  and  Four  Barons  et  probi  Homines  de  kgulioribtu  et  diKtetiorUma 
Portus/*  should  be  elected  and  sent. 

The  Knights  commanded  to  appear,  22  Edward  I.,  arc  to  be  de  dis- 
CTCtiorUtus  et  ad  laborandum  pofen(\r>r\bujs,*^  nLso  **legales,**  &c.  In  tbc  28th 
Edward  I.>  the  Shenfis,  Coroners  and  Communit/  of  the  Counties  are 
directed  to  tend  Three  Knights,  or  otkere  of  the  most  honest,  lawful  and 
discreei  Freemen,  (Ltbmi  Hamnet)  to  be  elected  by  Assent  of  the  County. 

In  4  Edward  III.,  a  Proclamation  sent  to  all  Sheriffs,  after  the  NVrits  of 
Elections,  commands  them  to  send  ^^deux  de  plue  Leatue  et  pirn  »i^ffimm 
Chevalers  et  Sei^geantz  (Esquires,  not  Seijeants-at-Law)  fvl  Misnl  ail  tut- 
piciouns  de  male  cweiffne,  ni  communes  maintenours  dee  Parties.** 

In  13  Kdw.ird  III.,  the  Writ  is  varied,  directini*  that  two  Knip;ht<;  ^hnW 
be  sent,  ^^piadiis  oinoti,^'  and  two  Citizens  and  Burgesses,  de  ducretwnbue 
el  probhribut  MilUibae,  CMbtt$  H  Burgemibusi  et  ai Mtfmukm peUmiMlbita^ 
according  to  which  clause,  none  but  actual  Knights,  by  Order,  as  well  as 
Tenure,  might  be  elected  nnd  returned.  The  word  " proiioribus**  extant 
in  no  Writs  since  49  lienry  IIL,  is  here  added,  and  ^LeffoUoribus"  is 
omitted. 

The  Writ  22  Edward  III.  db^cts  that  two  Knights  "gladio  cincti 
Ordin^m  Militarem  hahentes  et  non  alii^ei  duo  Clves  'ct  Biirijenses  de  aptUH 
riLusj  ducretioribus  etjide  (/t^rau,  MiUtibus,  Civibus,  ^c,"  shall  be  elected. 

Those  to  be  sent,  84  Edward  III.,  were  **de  dlscretloribus,  ftc.  qui  inns 
9unt  Placitorum  out  Querelarum  ManutentoreSf  aut  ex  hujusmodi  questu  elsenlSf» 
sed  homines  vrrlrftfes  cf  bona:  Jxdri  et  puhfioim  commodum  dUigentes.** 

The  Writ  ot  '^b  i'.uwaid  III.  summons  ''unum  Militem  de  provectioribua 
dlscretloribus  et  magis  expeNh  MUltlbus  de  assensu  Comltatusy  duos  Civet 
(London)  de  m^it  tjfpertis,  et  unum  de  Civitatibus  et  Buigii^  de  preosvli* 
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To  guard  mitui  the  election  of  low  and  improper  Persons,  the  Wrft  of 

27  Kdward  Til.  prrscriljcs,  that  tho^e  elected  slufl  b  '  de  etegantioribut 
Personis,'"  who  are  to  appear  personally,  and  wittiout  excuse,  on  th&  fint 
day.    This  term  is  here  used  for  the  first  and  last  time. 

Another  variet  y  is  adopted  in  the  Writ  36  Edward  III.,  which  commands 
the  election  of  Knights,  "  de  discretioribus,  mrfxnnhus  et  validirnnf-us.^" 

The  Writ  of  44  Edward  III.,  directs  that  there  shall  be  chusen  two 
Knights,  "gladiis  cincti  et  in  arvuM  §t  aetubvt  armorum  magis  probati  et  ctr- 
emupteH  €t  ditertH,  durante  Parliamcnio  continue  moraiuri,  plenam  et  suffl- 
deDtem  potestatom  ah  ipsis  Coromunitatibus  habentes  ad  consulendum  et 
conaentiendum  hiis  <^ua:  per  nt>8,  et  Pneiatos»  Magnatea  et  f  rocerea,  fieri  et 
ntdinari  contigerit,  favente  Domino.** 

On  complaint  made  by  the  People  that  Sheriffs  and  other  unfitting  Per- 
son?? n-ere  clccled  Knignts,  an  Ordinance  made,  40  Kdward  II F.,  to  rectify 
i»uch  abuses,  directs  inat  ^^NuiHoniede  L<ej  pur:»uent  busoignes  en  la 
Courte  le  Roy*  ne  Viscountpur  le  temps  que  il  est  viscount,8oient  retournez, 
ne  acceptes  CUralers  des  Countees,  ne  que  ces  qui  aoient  Gents  de  Ley  et 
Viscountz  ore  rctoumesr  fm  Pfirlcmcnt  aient  (iagez.** 

in  the  47th  Edward  III.,  the  form  is  again  altered,  and  prescribes  the 
ElecUon  of  Two  Knights,  Ace,  sen  Armigeri  dignioret  et  proltiores  et  in 
oatUmM  armmrum  nuigu  u/ptrtii,  Slc"  and  two  Citizens,  &c.,  oui  in  tunigh 
et  exercitio  mercandisamm  notitiam  haheant  mtliorenu''  "  Nolumiis  autem 
quod  tu,  seu  aliquis  alius  Vicecomes,  aut  aliquis  aUerius  cooditionis  quam 
iuperiue  apeclficatur,  aliooanter  ait  electtu.** 

In  a  Paniament,  7  Ricnard  IL*  Tltomas  de  Camoys,  a  Baronet*  or  Baron 
f>f  Parliament,  and  who  had  been  summoned  by  Writ  to  this  and  other  P;ir- 
liamenta  as  such,  being  elected  a  Knight  of  the  Shire,  a  new  Writ  is  issued 
by  the  King  for  another  Election,  {w) 

A  Clauae  is  inaerted  in  the  Writs  of  11  Richard  II,  for  the  Election  of 
two  Knights,  *'  in  Dehath  mfxfernh  magis  indiffcrtnte*^^  but  before  the  Election 
is  made,  it  is  superseded  and  revoked,  by  advice  of  the  King's  CounciL 

Henee  it  appears,  that  though  the  King  may  adviae  and  command  tlie 
Election  of  two  of  the  best,  wiiest,  most  discreet,  fit,  most  elegant  and  able 
Kniplits,  Citi^reng,  and  Burgesses,  and  those  most  a!de  to  take  pains  ;  and 
likewise  prohibit  the  election  of  maiotainers  of  Quarrels  and  false  Suits, 
pevaona  of  HI  fimie>  Uving  by  nalntenaBce  and  Mioneat  £;ain,  SherlA  of 
Counties,  practising  Lawyers,  Barons  of  the  Realm,  andother  unfitting 
Persons  for  public  Services,  yet  he  ought  not  to  insi?*t  upon  nny  now  Qua- 
liiicatioD8y  or  Restraints,  in  hia  Writs,  contrary  to  the  ancient  and  u^ual 
Ihrm,  liberty  and  freedom  of  the  Peopleli  Electlona. 

In  6  Henry  IV.,  a  new  Clause  was,  however,  introduced,  proliiMting 
"a//  Apprenticety  or  any  other  Men  of  the  Law,  to  be  elected,^*  as  well  as  ihe 
Sbenfis.  1  he  probable  ol^ect  of  which  Clause  was  to  exclude  practising 
Lamptn,  who»  it  was  ftand,  could  not  duly  attend  the  aervlee  of  the  House, 
and  thus  neglected  the  business  of  the  Parliament  and  Kingdom.  (*) 

The  Writ  nf  8  Henry  VI,  directs  that  only  Knights  '^gladiis  cincti,  maffig 
idonctf  &cc»t  et  simiiiter  in  eisdem  Comiiaiibus  commorantet  et  rendentea"  should 
be  elected.  A  power  is  given  to  the  Justices  at  Assizes  to  taire  inquiiition 
as  to  Persons  returned  contrary  to  tUa  Ordinance^  and  Sheriffii  *^filing  im- 
proper Returns  are  fined  £100.

An(::l!ic,  p.  414, explains  it,  "qui  !n  Jure  Ke,{nl  docttMlMOtaat Appnattd^ 
te<i  laiea  omximo  quu&  coutiat  ignorare  ci^ufque  Juris  MeUiiMiuui." 
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In  consequence  of  n  Petition  of  the  Commons,  a  new  Statute  is  maile» 

23  Hcnrv  VI.,  rcstrutinj^  tlic  (jiialitics,  aliilities,  and  suffuioncics  of  Knights, 
so  as  to  prevent  tho  Kiectiun  of  Persons  of  mean  quality  aii  1  estates  "  wliich 
the  vulvar  rabble  of  People  in  these  levelling  times  were  over  much  inclined, 
to."  In  all  succeeding  Parliaments  of  Henry  VI,  and  Edward  IV.,  the 
Writ  directs  the  Election  of  "  Milites  notabile$^  seu  saltern  notahiles  Armhjeri^ 
hominesve  generori  de  fuUu,  corundem  Comitaiuumf  qui  habiles  runt  miUlcs  jieri, 
0l  nuttuM  Homo  de  gradu  wUettay  et  gradu  inftrion  de  ettendo  mUUe*  hujiumodif 
eaUkmt,*'  {y) 

It  appears  that  from  7  to  33  Henry  VT  ,  there  was  a  strong  desire  to  elect 
few  or  none  but  Yeomen  or  Oenllemeii  of  mean  aud  inferior  R^inkj  as 
Knights,  Citizens,  and  Burgesses. 

From  Edward  IV.,  to  the  last  Pariiament  of  King  Charles,  the  Writs 

continued  nearly  alike. 

It  may  be  reoiarked  generally  as  to  the  Qualifications  of  Members,  that, 
according  to  the  ancient  Constitution  of  i«:ngland,  no  Persons  ought  to  be 
elected  Knights,  Citisens,  Bur^^csses,  or  Barons,  but  such  as  are  real  actual 
Members  m  the  respectire  Counties,  Cities,  Borougli!»,  or  Ports,  resicling 
and  inhabiting  within  them,  at*  the  Ckuse  in  every  Writ  "de  Comitatu, 
^de  qualibet  Civitate^  Burgo,  Portu,"  incontestablj  prove,  and  the  Statutes, 
7  Henry  IV.,  c.  1ft,  1  Henry  V.,  c.  1,  10  Henry  VI.,  c.  2,  23  Henr>'  VI., 
c.  16,  declaratory  only  in  this  point,  precisely  enact,  and  that  if  any  otliers 
are  chosen,  they  might  lawfully  refuse  to  sit  or  serve,  and  their  election  be 
tnade  null  and  void. 

According  to  the  same  Constitution,  on  the  universal  limitation,  de 
discretioribus  et  ad  laborandum  potioribus,  &c.  &c.,"  all  Infants,  Ideots, 
Lunatics,  Infirm,  Aged,  and  8ick,  or  otherwise  incapacitated,  might  be  dis- 
charged 4y  ihe  Kinp,  and  other  Elections  be  made  by  his  command.  (38  Ed- 
war  a  I.)  It  appears  also  (5  Edward  II.)  that  in  case  of  departure  of  the 
Conunons  from  their  Parliamentary  duties,  ttithout  the  JTingr'*  License,  he 
had,  in  case  of  their  inability,  or  refusal  to  attend,  the  power  to  command 
the  Election  of  other  fit  Persons  in  thehr  place.  By  6  Edward  II.,  the 
Commons  could  neither  prorogue,  a(yourn  themselves,  nor  depart  without 
such  liceuiiie,  whicli  was  entered  upon  Record.  A  Penalty  wasaUo  imposed 
upon  such  as  returned  not  on  the  day  hxed  bv  the  King, 

There  are  many  Statutes  regulating  the  Electtons  of  Knights,  CitiseDS^ 
and  Burgesses. 

From  4y  Henry  III,  to  26  Kdward  TTI,  the  AVrits  generally  direct  the 
Sheriffs  to  cause  to  be  elected  and  appear,  two  Knights,  two  Citizens,  &.C., 
with  suiBcient  power.  In  this  latter  year,  the  words,  de  assensu  ejusdem 
Comitatus"  ami  *'  de  assensu  ejusdt  m  Cii  itulis,*^  arc  added.  The  Writs  for 
tlic  Count v  fire  now  directed  to  the  Shfritls,  Inif  tlio'^e  for  the  Election  of 
Citizens  and  Burgesses,  to  the  Mayors,  SherUis,  or  iiailills  of  each  Citv  and 
Borough,  and  not  as  formerly  to  the  SherifTs.  Those  to  whom  the  Writs 
are  directed,  boin;;  required  to  certify  the  day  Upon  which,  and  the  persona 
from  whom,  they  were  received. 

In  34  Edw,  lli,  the  Writs  duect  tiiat  tlie  ivuights  shall  be  chosen  "in 
pleno  Coniitatu.** 

In  all  the  Writs  of  Tlichard  IT.  is  inserted  the  new  Clause  "in  pleno  Comi- 
tatu  tuo  de  conmuini  asjiensu  ejusdem,"  in  a  full  County  Court  oy  common 
assent  of  the  County,  and  not  by  nomination  of  the  King  or  others. 

In  7  Hen.  IV.,  an  Act  is  made  for  ni^lating  the  lurmer  abuses  in  the 
elections  of  Knii(ht8  of  the  Shire,  (see  here  p.  166)  and  the  like  form  of 
Writs  prevailed  to  6  Hen.  IV.,  c.  7,  when  the  Statute  concerning  Electiona 
was  made*

insum  Dnmimini  Uffrem  de  avisameiiio  et  n««5ciT!:n  corundem  Dttininorum 
opiritiialium  el  Teniporaliuin  cunsidemiuui  iuit  tunc  ibidem,  &c.  &.C.,"  that 
new  Writs  shmild  laiue  for  a  fresh  Klectiun.  Frum  which  Writ  the  follow* 
ini::^  conclusions  may  be  drawn.  ( 1 )  Thii*  the  SIk  riff  might  refuse  t)  ]>iv>ceed 
to  till*  Klection,  in  case  any  SoMiLrs,  or  other  arm  d  Persons,  resort  to  dis- 
turb the  Election.  (2)  That  the  Kiny  and  Lord*  vcre  liie  sole  .Jiul|(es  of 
Elections  and  Returns,  and  p^ve  Oraen  for  new  NV'rits.  (3)  That  the 
Sheriff  was  authoris^^d  to  PtoLl;iim  riminst  IVr-ons  disttirbiog  the  King*a 
Peace,  and  had  power  to  imnrison  for  such  Otiience. 

In  consequence  of  divers  Kniifhts,  Citizens,  and  Burgesses,  returned  ;ind 
aecepted  without  due  or  fne  Elections,  33  Ilenrv  VI.,  by  yiitue  of  the 
Kinj^'s  Letters  ofT'rivv  Seal,  the  Acts  of  this  t'iirliament  were  repealed 
and  made  void  in  the  Parliamiifnt  followin^r.  ^tl'  Henry  VI. 

It  has  been  generally  supposed,  that  tlie  Klectorg  of  the  Knights  of  the 
Shire  were  always  the'  Suitors  in  the  County  Courts.  That,  at  which  the 
Elections  afterwanls  look  place,  was  the  Court  Baron  of  the  County,  listin- 
^lishcd  from  the  Sheriff's  Turn,  at  which  uU  llcsiants  werebovmd  loiip|>ear. 
The  iiuitors  of  the  County  Ctmi  t  Baron,  were  all  Freeholders,  and  were 
bound  to  appear  jierionally  'ever^  three  weeks.  The  Statute  of  Merton, 
20  ITenry  III.,  eni]>owercd  them  to  make  Attomies  to  do  their  Suits  for 
them  in  the  Courts  to  which  they  owed  Suit.  Tliese  Attomies  were  not 
constituieU  ^Members  of  the  County  Court  as  a  Court  i>f  Justice,  though,  in 
afler  times,  some  great  men  concurred,  by  their  Attomies,  Ui  tile  Election 
of  the  Knights  of  tiie  Shire,  as  Suitors  nf'the  Court,  {z) 

To  the  County  Court,  as  the  King's  Court  Baron,  the  persons  owinir  Suit 
^should  be  the  King's  immedi.ite  Tenants,  the  Baron.s,  us  synonimous  with 
Freeholders.  This  would  exclude  all  the  'I'enants  of  Mesne  Lords.  The 
Tenant."?  in  Chief  of  the  Crown  wee,  jirnl  ahly.  nt  one  time,  the  only  Suitors, 
or,  at  least,  tlic  sole  Electors  of  the  Kinghts  of  the  Shire.  In  Cities  and 
Boroughs,  the  subsequent  practice  demonstrates,  that  there  was  no  sys- 
tematic quali^catlon  of  EKctors  established  by  liaw.  All  Freeholders 
pnthably  had  not,  undur  E  Iwanl  I.,  the  right  of  electinir  Ri  jircsontntivc^  in 
VnrJiament.  Some  Freeliolders  cerlainly  had  such  j)()wer,  aiui  tii  '  Free- 
hoiders  of  Cities  and  Boroughs  within  the  several  Shiics,  if  owing  Suit  to 
the  County  Courts,  may  have  concurred  in  these  Elections.  For  the  hmly 
of  the  I-.aity,  in  llmse  Counties  in  which  Taxes  were  usually  imposed,  some 
Freeholders  of  the  C'ounties  elected  Kepresentatives  lor  the  wh(de.  For 
certain  Cities  and  Boroughs,  Kepresientalivea  were  elected  by  certain  per- 
sona, according  to  their  rarious  and  incongruous  constitutions,  reflucible  to 
no  system,  anu  depending  principal]  v  u|i<m  custom  and  the  terms  of  Charters. 
In  some  Case-^.  the  Frecnnldcrs  in  hnr«|age  Tenure  retumefl  Members;  in 
others,  the  inhuhitants  at  large;  in  others,  both;  in  others,  all  the  Mem- 
bers of  the  Corporation ;  in  others,  some  only ;  in  others,  Freeholders  in 
Burgage,  with  otYer  Elector.*. 

That  the  Knights  of  Shires,  1  Edward  TIT.,  were  electml  in  the  Cmrity 
Court,  appears  from  a  lletum  of  the  Shentf  of  Sussex,  that  from  the  tune 
of  the  receipt  of  the  Writ  to  the  first  day  of  the  Sessions,  no  County  Court 
had  been  held,  and  therefore  no  Election  could  be  made;  and  from  Tsriotis 
other  similar  instancrs. 

Under  this  King,  the  Knights  made  grants  for  themselves  and  the  Com- 
mons of  the  Lan^  which  seems  to  import  that  the  Knights  and  Commons 
for  whom  they  granted,  were  cither  Tenants  in  Chief  of  the  Crown,  or 
Tenants  of  such  Tenants  in  Chief,  and  not  of  any  Prelate,  Earl,  or  liiron. 
The  Election  of  such  Knights  ought,  therefore,  to  have  been  by  IVn^ut*  m 

<s)  Sie  the  Lords'  Rsport  fsmIb. 
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Chief,  and  not  by  their  Tenant^  to  theexcIusioDof  those  of  Prelates,  £ark 

and  linrons. 

In  llie  50th  Edward  III.,  the  Commons  petition  that  the  Knights  should 
be  elected  by  comm  in  election,  '*  de  lea  Meilleun  Oentz**  of  Counties.  The 
King  wills  "that  they  sliall  be  elected  by  commnn  a«scTit  of  the  whole 
County  which  seems  to  iaij)ort,  that  all  the  Freeholders,  Suitors  to  the 
CounlV  Court,  shall  be  the  Llectors. 

At  length,  the  Knights  were  elected  by  all  the  Freeholders  of  the  Countv. 
whetlier  noldinu'  hi  chief  of  the  Crf)wn,  or  of  others.  The  Commons  would 
not  projiose  to  charge  with  the  exjiences  of  Representatives  of  Counties, 
those  who  had  no  voice  in  the  Election  of  such  Representatives. 

No  other  principle  occurs,  on  which  the  usage  of  Election  of  Knights  of 
the  Shire,  c'-ninenred  suhsequently  to  the  Charter  of  John,  can  have  been 
foun<led,  hut  that  those  who  were  the  Electors,  were  the  persons  who  ought 
to  pay  tile  elected.    It  docs  not  any  where  appear,  that  Tenants  by  Copy  of 
Court  Roll,  ever  voted  In  the  Election  of  Kuights  of  the  Shire. 

In  endeavouring  to  ascertain  who  were  the  Elector;?  of  the  Citiz'.'TT-^  and 
Burjxc^HCN",  iti  the  earlier  periods  of  our  Constitutional  History,  the  only 
available  sources  of  accurate  information  are  the  Returns  of  the  Sheriffs  of 
the  several  Counties,  as  well  before  as  after  the  2(jth  Edward  III, 

According  to  such  Returns,  the  election  for  Southampton,  1  Edwanl  ITT., 
wa5  by  the  Mavor,  Bailiff*,  and  other  Co-Burgesses ;  and  for  Ipswich,  by 
the  Bailitfj  untf  Community.  In  his  2nd  year,  the  Burgesses  of  Derby  were 
the  Electors  for  this  Borough.  In  his  Slst,  the  Bailiffs  and  Community,  by 
assent  of  the  "  Villa,"  make  the  election  for  Yarmouth  ;  and,  a.  r.  'Ml,  the 
comnuinitv  of  the  Villa,  Scaidebui|{h«  Yorkshire!  elect  two  persons  as  their 
"  Attoniali."  (a) 

Before  the  Statute}  SS  Henry  VL,  it  was  the  custom  to  elect  the  Knights^ 

CilizcTn,  and  Burgesses,  on  the  same  day,  in  the  County  Court,  by  Suitors, 
or  others,  resorting  to  it.  Four  or  Five  Citizens  or  Burgesses,  whereof  the 
Mayor,  Bailitts,  or  Chief  Officer,  formed  a  part,  were  sent  from  every  City 
or  Borough  to  the  County  Couitf  there  to  elect  the  Citi/eii;^  and  Buigesses, 
so  soon  as  the  Knights  wore  rhnscfi,  which  was  vi\c-u  done,  by  the  same  in- 
dividuals ;  and  to  return  the  Kuights,  Citizena^aud  BuxgesseSy  for  the  whole 
County,  in  one  Indenture. 

In  tne  7th  and  8th  Henry  IV.,  on  a  t)etition  of  the  Commons,  provision 
wns  mnde  concerning  the  Election  of  Knights,  by  which,  it  was  apparently 
intended,  tliat  the  Election  sliould  be  by  all  the  Suitors  at  the  Cuuniy 
Court,  "au  fin  que  les  suificiantes  persones  Inhabitantz  en  le  dit  Couiuie  y 
puissent  etre  pour  lalre  election.*'  This  Statute  seems  to  have  been  in 
anirniance  of  prior  general  usage,  and  is  the  First  declarin'^  who  should  he 
Electors.  *'A11  who  should  be  present  at  the  time  of  ProcT.imation  in  full 
County,  as  well  Suitors  duly  summoned  for  any  cause,  as  others,  should 
attend  the  election  of  their  knights,  and  those  in  the  County  ehouki  go  to 
the  Election  freely  and  indifterently,  notwithstandUig  any  prayer  or  com- 
mand to  the  contrary." 

The  Special  returns  fur  various  Counties,  Cities  and  Boroughs  which  have 
been  coUected  hy  Prynne,  furnish  much  valuable  information,  especially  aa 
to  who  wero  tUv  Klectors,  in  these  instances,  at  the  respective  periods. 

A.  R.  8  Henry  IV.  The  Knights  and  Burgesses  for  the  Counties  and 
Towns  of  Cambridge  and  Huntingdon  were  severally  elected  at  the  same 
time  and  place.  Twelve  Persons  elect  the  Knights  for  the  County,  and  the 
Burgc^srs  for  the  'IVnvn  of  Cambridge;  and  Eight  make  the  election  for  the 
County  and  Town  of  Uuutiugdon.   The  same  form  occurs  a.  b.  IZ*

The  Election  for  I>eon)inster  is  I)v  the  Burgesses  an fl  rotinnii- 
nitas^  for  Keailiim,  hy  the  Mayor  and  all  the  Burgesses;  for  Waliuigiurd, 
bj  the  Major  and  all  the  Bnrgewoe;  and  the  Indenture  is  signed  by  l^ven 

persons. 

A.  ft.  12.  Twelve  persons  elect  Knif^ht'^  for  !he  C  ounty  of  Kent,  and  the 
same  individuals,  ut  the  same  time,  elect  Cilizenii  for  Canterbury  and 
Rochester.   The  elecUon  for  Derbj  is  bj  Six  persons,  and  "many  others 

of  the  Community." 

A.  R.  13,  Seven  Attornies  of  the  Archhishop  of  Vork,  sundry  NoMes, 
and  some  Ladies,  annual  Suitors  to  the  County  Court,  held  every  six  weeks, 
are  the  Sole  fUectors  of  the  Knights. 

The  Elections  of  Knights,  Cili/.ens  and  Burgesses,  under  TTenry  V.,  were 
made  together  in  the  County  ('(vurt  of  the  Sliire,  on  the  same  day,  by  the 
same  persons,  and  the  names  were  geiieially  returned  in  One  Indenture^  by 
the  ShcrilT. 

In  the  ist  Ilcnry  V.,  a  Statute  i  -'  rnafle  on  Petition  of  the  Commons,  that 
the  Knights  elected  should  he  Kesident,  and  that  the  Kki  lion  should  he  hy 
the  Knights,  Esquires  and  Commons  of  the  Counties,  and  not  otherwise; 
in  presence  of  the  Sheriff,  and  not  by  Vote,  Assent  or  Commiraion  of  those 
ahsent;  and  that  the  Election  fitr  Cities  and  Boroughs  should  he  by  Citizens 
and  Burgesses,  Uesident  and  Etiirancbiaed  in  such  Cities  and  Boroughs^  and 
by  no  otliers-" 

In  this  year,  at  a  full  County  Court  held  at  Wilton,  Twenty-Six  persons 

chose  the  Kniglits  for  the  County,  nn-!  the  same  individuals  elected  Two 
Citizens  resi)ectively  for  New  Sanmi^Old  Sarum,  Wilt on^ Devizes, Maimes- 
bury,  MarU>orough  and  Calne. 

aIb.2.  Eif^t  Attornies  of  Se^en  Lords  and  one  £a//y,  suitors  at  the 
County  Court,  are  the  Sole  Electors  of  the  Knights  for  Yorkshire. 

At  the  County  Cvturt  of  Cumherland,  held  at  Carlisle,  Fourteen  Persons 
elect  the  Knij^hts  of  the  Shire,  and  the  Mayor,  Bailili'anil  Nine  Citizens, 
elect  two  Citizens  for  Carlislcw  As  there  was  no  Borouf^h  in  the  County, 
no  Btirr^esses  could  be  returned. 

Sixteen  Electors,  '^ex  assensu  totius  Cnmitatns,'*  chose  the  Knights  for 
Somersetshire;  and  at  the  same  time,  the  hame  persons  elected  the  Citizens 
for  various  places  in  the  County,  according  to  the  following  proportion.  The 
Mavnr  and  Three  Citizens  elected  two  Citizens  for  Bath.  Four  Citizens 
elected  the  Members  for  WeJls,  and  the  same  number,  those  for  Bridgewater 
and  Taunton. 

In  the  County  Court  of  Kent,  held  at  Rochester,  Four  Coroners  and 
Eiglit  ( ihers  present,  chose  the  Knights  for  the  County,  and  the  same  per- 
sons elect  two  Citizens  for  Canterbury,  and  two  for  Rochester. 

In  Surrey  and  Sussex,  the  Knights,  Citizens  and  Burgesses  are  elected 
in  the  County  Courts; 

Nineteen  persons  are  the  Electors  for  the  County  itf  Surrey,  for  Guild- 
ford, Southwark,  Ky^ate  and  Blechingley. 

Twenty- Four  persons  choose  the  Knights  for  Sussex,  and  also  the  Citizens 
and  Burgesses  ibr  Chichester,  Midhurst,  Horsham,  Shoreiuun,  JLewes^ 
Grinstead. 

Twenty-Four  Electors  return  the  Knights  tor  the  Counties  of  Dorset  and 
Somerset,  in  the  County  Courts.  On  the  same  day,  Four  of  the  above  per- 
sons elect  Burgesses  respectively  for  Dorchester,  Bridport,  Shaftesbury, 
Wareliam,  Wevmouth,  Melcombe,  Lyme;  The  same  practice  held  in  the 
years,  3,  5, 8  and  U  of  this  King. 
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£leT«n  PcrioBi^  md  "  many  others,'*  elected  tor  the  County  and  Borough 
of  Wojpirick,  md  made  a  Retunii  by  one  Indentuie. 

The  Mayor  and  Thirteen  others  were  the  Electors  for  the  City  of  Votl:, 
and  the  Mayor  and  Klevea  persons,  for  Hereford. 

At  Yannoutii,  the  Election  took  place  in  the  preeenee  of  Four  EIector% 
who  put  their  S«kls  to  the  Indenture. 

The  Mayor  and  Nineteen  elected  the  Membenfer  Linoobiy  in  the  pre- 
sence of  others,  "  tide  dignos." 

In  the  years  1,  2,  a,  'il  and  9,  Henry  V.,  the  election  Ibr  Oxford  was  by 
the  Mayor,  Aldemien,  Haililfs,  and  whole  Community  of  the  '^Yilla.** 

Fur  tlie  County  of  Wilta^  Knights,  Citixensj,  and  Bufgesees,  were  jointly 
elected  and  returned. 

In  the  3rd  Henry  V.,  a  eonridemble  portion  of  the  Freeholdera  of  many 
Counties  were,  according  to  usage,  exempted  from  the  burthens  of  wagee  ^ 
Knights  of  the  Shire^  and  thererore  ceased  to  be  Klectorsu  No  I.aw*  wore 
however  made  on  the  subject  ot  AVages.  Neither  were  any  K^ulalions 
made  on  tiria  subject,  even  on  tiie  subsequent  incorporation  m  IVales  with 
England,  by  Henry  VIII. 

a.  a.  5  Henry  V,  The  Mayor  nnd  Three  Citi/ent?  were  the  Electors  for 
Bath ;  Seven,  with  the  consent  and  assent  of  their  Co-Citizens,  for  Walling- 
ford ;  the  Mayor  and  Eleven  others  for  Hereford,  and  Twelve  Burgessea 
for  Bedford. 

A«-n.  n  and  9.  The  Attornies  only  of  Nobles  and  Ladies,  and  Knig^ita* 
Suitors,  made  the  election  for  Yorkshire,  and  sealed  the  Indentures. 

In  the  jeers  1, 2,  3,  5,  7,  13,  20,  27,  2H,  29,  33,  of  Henry  VI.,  the  form  of 
Election  for  Bath  continued  as  in  5th  Henry  Y. 

In  the  yenrs,  Henry  VI.,  1,  2,  5,  7,  the  Attornies  only  of  NoblM> 
Barons,  Lords,  and  Latlies^  and  Knights'  Suitors,  made  the  election  of 
Knights  in  the  County  Court  of  Yorlc wire,  and  sealed  the  IndenturesL 

A.  R.  2.  Eighteen  Electors,  in  flill  County  Court,  with  other  piobi  et 
"  of  the  County  of  Lancaster,  elected  ihe  Kniphts  ;  and  as  no  (jities  or 
liuruu^hs  of  this  County  ever  sent  Members,  no  returns  were  made  of  such.

The  Mayor  and  Ten  others  elected  the  Jiuigeasea  for  Bedford ;  and  the 
Mayor,  Bailiffs^  and  Thirteen  others  for  Cambridge^

The  Indenture  was  signed  by  the  Sheritf  and  Four 
Other  persons.  A  Declaration,  signed  by  124  Freeholders,  comphdning  of  a 
fidse  return  by  the  Sheriff'  of  Huntinjfdon^hire  was  also  sent  to  the  King. 

A.  u.  Xi.  Six  Burgesses  are  the  Klectors  for  L'olcliester.  Four  Burgesses, 
bv  a.sscnt  ot  the  rest,  elected  the  Burj^sses  of  every  Borough  in  Dorset- 
shire, and  returned  tiiem  by  a  joint  Indenture.  Six  Buigessss  elected  the 
Members  for  Maldon. 

A.  tt.  38.  The  Mayor  and  Bailiffs  and  Twelve  others  made  the  Election 
for  Chichester.  Fifteen,  for  Nottingham.  Five,  and  many  others  dwelling 
and  residing  in  the  Borough,  fiir  Guildfbrd.  Twenty-five  for  Kingstonniiion- 
Hull,  (b) 

Tliese  instances,  to  which  many  others  may  be  added,  are  sutficient  to 
shew  tiie  manner  and  form  of  Elections  even  in  those  periods  of  our  history 
when  the  Constitution  of  the  It^j^islative  Assemblies  is  generally  supposed 
to  have  been  establishe<l  on  a  rcfjular  and  .secure  basis.  Tlie  period  of  the 
Tudors  and  Stuarts  will  not  he  selected  as  more  perfect  examples  of  con- 
stitutional integrity  in  this  respect,  though  the  abuses  which  qirung  up 
under  t  heir  government,  gave  rise  to  arrangements  more  legitimate,  and  less 
capable  of  vi(dation.

or  in  the  Levy  of  Wages. 

The  difficulty  which  prevails  with  regard  to  the  character  of  the  Klectors, 
exists  in  no  less  a  degree  as  to  the  principle  adopted  in  the  selection  of  such 
Cities  and  l^irou^l.s  as  were  to  send  Keprosentativos. 

Those  which  are  named  in  the  Writs  of  the  49  Henry  III.,  the  Cities  of 
York  and  Lincoln,  and  the  C  iiKjue  Ports,  held  immediately  of  the  King,  as 
did  also  the  places  retjuircd  lo  send  in  the  11th  Edward  I.,  except  Chester, 
of  whicli  the  King  then  held  the  Earldom  in  his  own  liands»  and  Charter 
held  of  the  Earl. 

Edward  seemed,  even  in  his  23kl  year,  to  exercise  a  discretionary  power  in 
issuing  Writs  for  Cities  and  B(>ri)U(r|is.   After  the  Charter  granted  in  his 

25th  year,  the  Convention  of  Knit^lits.  Citizens  and  Burgesses  became  a 
necejwarv  measure,  whenever  the  Crown  required  an  Aid,  but  the  principles 
bv  which  the  Cities  and  Boroughs  were  selected,  is  involved  in  great 
obscurity. 

According  to  Trynne,  the  whole  number  of  Cities,  lioroutjhs  and  Ports  to 
which  Writs  were' issued  under  Edward  L,  IL,  111^  liiciiard  IL,  Henry 
IV.,  v.,  VL,  and  Edward  IV.,  was  but  170.  Some  of  these  made  no  return, 
and  had  no  second  Writs,  thus  reducing  the  number  to  161.  Many  of  them 
returned  but  once,  others  only  four  or  five  times,  others,  aj^in,  after  a  Ion*' 
discontinuance.  New  Boroughs  received  Writs  and  returned  under  Edward 
II.  and  III.,  Henry  VI.,  Edward  IV.;  and  after  hb  time,  new  Boroughs, 
though  poor  and  inconsideraUe^  were  set  up  bj  later  returns,  *^by  the 
practices  of  Sheritl's  or  ambitious  gentlemen,  not  by  prescription  or  Charter." 

This  Author  ascribes  the  origin  of  Boroughs  ^not  to  custom  or  pre- 
scription, nor  the  Charters  of  Kings,  but  to  t&  Sheriff's  Precepts  directed 
to  such  Citieaand  Boroughs  as  they  thought  meet,  by  the  authority  granted 
under  the  general  Clause  in  the  Kinij's  Writs  of  Summons,  each  SheriflT 
using  an  arbitrary  power  in  the  execution  of  the  Clause,  according  to  his 
judgment,  or  his  affections  of  Ikvour,  partiality,  malice,  or  the  solicit- 
ations  of  Boroughs  or  Competitors."  Hence  it  happened  uat  some  Sheriffs 
returned  more  tnan  their  Prc'leccssors,  others  fewer.  Some  poor  Boroughs 
retuseii  to  make  any  election  by  reason  of  their  poverty,  inability,  or  as 
having  no  fit  persons  to  elect,  or  any  who  would  aenre.  Others  constantly 
sent,  except  Under  peculiar  cirt  unistances.  Others  were  constrained  to  send 
Members  against  their  will,  and  made  complaint  to  the  King,  who  relieved 
them  of  the  charge  and  trouble.  Others  again  were  discharged  by  the 
Sheriff's,  or  at  their  own  desire  obtained  temporary  or  perpetual  exemptions, 
from  the  King;  and  thus  lost  their  privilege. 

That  the  Sheriff's,  erected,  nominated,  rctiirned,  omitted,  discontinued, 
revived,  and  re-continued  Boroughs,  according  to  tlieir  own  will  and  jjleasure, 
seems  evident  fivm  the  returns  for  Lancaster.  Under  the  Three  first 
Edwardis  thirteen  Sheriffil  returned  Members  thirteen  times  for  Lancaster, 
and  six  times  for  Preston;  and  yet,  in  twt'nty-six  intervening  years,  other 
Sherifi's  make  the  return,  **Non  est  alitjua  Civis  neque  Burgus  in  Baliiva 
mea,**  or  none  tiiet  could  send,  ^  propter  paui)ertatem ;"  or,  again,  none, 
**  qui  ad  aliqua  Parliamenta  retroactis  temporibus  venire  consueverunt-'* 

In  26  Edward  I.,  the  Sheriff  for  Bucks  returns.  N villi  sunt  Cives,  *.c.," 
yet  iin  28  Edward  I.,  two  Burgees  each  are  returned  for  Amersham, 
Wycombe  and  Wendover.  The  Sheriffs*  ft-enucnt  Return,  "non  est  alia 
Civitas  vel  Burgus  in  Comitatu,**  though,  in  Parliaments  immediately  follow* 
in^r,  Ketums  are  made  from  other  Boroughs  in  the  same  County,  indicates 
either  such  exclusive  Power  on  the  pari  of  the  Sheritf,  or  that  such  Cities 
or  Boroughs  were,  in  eonaeqaence,  perhaps,  of  such  defective  Return, 
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created  hy  S])C€ial  Patents  or  by  direction  ui'  the  King,  near  the  year  of  the 

last  Iletuni. 

That  some  Cities  or  Borougfa8»  which  appear  in  subsequent  Retuma,  were 

oilen  omitted  from  the  mere  carelessness  of  the  Shi  riff'-*,  is  made  evident 
from  tlie  Statutes,  5  Itichard  II.,  Pari.  2,  c.  2,  for  punishing  Sheriffs  who 
leave  out  Cities  and  Borouj^hs  which  are  bound,  and  of  old  times  wont,  lo 
UBbA  Meniliers;  and  from  Statute,  22  Henry  VI.,  c.  15.  The  same  omiiMuoii 
occurred  from  the  default  of  such  Cities  and  Boroughs  themselves,  iu  nnt 
demanding  Warrants,  or  in  not  electing  and  returning  Buigeases  upuu  the 
issue  of  the  Sheriff's  Warrants;  in  consequence  of  whiot  neglect,  the 
Return  was,    Nullum  mlbi  dederunt  Resnunsum/' 

It  has  been  statct!  that  several  Borougns,  Ijv  direi  tion  of  the  Sheriff,  or 
untler  other  intluence,  returned  Burgesses  three  or  four  times,  very  much 
loainst  their  vrWht  and  dedn^and  never  elected  or  returned  any  a^rwards. 
mich  appears  to  have  been  the  case  in  the  treipu  tuly  cited' caae  of  the 
Borougn  of  Chijjinfr  Torinjjton,  Devon,  thoufrh  their  chiim  of  exemption 
was  not  as  complete  as  it  was  then  represented  by  themselves.  In  42  Kdw. 
III.,  thev  urged  by  Petition  to  the  Kinff,  "That  they  ought  not  to  be  so 
burdened  with  sending  men,  neither  did  they  send  any  before  the  2l8t  of  his 

Reign,  when  the  Sfirrijf  ivtlicinnsht  returned  into  fhr  ('hdru'crt/,  that  tJic  said 
Town  was  a  Borouyh^  and  so^Jrom  that  yeatf  by  Prete.i  t  qj'  the  mid  Jieturn^  the 
Tomn  had  been  ma^  timee  ptU  to  ffreai  paine  md  ex^nses^  I0  iheir  no  emaU 
mtevmee  and  damage^  and  manifest  impoveriihing.*'  Upon  thSt  Petition^  the 
King  granted  them  an  exemption  by  Patent  It  may,  however,  be  remark- 
ed, that  whatever  might  be  the  Power  or  Malice  of  the  Sheriff  in  the  year 
SI,  this  Borough  had,  in  &ct,  sent  Burgetset  to  17  Pferliamenu  befoie  that 
je<ir,  though  in  the  three  immediately  preceding,  17,  19  and  20  Kdward  III^ 
the  lletvim  had  been  "Rallivi  nullum  Ilesponsuni  deilerunt."  From  21  to 
42  Edward  III.,  they  had  also  sent  Burgesses  to  11  Parliaments  iSotwith- 
standing  theae  Precedents  the  Patent  of  Exemption  was  granted,  and  not- 
withstanding this  Patent,  they  were  obliged  to  send  Burgesses,  annis  43^ 
and  45  Edward  IIL  After  which  they  never  elected  or  returned  anj 
Members. 

Some  ancient  Boroutffas  and  Ports,  which  never  lent  above  once  or  twice, 

or  very  rarely,  have,  auer  a  discontinuance  of  one  or  two  hundred  years,  a 
term  which  entirely  subverted  their  claim  of  Presrription,  or  "Custom  time 
out  of  mind/*  (the  supposed  Title  ot  most  ancient  rurliamentary  Boroughs 
sending  Members)  been  revived  and  erected,  either  by  Special  Charter% 
creating  them  Boroughs,  hy  the  general  Clause  in  the  Siierilfs  Writ,  or,  in 
later  times,  hy  the  mere  Order  of  the  Commons,  without  the  previous  or 
concurrent  assent  oi  tiie  King  or  Lords. 

The  poor  and  deeajfed  Boroughe,  as  they  are  called,  of  Cornwall,  Devon, 
Wilts,  Hants,  Sussex,  &c.,  which  were  so  denominated  even  in  the  time 
of  the  Long  Parliament,  the  Commonwealth,  and  of  Charles  II.,  have  been 
erected  at  very  ditl'ercnt  periods.  The  Cornish  Borouglis,  Launceston, 
Leskard,  Truro,  Bodmin,  Helston,  and  Tregony,  first  returned  Members 
in  2:1  Edward  1.  ;  Lostwithiel,  33  Edward  I.  ;  Eastlow  and  Fowey,  34  Ed- 
ward 1.  i  8altash,  Camelford,  Westlow,  Cirampouiid,  Bos«inpy,  St.  ^Sfichnel, 
Newport,  6  Edward  V J. ;  Penryn,  1  Mary;  iJt.  Ives,  4  auU  Si  Phiiip  and 
Mary;  St  German's  and  St.  Mawes,  5  Elhsabeth;  Kellington,  27  Elizabeth. 

Of  the  Cities  and  Borouj;hs  of  Devon,  Exeter,  Totness,  Barnstaple, 
PlymptcMi,  Tavestock,  rct\irne<l  Burgesses  23  Edward  I.;  Plymouth,  Ash- 
burton,  Dartmouth, 2'i  Edward  I.;  Okeliauipton  and  Ilonyton,  2^  it^dwanlL; 
Beeralstun,  27  Elizabeth  ;  Tiverton,  18  Jac 

In  the  Countv  of  Wilts,  Old  Sarum  returned  Burgesses  23  Edward  T., 
then  intermitted  till  lU  Kdward  III.,  since  which  it  has  constantly  sent. 
New  Sarum  has  sent  ever  since  23  Edward  I.  WUton  continued  to  send 
ftom  23  Edward  I*    DmenUtn  returned  Members  from  23  Edward  1.  to  38 
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Edmund  III.,  and  except  1  Heniy  V.,  cened  till  20  Henry  Vl  The  Hr^t 
Relurn  for  Ilindon  u  27  Henry  VI.,  no  answer  having  been  made  to  a 
Precept  7  Rich&ni  II.  ffeytesbury  &nd  Westbun/  first  mnde  lleturus  27  or 
28  JltnrT  VL  Value  returned  Burgesses  under  Kdward  L,  but  except 
1  Edward  II.,  and  34, 3G,  Edward  III.,  intermitted  till  2  Richard  II.  Devizes 
■ent  Members  to  the  Parliaments  of  Edward  I.,  but  madeonlv  ft)ur  E  'lunu, 
1,  8,  0,  19  Edwaril  II.  till  4  F  lwr  ^  TIL  Chippenham,  aflcT  "Edward  I., sent 
only  to  2  uf  luiward  the  Second  s  rarliameutti,  and  to  4  of  Edward  III.,  and 
then  intermitted  till  Kidiard  11^  and  sfi^in  ceaaed  sending  12  Richard  II., 
till  I  Henry  VI.  Malmsburtf  sent  Members  ab  online.  Cricklade  sent 
jNIemlipr^  to  tin.*  Parliaments  of  Edward  I.,  l)ul  ufti  r\vrtr(Tsnnly20  Edward  II,. 
and  lo  eight  Parliaments  of  Edward  ill.,  and  after  Iticliard  II.,  (excepi  1 
Henry  I  v.,  and  1,  2,  and  9,  of  Henrjr  V.)  ceaaed  sending  till  Henry  V 1. 
Great  lied  win  and  l,u<;ershall  sent  to  all  Edward  the  First's  Parliaziu'iUs,  to 
1  and  K  Kdward  1 1..  'Mi,  :i7.  Edward  ITT, and  seven  Parliaments  of  Richard  II ; 
but  alter  his  iOth  year  intermitted  (except  1  Henry  IV.)  till  9  Henry  V^, 
Wotten  Batseit  first  aent  25  Henry  VL   M^Hbormtgh  sent  ab  origine. 

No  precise  account  can  be  given  of  the  causes  of  these  varieties  and  inter* 
rniN^ioiis.  They  must  be  s  inL'lil  in  some  of  the  particular  accidents  which 
have  been  already  assigned  m  the  sources  uf  the  exiiiLing  constitution  of  Uie 
Legisl^ve  Body.  The  inevitable  conrlunon,  however,  which  results  from 
Ulifl  inquiry,  is,  that  the  presence  of  Representatives  of  the  People  was  in 
tho-^c  dnvs  con^iflercd  vcrv  immaterial,  and  t!iat  (he  IVnplo  themselves  vised 
tiieir  i)est  exertions  to  escape  lirom  the  harden  and  charges  of  Representation., 
while  they  placed  a  voluntary  confidence  in  the  discretion  and  judgment  of 
the  Sovereign,  and  his  selected  or  hereditary  Counsellors. 

Since  the  Statutes  4  Richard  II.,  1  IL-nry  V.,  Henry  VL,  no  SheriiTs, 
by  virtue  of  the  King's  Writ,  can  erect,  or  enable  any  newly  created,  or 
long  discontinued  Borough  to  choose  and  return  Burgesses,  whatever  thev 
anciently  did.  The  Sututes  of  27,  34,  35,  Henry  VIII.,  decbre,  that  they 
can  only  be  created  and  revived  liv  special  .Vets  of  I'arliaii'ont.  '*AIl 
Boroughs,*'  says  Pryone,**  which  have  been  erected,  or  poor  ones  whah  have 
been  revived  since  23  Henry  VL,  by  Sherifi**s  Precepts,  miglit  justly  be 
suppressed  by  ^  Quo  Warranto^*  and  ought  to  be  disabled,  as  well  for  their 
disaoility,  as  the  manifold  "toss  disordci*^.  corruptions,  and  .ibus.vs,  in  selling 
their  voices,  by  tumultuous,  surreptitious,  and  fi-audulent  Elections,  and 
lalse  and  double  Returns,  which  take  up  more  time  of  the  Commons*  House, 
than  all  public  busmess  of  highest  concernment** 

One  evident  muse  of  the  {lisinclinalion  which  prevailed,  in  the  earlier 
periods  of  our  History,  to  send  Representatives  to  Parliament,  was  the 
necessity  of  paying  the  Wages  of  the  Members  so  returned.  3Iany  of  the 
Bovougna  brang  unable  or  unwilling  to  defiray  these  Expencea,  either  ne|p- 
lected  to  answer  the  Sherifi^*a  Writ,  or  petitioned  to  be  exempted  from  an 
insupportable  Charge. 

The  first  Writ  for  levying  Wa^es,  "  de  Expensis,"  is  coeval  with  the 
first  known  attendance  of 'Knights  m  the  Parliament,  4!)  Ilenry  III.  The 
King's  Writ,  tested  10  Feb.,  the  last  day  of  this  .Meeting,'  directs  the 
Sheriffs  to  assess,  by  a  Jury  of  Four  lawful  Knightj»,  the  reasonable  ex- 
pences  of  lite  Representative  Knight^  veniendo,  morando  et  redeundo,** 
80  that  the  County,  **  ultra  modum  non  gravetur  and  assigns  as  the  reason 
why  such  a  Writ  was  ifninted,  that  "iiden>  Alilites  monim  diutumiorem 
quam  credcbant  traxerint  ibidem,  propter  quod  non  modica;^  feccrint 
Exueuitas,"  which  it  was  fit  the  Commonalties  electing  them  should  defray, 
and  not  themselves. 

Though  manv  (  f  the  Writ-?  subsequent  to  this  Period  are  not  now  extant, 
it  app^rii  from  the  Clause  "pruul  alias  in  casu  consiuiili  fieri  consuevit,** 
in  tnose  of  2i),  29  and  33  Edward  L,  that  they  continued  to  be  issued  at  the 
end  of  every  Parliament, 
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These  Writs  were  at  first  verr  general  and  indefinite,  expressing  neither 
the  sum  to  be  paid,  the  names  of  those  who  were  to  receive  payment,  nor 
the  term  of  their  Services.  In  the  28  £d«rard  I.,  the  second  Writs  that 

occur,  the  names  of  the  several  Knights,  Citizens,  and  Burgesses,  are  sent 
to  the  Sheriffs  of  the  respective  Counties;  and  in  later  Writs,  the  particular 
sitins  are  specified,  with  the  number  of  dajs  lor  which  pajment  is  to  be 
made. 

In  33  Edward  I.,  by  Proclamation  of  the  Knig,  the  Commons  m  ordered 
to  sue  forth  their  own  Writs  of  Expences;  a  course  which  wsi  afterwsjrds 
cnstomanr  at  the  end  of  every  Psrliament. 

In  36  Edward  I.,  the  Writs  for  Citizens  and  Burgesses  are  addressed  to 
the  Mayors,  Bailitis,  and  other  ( >f!icers  of  the  respective  Citiesand  Boroi;^gb% 
and  not,  as  before,  to  the  Sheritlk. 

f n  2  Edward  IL,  the  Sheriff  is  commanded  to  return  the  Writ  of  Expences, 
with  a  Certificate  of  the  amount  levied  for  Wages,  under  his  own  Seal,  and 
that  of  two  Sworn  Knii^tits ;  and  the  same  order  is  made  to  the  Majors  and 
Bailifi'a,  wlio  ure  to  act  witli  two  Sworn  Burgesses. 

The  Writs,  16  Edwafd  IL,  first  reduced  the  wages  to  a  de6nlte  amount, 
namely  to  4s.  a  day  for  every  Knight  of  the  Shire,  and  2s.  for  every  Citizen 
and  Burgess,  in  coming,  staying,  and  retumi'nj^.  The  Kxpcnces  of  each 
Member  are  ascertained  by  a'sura  total,  which  includes  the  number  of  days 
Ibr  which  the  charge  was  made,  some  Members  being  allowed  mora  days 
than  others,  by  reason  of  the  remoteness  of  the  different  Counties,  Cities, 
or  Boro\ic^hs,  from  the  Place  where  the  Parliament  was  held.  To  those 
who  lived  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood,  or  even  in  the  same  County,  no 
extra  days  are  granted,  ^veniendo^  redeundo,**and  payment  Is  awarded'ooly 
for  those  on  wJiich  tlicy  actually  sat,  when,  together  with  their  Kxpences, 
terminated  also  their  IVivilege  of  Freedom  from  Actions  and  Arrest,  (c) 

The  amount  of  Wages,  however,  in  cheap  year.s,  or  lor  other  reasons^ 
oometfanes  varied.  Thus,  17  JBdward  II.,  the  Knights  are  ordered  to  reeelve 
3s.  4d.  onlv,  and  the  Citizens  and  Buraessej  20d.  ;  and  18  Edward  II.,  the 
former  onfy  2s.  Hd.,  and  the  latter,  prohably,  lod.  Till  15  Edward  III.,  the 
Knights,  bjf  Order,  received  a  higher  sum  than  those  who  were  not  such,  in 
the  propMortton,  graerally,  of  4s.  to  Ssl,  and  the  King  altered  these  Expsnoea 
in  a  proportion  answerable  to  their  respective  degrees^  and  not  over  bni^ 
den£ome  to  the  Community  which  paid  them,  {d) 

As  the  amount  of  wages  varied  according  to  tlie  distance  firom  which 
Members  were  sent,  It  sometimes  happened  that  the  days  idlowed  for  the 
Journey  to  and  fro,  exceeded  those  of  the  actual  Session  of  the  Parliament, 
Thus,  4  Edward  III.,  the  Parliament,  at  Wynton,  sat  hut  eleven  days, 
though  the  Knights,  Citizens,  and  Burgesses  of  Cumberland,  were  allowed 
woges  for  twenty-seven  days,  of  which  sixteen  were  for  the  expences  of 
their  .Tournies.  The  Parliament  at  York,  9  Edward  III.,  sat  out  eight 
days,  hut  tlie  Members  firom  CornwoU  iiad  tbirty-tiro  days  granted  them 
for  ExpencLS. 

In  the  14th  Edward  III.,  the  Sheriffs  are  commanded  to  make  a  Return 
into  the  Fxche(^uer  of  all  Smns,  levied,  roccivcd,  and  paid  as  wages. 

In  the  2nth  Edward  HI.,  tiie  Commons  petition  concerning  the  Expences 
of  Knights  oi'  Shires,  on  a  controverted  Question  between  the  Tenants  of

With  few  exceptions  the  Wsges  for  Knights  continued  to  be  48..  and  for  Citizens  and  Bnrgrwci 
2s.,  for  some  cenluricii.  cvon  in  tlic  reign  of  Clurlr  .  *.'.  notwithstanding  the  immense  diflTcrcnre 
In  the  value  of  Money.  I'ryniic  ik  of  opinion,  that,  in  lits  day  ^  1660)  Foity  bbilUogs  were  scarcely 
cqnlTalcm  to  4a.  when  Wage*  were  flrst  dettrmlned. 
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Ix)iaa  hoKltng  hy  Barony,  and  other  Freeholden  of  Gounllet  and  their 

Knight*  (f)  .  «    , ^  , 

In  31  Edward  III-,  nn  old  Clause  "tntn  infra  I.iberlatcs  quam  cxtrn  has 
the  addition  "  Civitutibus  et  Burgis  duntaxat  exceptis,"  indkaling  Uiat  such 
scut  Members  should  not  he  douhly  charged  with  the  Espenceaof 
Knights,  as  well  as  of  their  own  Burgesses. 

In  SI  Kdv^ard  III.,  the  Commons  again  petition  the  Kiivj'  as  to  the  manner 
of  levying  their  Expences,  the  I#ords  holdin^r  hy  Daruuy,  having  endea- 
voured to  extend  the  exemption  from  payment  even  to  their  Free- renants 
and  Freeholders,  aflodnst  former  uaagOi  which  limited  it  to  their  Demesaei^ 
Villains,  or  Bond  Tenants.  (/) 

It  appears  from  a  l^ctition  uf  the  Commons,  1  Richard  II.,  that  all  Cities 
and  Boroughs  which  actually  sent  no  Citizens  and  lUirgesses  to  Parliament, 
(ta  those  within  the  Duchy  of  liancnster,  Edward  111.  and  Kicliard  II.)  did 
and  ought  to  contribute  to  the  Wa.rt «  and  Expcnces  of  the  Knighta  i  more- 
over, that  all  Freeholders,  that  held  not  in  ancient  Demesne,  should  be 
charged  as  In  formet  times.  It  appears,  also,  by  a  Law  Case  and  Pleadiiifi& 
8  Richard  IL,  that  every  Village  was,  orrit,dit,  particularly  taxed  imv^nh 
Kiiiglit.s*  Expcnces,  unless  discharged  b_v  Prescription,  or  ancient  Tenure 
under  a  Bishop  or  other  Peer  ol  the  lUaliii,  summoned  to  Parliament ;  and 
that  Sherim  and  th^r  Officers  might  legaUy  distrain  Ibr  those  Expenoes^  If 
not  paid.  ((/) 

In  the  Parliament,  12  Ricbnrd  II.,  upon  Pcliliou  of  the  Commons,  an  Act 
was  passed  for  the  due  kv  ving  of,  and  contributing  to,  the  Expences  of 
Knights,  by  all  Lands  formerly  contributing'  towards  them,  though  aftec^* 
WM?S coming  into  the  hands  of  Lords  of  Parliament ;  which  Act  ended  many 
cmitroversics  between  t!ie  Spiritual  and  Temporal  Ijorda,  and  their  Free- 
bold  Tenants,  and  liie  Knights  of  the  Shke,  and  other  FredioMefi  dMIged 
with  Knights'  Expences. 

In  the  I'arlianient,  15  Ilichard  II.,  the  Commons  petition  con cermnft  con- 
tribution?, as  well  by  the  Free  Tenants  of  Lands  and  others  inhabiting 
within  Franchises  as  without,  who  pretended  Exemption.  The  King  refbni 
them  to  the  Chancellor,  as  Judge  and  Umpire  in  such  Cases  of  difference. 

The  Slicriffs,  18  Plt  liard  II.,  having  again  endeavoured  to  make  all 
Bi^^f'I^^^  Copvhold  and  Villain  Tenants,  and  Tenanto  in  Ancient  Demesne, 
contributory 'to  the  Expences  of  Knights,  contrsry  to  former  Custom,  are 
leatndHed  by  Special  Writs  of  Prohibition  and  Sunersedeas,  Issued  out  of 
Chancery;  nnl  all  Archdtiteris  and  others,  are  prohibited  to  compel  Clerks  of 
Chancery  ihat  were  beneliced,  to  contribute  towards  the  Expences  of 
Bishops,  and  the  Clergy's  Proxies,  or  Clerks  In  the  Convocation.  (*> 

In  the  Parliament  2  Henry  V.,  the  Commons  of  Kent,  within  the  Gild- 
able,  petition  against  the  Sheriffs  who  levied  the  Knights*  expenses,  contrary 
to  the  ancient  Custom,  upon  those  who  were  exempted  from  any  Con- 
tribution towards  them ;  by  which  It  appears,  that  all  Knights*  Pees,  not  in 
the  hands  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  or  other  Spiritual  and  Temporal 
Lords  usually  repairing  to  Parliaments,  ought  to  contribute  to  such  ex- 

E;nces,  and  that  they  ought  to  be  levied  equally  on  all  such  Freeholders, 
ords  and  Tenants,  accq^ing  to  former  Custom,  and  not  at  the  Sheriffs 
pleasure;  ftrther,  that  the  King  was  the  oolj  proper  Judge  at  to  the  Pei> 
sons  on  whom  they  should  be  levied. 

The  Commons  again  petition  the  King,  8  Henry  V.,  that  all  Cities, 
Boroughs,  Towns,  Hamlets  and  the  Eesiants  within  thenK  except  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal  coming  to  Parliament,  men  of  the  Church,  and

In  23  Uenry  VI.,  on  the  Commons*  petition  to  the  King,  against  the 
abiucB  of  the  Sheriffs,  who  tevied  more  £xp  cnces  tlian  were  due,  and 
epprofiriated  the  surplus  to  their  own  purposes,  a  Statute  is  made  to  pre- 
vent sucli  misconduct  in  future.  There  nppoar  to  liave  been  few  or  no 
alterations  in  the  Form,  or  the  Issue  of  Writs  or  Levy  of  Waxres,  in  the 
Beiffns  of  Edward  IT.,  Richard  IIL,  iir  Henry  VII.  ^ 

That  a  similar  pi  a<  lice  obtained  under  Henrv  VIII.,  is  evident  from  the 
Statute,  6  Hf  !irv  VIII.,  c.  III,  which  commr^nds  lliat  henceforth  none  of 
the  Knights,  Citizens,  Burgesses  and  Barons  shall  (as  is  the  practice) 
dtnart  ftom  the  Parliament,  nor  a&sml  themselves  lh>m  the  same,  tiU  it  he 
liilly  finished,  ended,  or  nrorogued,  without  License  of  the  Sjiealter  and 
Commons,  "upon  pain  to  lose  ail  tho^e  Sums  which  thcv  should  have  for 
Wages,  and  all  Counties,  &c.  are  clcaji>  discharge<l  of  the  said  Wages."  (») 

It  also  evident  from  the  Statute,  27  Henry  VIII.,  e.  20.  ennbUng  the 
Counties  and  Boroughs  of  Wales  to  elect  and  send  Knights  and  Burgesses, 
which  said  Knights  and  others  are  allowed  f?uch  Fees  as  other  KTiiL»!irs,  t\c., 
to  be  levied  and  paid  iu  the  same  form  and  order.  So,  also,  34, 35  lienry 
VIII.,  e.  la,  the  SUtttte  for  the  County  Palatine  and  City  of  Chester, 
directs  the  levy  of  Wag^  and  Fees  for  the  Knights,  Cltixensand  Burgesses 
returned. 

It  appears  clearly  from  all  the  Preceding  Writs,  that,  according  to  the 
indent  Constitution  of  England,  no  Knights  or  Bumsses  were  &und  to 
serve  gratuitously  in  the  ^.'ouncils  or  Parliaments  ot  England ;  and  that 
auch  Counties,  Cities  and  Boroucfhs  as  could  not,  or  would  not  pay  their 
Ble tubers,  might  not  l^aily  make  any  election  or  return,  and  lost  their 
Privilege  of  sending. 

It,  furthermore,  appears  that  the  Knights,  Citizens  and  Burgesses  re- 
ceived wages  only  for  the  period  of  their  actual  attendance  in  Parliament, 
and  for  the  time  which  was  absolutely  necessary  for  their  resort  to,  and 
iwtum  from,  the  several  Plaees  where  sueh  Parliaments  were  helL  and  tiiat 
ihev  could  not  absent  themselves  a  single  day  from  the  service  of  theHotlse, 
without  Leave,  in  the  earlier  pericnls,  from  the  King,  and,  afterwards,  from 
the  Speaker  and  Commons,  except  under  a  forfeiture  of  their  Wages,  and 
the  mscharge  of  the  several  Counties,  itc  from  the  liability  to  such  debt. 
The  same  rule  applied  to  any  delay  which  took  phwe  in  first  coming  tO 
Parliament,  from  whntcvcr  muse  it  niipht  nris^'.

From  these  Writs  '*de  KxpcnsiV'  we  obtain  very  precise  Information  as 
to  the  nature  and  duration  of  the  Privilege  of  Parliament,  as  it  existed 
under  the  Ancient  Constitution  of  England.  This  a])pears  to  have  been 
strictly  limited  by  the  number  of  days  tor  which  wages  were  Kceived,  and 
to  have  been  precisely  boundetl  by  nctuml  attendance,  and  the  time  required 
for  repairing  to  and  returning  troui  the  several  Council^  nnd  VarliniTicnts, 
The  duratiuu  ot  liiis  Privilege  varied,  therefore,  iu  each  indiviUuai  Cu^e. 

This  Privilege  of  Parliament  is  a  temporary  Immunity  which  our  Kings 
prantcd  to  the  -Mrmbers  of  Parliament  and  their  necessary  attendants, 
ihirinp^  Parliamentary  Assemblies,  customarily  demanded  by  the  Spcnkors 
ui  the  Commons  at  the  beginning  of  every  Parliament  in  hehali'  of  them- 
wives  and  the  Members,  and  then  fully  and  gndously  granted  to  them  by

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the  King,  as  a  matter  of  Custom  and  ancient  Ui^ht.  The  Privileges  asked 
and  conceded  were  threefold;  First,  that  the  Commons  might  have  free 
Speech,  as  of  right  and  custom  they  have  used;  and  for  belter  attending  the 
public  and  importunate  service  of  the  House,  ihomsclvcs  and  their  necessary 
attendants  might  be  free»  both  in  Person  and  Gooils,  from  nil  Arrests  and 
trouble,  according  to  their  ancient  Priviler^es  and  Immunities.  Secondljf, 
thut  in  any  thing  the  Speaker  ahnuUl  deliver  in  the  name  uf  the  Commona, 
if  he  should  commit  any  error,  no  fault  mij^ht  be  imnuted  to  the  Commons, 
&c.  Thirdly^  that  as  oil  as  was  noiessary  for  bis  ^Jijjesty^s  Service,  ^ic., 
he  might  hare  AooeM  to  his  Majesty's  Person. 

From  this  view  of  the  ancient  Constitution,  it  appears,  that  (1)  No  * 
Privilege  ol"  Parliament  can  actually  begin  before  the  first  day  of  the  Parlia- 
ment's sitting,  because  till  tliat  very  moment  there  is  no  Uigli  Court  of 
FarUament,  and  Privilege  is  dependent  on,  and  annexed  to  the  Parliament. 

(2)  PrivU^e  is  humbly  petitioned  for,  dc  novo,  at  the  first  sitting  of 
every  Parliament,  and  then  only,  dc  novo,  granted  by  the  King,  who,  upon 
this  occasion,  has  sometimes  specially  guarded  and  restricted  the  concession, 
"io  that  bj  colour  of  this  Privilege,  no  man's  ill  doings,  or  not  nerferming 
of  duties  may  be  covered  or  pretermitted/*  10  Henry  IV.,  Elizabeth. 

(3)  The  Ancient  Petition  of  the  Speaker  from  3  ftic.  TI.  till  the  present 
times,  (mlj^r  prays  for  " Liberie  en  Parliament^''  and  neither  extends  to  any 
period  betore^  nor  after  the  actual  existence  of  the  Parlipment,  any  mora 
than  Freedom  of  Speech  docs  so  extend.  ^Forcovcr,  the  Writs  of  Privil^e 
themselves,  only  claim  lreud<»ni  from  Arrest  and  Imprisonment  for  the 
respective  Members  uf  both  Houses,  '"dum  sic  in  Parliamentis  morantur.'* 

(4)  No  Member  can  have  Privilege  before  he  is  an  actual  IVfentber,  and 
has  been  admitted  into  the  Ilou-e.  Since  5  Kliz.,  c.  1,  and  7  Jac,  c.  6,  no 
one  can  sit  nor  claim  the  Privilege  of  a  Member  till  he  has  taken  the  Oaths 
of  Supremacy  and  Allegiance.  Privilege  and  the  service  of  Parliament 
begin  together.  PriviLgium  dari  non  ))utest,  rei  quie  non  est.  A  Privilege 
cannot  be  conceded  for  a  Parliament,  which  though  summoned,  mav  be  pro- 
rogued, recalled  or  dissolved  before  it  actually  meets^  as  liappenecL  23  £d- 
wardl.,  11  Edward  II.  (/) 

(5)  Privilege,  (<*proprie  quod  contra  Jus,  vel  in  pra^udidum  alionun, 
debet  stricte  mterpretari,  ut  minus  dcrogct  .Turi  communi,'*)  ought  to  hc^hi 
from  the  King^s  actual  concession  of  it  to  the  Speaker,  and  expire  with  the 
dissolution.  Prynne  Is  of  opinion,  that,  according  to  the  ancient  Constltii- 
tion,  continued  throng  many  Ueigns,  the  Privilege  of  ^fembers  and  their 
domestic  Servants  accompanying  them  to  and  waiting  on  them  during  Parlia- 
ments, begins  the  very  iirst  day  allotted  them  to  set  out  from  their  Houses 
towaras  we  Parliament,  eo  as  to  lie  there  by  the  beginning  of  the  Sessioo ; 
that  it  continues  all  the  time  of  their  stay,  and  ends  with  those  days  alter 
the  Session  allowed  them  to  return  to  their  Houses,  according  to  their 
several  distances  irom  Places  where  Parliaments  are  held,  bounded  entirely 
by  tlM  «bya  reasonably  and  indifferently  allotted  them  in  their  respective 
Writs  de  bpeniis,  to*  going  and  returniiig.  (m)    Their  Ezpenoes  and  the

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tenn  of  their  Privilege  of  freedom  from  Arrest  antl  Imprisonmpnt,  varied, 
therefore^  according;  to  the  dUTerence  of  times  required  to  appear,  and  again 
to  reach  their  several  di>itinations;  in  aome  cASes  uuuij  days  being  allowed. 
In  oCben^  from  their  conveiiient  locatitiea,  nich  allowance  being  grantca 
'*pro  morii  tantttm,**  nnd  not  foranj  extraordinary  period  before  or  aflery 
tbe  conclusion  ol'  the  Session. 

The  original  grotmd,  end,  and  reason  of  this  Privilege,  was  not  to  protect 
Menfaen  or  thMr  Servants  afr.iinsi  ji^t  <kbta^  suits,  judgments,  andese- 
eutlons,  contrary  to  right  and  justice,  for  tiieir  own  particular  ailv  nntn^^'o,  or 
to  the  prejudice  of  Iheir  Cretiitwa  and  iVosecutors,  but  merely'  to  enable 
them,  witnout  hindrance  and  interruption,  to  attend  and  dispatch  the  pnblie 
affairs  of  tbe  Kingdom,  with  all  posKible  expedition  ;  which  otherwise  might 
be  obstructed  ana  retankn!  by  tbeir  a]»>ence  nnd  restraint*  As  the  Privilege 
of  Farlua^ment,  in  all  tlie  aucknt  poriml.t  of  our  Couatilution,  was  coincident 
with  lliegrant  of  Wages,  it  la  evident,  that  it  was  as  prediel/ limited  aa 
these.  The  Kxpences  and  Privileges  had  one  and  the  same  hc|{inning,  du- 
ration, and  determination,  neither  of  them  la8tin<»  durinf;*:  the  vacations  of 
Failument,  by  adiournment  or  prorogation,  or  in  cases  ot  absence  or  de- 
parture  from  the  Houses 

According  to  the  ancient  Constitution  of  England,  upon  Writs  of  Privi- 
lege or  Superst'fleac,  brought  by  Members  or  their  menial  Servants  out  of 
tl^  Chancery  or  Parliament,  tbe  Judges  of  the  King's  Courts  conrtantlj 
fudged  of  the  PriHIegea  oif  Parliament,  aecording  to  Common  Law  and 
Kight,  without  ever  beinf*  questioned  for  it  as  a  breaeli  of  the  Privilege  or 
Jurisdiction  of  Parliament.  It  will,  however,  f^e  rcinarivcd,  that  there  never 
was  auy  general  Supersedeas  or  Writ  ot  rnvilegc  brought  to  tbe  King's 
Courts  to  stav  all  Process  of  Law  against  Memhers  or  their  Servants,  bv 
Bill,  Ori<?inaf  Writ,  or  otherwise,  in  real  or  personal  Actions,  whereon  thcUT 
Persons  were  not  arrested,  cvrn  during  the  Session  of  Parliament. 

The  only  Privilege  of  Paxiiaincnt  then  known,  claimed,  and  allowed  to 
the  Members,  was  a  freedom  from  Arrests  and  Imprisonment  sitting  the 
Parliament.  Such  I'rivil^e  extended  (1)  to  all  Members.  Assistant*;,  nnd 
Officers  of  both  Houses,  who  repair  to  Parliament  by  the  Kuig's  Writs  of 
Summons,  and  upon  legal  Elections  and  lieturn:$,  coiUinuaUy  attefui  there  tiU 
their  DUtalution,  and  also  during  their  slay,  coming  and  returning ;  (S>  to 
all  their  real  and  necessary  menial  Servants,  in  atlendaTice,  to  tbe  cna  of 
the  Sessions ;  (li)  to  all  Persons  resorting  to  Parliament  to  prosecute  their 
just  Petitions,  and  to  their  Witnesses. 

According  to  the  ancient  Constitution,  Prlvfl^^e  did  not  belong  (1)  to 
IVIcnibers,  Assistants,  Officers,  or  their  menial  Servants,  who,  through  sick- 
ness, or  tbeir  private  occasions,  did  not  dischaive  their  trusts  in  Person, 
though  they  made  Proxies  in  the  Lords  to  supply  Inelr  absence.  (2)  Neither 
did  it  belong  to  thoae  who  came  late  to  the  Parliaments,  or  afterwards  de- 
parted from  them.  ^3)  It  did  not  extend  to  their  Wives,  Children,  Kins- 
men, Counsellors,  Attorneys,  Solicitors,  Proctors,  Scriveners,  Factors, 
Fhyricians,  or  any  kind  of  Tradesmen,  not  bona  fide  their  attendant 
menial  Senranls  ;  therefore,  not  to  Baililfs,  Shepherds,  Stewards,  Grooms, 
Carters,  &c.,  residing  elsewhere  upon  the  K states  of  fluch  Memberi;  nortO 
any  Tenants  occupying  their  lianas  or  Houses. 

The  true  and  genuine  Privilege  never  extended  to  deny  or  obstruct  com- 
moo  rights  justice,  and  legal  jmoess  against  any  Members,  or  their  menial 
Rervnnts,  either  in  real,  personal,  or  mixed  Actions,  Dcman<1«,  nr  Suits, 
whether  in  or  out  of  Parlisunent,  in  other  Courts  of  Public  Justice,  when 
their  Persons  were  notarrei^,  nor  their  ^ghts  or  Titles  prejudiced  by 

Ifba  bad  been  arre«ted  **Sedaite  Parliamcnto,  or  cundo,  redeundo  or  morando,"  he  and  trcry 
MoBber  of  Uie  HouMiivwtUMa  to  be  privUegi'd.  Tbe  Judgment  of  the  Hotue  was  Utat  he 
wasnottobsTB  PrlTtiag«ftirIeaDf«,riikflybeca4uebcwa«  taken  neither  tMenteFarUameDto, 
BortnsdotnavftdeiiBdSktswklohtht  Frtvilcis  wascoaiMd. 
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surprise  or  circumvention,  the  King  hlmoell^  tbe  head  of  Uie  Parliament* 

haviiif^  no  such  Privilcf^  from  Public  and  Private  Suits.  It  never  cxtcndea 
to  exempt  any  INIcnibers  whatsoever  of  either  House,  from  being  prosecuted 
not  only  civilly  by  Petitions  or  Writs  or  Krror,  for  their  real  and  j>erional 
Estates  and  Debts ;  and  crimloally  for  all  Sorts  of  Oi)pres8ioo%  Extortlooit 
Frauds,  Kiots.  &c.  Sec, ;  but  ca]MtnIly.  for  High  TreasoM^  Gons|ilnde% 
Murders,  and  high  Misdemeanours,  (n) 

The  Privilege  of  Parliament  protects  no  Members,  Assistants,  or  their 
Servants,  suea  finr  Lands,  Goods^  Debts,  ftc^t  in  **  Auter  Droit,**  as  in  right 
of  their  Wives,  or  as  Executors,  Administrators^  or  Trustees,  or  as  Blajon 
or  Members  only  of  a  Corporation. 

It  neither  inhibits,  nor  stays,  any  real  or  mixed  Actions  at  Law,  sitting 
tlie  Parliament  itself,  to  recover  Manors,  Lands,  Tenements,  &c.,  nor  pro* 
tccts  any  Goods  or  Chattels  from  distress,  seizure,  &c.,  but  such  as  arc 
brought  for  necessary  and  personal  use,  without  I'raud  or  collusion,  durinf( 
attendance  on  public  duties.  Privilege  extends  not  to  the  bringing  or  pro* 
sectttii^  of  any  Actions  of  Trespass,  Debt,  Covenant,  &c.,  but  only  to 
Arrests  and  Imprisonments  by  Process  or  Judgements  in  such  Actions,  not 
to  Bills,  Subpoenas,  Quo  ISIinus  Citations,  Attachment  of  Goods,  or  other 
Process ;  where  the  Persons  are  not  restrained,  (o) 

It  appears,  that,  according  to  ancient  usage,  the  principal  care  of  our 
Kings  was  to  preserve  the  Persons  of  Members  ana  their  Servants  from 
Violence,  Arrests,  and  Imprisonments,  during  I'arliaments,  but  never  from 
Just  and  legal  Suits  against  them,  whether  real  or  personal,  the  Persons  of 
Members  and  their  Attendants  being  sufficiently  secure<i  by  Statute,  7  Kd* 
ward  I.,  and  by  the  Kinc^'s  Writs  and  Proclamations.  If  any  Assault  was 
committed  on  Members  to  hinder  them  from  dischargiiig  their  duties,  im- 
peachment and  severe  punishment  followed.    4  Edward  III.,  28  Henry  VI. 

It  appears,  also,  from  numberless  Precedents,  that  the  King,  by  theadvioe 
of  the  Liords,  and  assisted  by  his  Judges,  was  not  only  the  sole  granler  of 
the  Privileges  of  the  Members  of  his  Supreme  Court  of  Parliament,  but  the 
only  Interpreter  and  Judge  in  all  that  rebtsd  to  them.   In  the  Ist  of 
Henry  IV.,  the  Commons  admit  that  they  oannot  be  Judges  as  well  as 
Parties,  Prosecutors,  Coniplainants  in  their  own  cause,  and  Protest  that 
"  Les  Juggementz  du  Parlement  apparteigneot  soulement  au  lioy  ct  as 
Seigneurs  et  nient  as  Commones,**  wmeh  the  King  affirms,    Sauve  qu*en 
Statute  affaires,  ou  en  grauntez  et  subsides,  ou  tiels  choses  afiaires  ** 

Even  in  34  Henry  VIII.,  the  first  Precedent  in  which  the  Commons 
attempted  the  enlarffement  of  their  Members,  under  peculiar  circumstances,

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Id  kter  ttiiiiei»  the  House  of  Commoiw  took  upon  Uiemselrea,  without 

the  aanctitm  of  any  legal  ordinance  and  enactment,  to  be  the  sole  Judges  in 
their  own  Causes,  ana  to  extend  their  Privileges  far  beyond  their  Si)eaker's 
Petition,  the  King^s  Concessions  and  their  ancient  Boundaries ;  so  tiiat  lew 
or  none  have  bc«n  able  to  know  or  determine  tbdr  aUtrarj,  and  ■imoat 

boundless  limits. 

In  13  Car.  II.,  an  important  Kesolution  for  confining  Protections  to 
menial  Servants  was  adopte<l  by  the  Commons,  and  strongly  recommended  to 
the  I^nls;  and  Feb.  20,  1663,  a  ftirther  vote  of  the  I^orda  Spiritual  and 
Temponil,  requires,  "that  no  Protections  shall  l)e panted  to  any  Person  or 
Persons,  that  are  not,  or  shall  not  be  their  Lordships'  Menials,  oi-  Persont 
neetuarilv  and  properly  employed  about  their  Estatet:  which  latter  clause  liad 
never  benve  mppmna,  In  the  Boll%  Writs  of  PrlTllege^  or  In  the  Commons* 
Votes. 

The  Writs  "  de  Ex|>ensis**  supply  not  only  precise  information  as  to  the 
amount  of  Wages  paid  to  the  several  Members  of  the  Parliaments  and 
Councils,  and  as  to  the  term  of  their  Privilege,  but  they  ascertain  with 
sufficient  accuracy  the  duration  of  all  those  meetings  in  which  such  Writs 
were  issued.  They  are  generally  tested  on  the  last  day  of  the  Session. 
This,  however,  is  not  universally  the  case.  The  Test  is  sometimes  on  the 
daj  following,  as  in  35  and  43  Edward  III.,  &c.,  and,  if  a  Sunday  Intervraes^ 
on  the  Monday  following,  or  two  days  af\er.  The  AVrits  are  sometimes 
several  days  alter  the  t^iMioo,  as  in  i  liicliard  II.,  when  the  Parliament 
ended  Nov.  98,  and  the  Writs  biear  date  Iiec  A.  This  sometimes  arose  from 
the  circumstance,  that  certain  IVIcmbers  were  detained  longer  than  others^ 
and  that  all  the  Writs  arc  not  extant.  In  the  earlier  Parliaments,  it  hap- 
pened occasionally,  that  two  several  Writs  were  issued  by  the  King,  one 
oefaiff  on  the  first,  the  second  on  the  but  dav  of  the  Session,  a  ftct  wUch 
requires  some  attention.  Thus,  in  the  Parliament,  6  Edwani  I.,  there  la  a 
AVrit,  tested  Jan.  20,  the  first  day  of  the  Session,  directing  the  Expences 
£ar  those  just  arrived  Nuper  Venientibusy**  and  a  ^Second  Writ  of  March  141^ 
oiderlng  the  same  ftr  those  ''qui  venerunt  In  8*i*  Si«  Hllarll  pnshno  pne- 
teritL**  In  14  Edward  I.,  the  Test  Is  on  the  da^  of  meetings  and  there  la 
no  record  of  a  Second  Writ. 

It  has  been  observed,  that  tlie  Writs  for  the  same  Parliament  now  and 
then  dlfl^  from  one  another,  some  individuals  having  been  detained  after 
the  rest  had  been  dismissed.  Examples  of  this  kind  oocur,  27  JESdwHrd  IIL, 
12  and  20  Oct.,  and  2«  Edward  III.,  20  and  22  May. 

Kot withstanding  these  variations,  the  Uule  of  the  Writ  bounding  the 
Session  or  Parliament,  Is  the  saftst  that  can  be  adopted,  where  no  positive 
Beeord  exists  predseljr  determining  the  day;  and  in  numerous  instances, 
it  is  the  only  guide  which  we  possess.  The  Table  of  Parliaments  hereunto 
annexed  is,  in  the  earlier  Reigns,  constructed  entirely  on  this  principle,  {q)

The  AdQoitmiiMflti,  even  bf  the  King's  command, 
did  not  constitute  a  Session,  much  less  so  thoee  which  were  the  Acta  ofthe  Houses  themselTci. 
It  is  not,  however,  easy  to  determine  always  which  were  actual  Ses,«ion«,  constituted  by  I'roro- 
gation,  as  the  terms '*  ndiornare  "  and  "continuarc  *'  are  used  very  indiscriminately,  and  soroe- 
Ifanrs  both  together.    The  shorter  Ailjournments  by  the  Houses  are  altogether  omitted. 

in  the  later  Iteigns,  the  Ilolls  and  Journala  arc  the  sources  of  information,  but  often  disap- 
polOtOOr  most  careful  incjuiry. 

Tlk»  toalion  of  Um  mcUct  FuUaioeota  to  CMilj  mcMiued  by  Dajn^  u  there  wm  fencnUy 
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It  will  be  observed  with  ref^rd  to  the  ftequent  Prorofcetloiie,  and  ▼eriobie 

duration  of  ni;my  of  tlie^>  Parliaments,  that  the  cause  was  more  rrcquentlv"  ' 
to  be  ascribed  to  uncontrollable  or  accidental  circumstances,  tlian  to  the  mere 
arbitrary  will,  or  indolence  of  the  Sovereign.  The  first  clear  instance  of  two  ' 
several  Sessions  occurs  in  5  Ric  II.,  when  on  aceount  of  the  Christinas 
Holidays,  and  the  M  irrincrc  of  the  Kinp,  an  adjournment  takes  place.  In 
7  Henrv  IV.,  ;i:rain,  the  Festival  of  Kaster,  and  tne  Period  of  Hay  and  Corn 
Harvest,  are,  ms  irequentl/  anerwards  happens,  a  reason  for  prort^iiig  the 
Parliament.  Even  before  this  time,  and  in  many  of  the  suoceedinginstances 
of  long  and  frequent  A  djournments  or  Prorogations,  a  much  more  stringent 
necesisity  for  such  intervals  of  vacation,  existed  in  the  awful  dispensations 
of  Pestilence  with  which  the  Nation,  and  especially  the  Cities  of  I^ondon 
and  Westminster  were  so  oflcn  affl^oh  For  instances  of  this  kind  see 
the  Keigng  of  Klunrd  III.,  Henrv  VL,  (23),  Henry  VIII.,  (21-2C). 
Kdward  VI.,  Klizabeih,  (5-8-9),  James  I.,  (4-8),  and  Charles  II.,  (1-4),  in 
whose  reign  occurred  also  the  calamitous  visitation  of  Fire.  To  these 
causes,  if  we  add  the  firequent  interruption  arising  from  Wars,  Rebellion, 
Tumults,  and  the  desires  nf  the  l^irluimonts  themselves,  it  will  be  found 
that  much  le&s  blame  is  attributable  to  the  So7«%ign  than  to  circumstances 
over  which  he  had  no  controul. 

Though  the  same  impediments  often  stood  in  the  waj  of  liolding  ftequent 
Parliaments,  it  i«»  not  possililc  in  thp  same  degree  to  cxtoninte  the  errors  of 
those  Sovereign.*}  of  later  times,  who,  in  breach  of  the  existing  Laws,  and 
tlierefbre  of  the  Privilege  of  the  Subject,  suffered  many  years  to  elapse 
without  assembling  the  States  of  the  Kealm  for  the  removal  of  Grievances 
and  the  correction  of  Abuse%  bj  tlio  establishment  of  newer  improvod 
Lieimlative  ilnactments. 

Wiiatever  may  have  been  the  piwvioiM  practice  as  to  the  holding  of  the 
King's  Courts  at  certain  stated  seasons  of  tlie  jear,  determinable  by  the 
jrrcnt  Festivals,  it  is  certain  that  such  practice  as  rejjarded  Assemblies  meet- 
ing lor  the  purposes  of  Legislation  had  been  either  in  abeyance,  or  had 
deviated  ftooi  ita  former  original  and  customary  purpose,  when  in  the 
Charter  of  John,  it  was  enacted  that  a  Common  Council  of  the  Kingdom 
should  be  summoned  according  to  a  definite  and  prescribed  Law.  It  h, 
however,  remarkable  that  the  renewed  Charter,  1  Henry  IIL,  altogether 
omits  the  Cbmses  whieh  relate  to  the  Constttotlon  of  the  Commune  Con- 
cilium, and  it  is  not  till  the  3d  of  Edward  the  Second,  that  amoiig  certain 
Ordinances  made  by  the  Ordainerf,  nnd  which  were  confirmed,  a.  n.  5,  it  is 
decreed  that  to  remedy  Delays  ni  ihe  Courts  of  Justice^  the  King  should 
hold  a  Parliament  once  in  ererv  year,  or  twice,  if  there  should  6e  need. 
This  same  I^w,  ''That  a  Parliament  shall  be  holdcn  every  year  once, 
more  oft  cn,  if  nece<(san%  is  n?ain  aoi;orded»  4  Edwvd  IIL  {  a  thiipd  and  fourtli 
times.  60  Kdw.  III.  and  1  Itieh.  IL 

These  liceulations,  it  is  evident,  applied  to  eailler  periods  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  r.ngland,  when  the  business  to  be  transacted  was  very  limited, 
and  was  previously  prepared  and  arranged  hv  the  King  and  his  Council. 
In  those  times,  the  Commons  were  chieilv  called  tor  the  purposes  of  givii]^ 
their  consent,  and  of  granting  Aids  snd  Scutages;  and  iferer  tlu^  were  con- 
sulted on  the  Proceedings  ot  the  Parliament, considered  themselves  so  little 
competent  to  afford  advice,  that,  nccordin^to  the  practice  of  many  Centuries, 
they  earnestly  and  humbiv  requested  the  assistance  of  a  Committee  of  Lords 
8|witual  and  Temporal,  decJaring,  upon  such  oocnioos,  (7  BidL  IL)  "that

Tbe  Text  itself  of  Ihij  Volutnc,  upon  tome  occaiiiont,  require!  to  ba  suppUcd  bom  thb  Tabt«^ 
wtrteh  though  deficient,  ofl^»,  it  i«  hoped,  a  more  complete  and  accwste  snaaftnMBt  Of  Ibe 
PsriiaaMato  of  BagUnd  tban  baa  liltiwrto  been  puWIilMd. 
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it  did  not  beseem  tbtm  to  ftlvo  adviee  on  the  ^(reat  •flTnln  of  the  nition/ 

With  the  incrensinj,'  importance  of  the  Commons,  prew  also  the  necessity 
for  a  loiJi^cr  period  ol*  sitting  ;  and  tlio  extension  of  the  term  of  Parliament's 
waa  co-«xisteut  with  the  acknowle<li/ed  requirements  of  the  State.  The 
pnlongatloii  of  the  Semion,  or  Fferlmiiient»  was  then  frequently  Ciitweded 
on  the  Petition  of  the  Commons,  and  the  Sovereign  with  olfllcult J  Coerced 
the  influence  which  hv  this  enhirj^'ement  of  their  time  for  acting,  was  easily 
acquired  hy  the  Tiiirti  Kstate.  T»»  this  sirugf^le  for  superiority,  the  Nation 
owes  all  the  miafortitnea  and  miteries  which  reaulted  from  tbe'l^ang  Paiiia- 
Tnent,  when,  for  mo  many  years,  **a  handful  of  tyrants**  set  at  defiance  I<awa 
human  and  divine,  and  traiupied  ou  the  LiberUea  and  Privileges  of  the  free 
born  subjects  of  Engiaud. 

It  wttl  be  TecoUected  however,  that  the  Triennial  Aet,  16  Car.  I.,  was  an 
Act  "to  prevent  the  Inconveniences  IrqiiK'nin;^  by  the  long  Intermission  oif 
I'arliaments,*'  and  notwithstanding'  its  i^reamblo,  which  recites  the  Laws 
and  buiiut^  for  holding  a  Pariiaiuent  ut  least  once  every  year,  enacta  only 
a  dttmtlon  of  M  days,  unless  with  the  consent  of  either  House  leapectiTely ; 
and  no  intermission  for  a  lonpcor  period  tlian  three  years  beyond  the  dissolu- 
tion of  such  Parliament:  so  tiiat  thnni,'!i  the  term  of  sitting^  could  not  he 
le^  than  oG  daya,  it  might  exteud  liiiuugh  the  whole  three  years,  and  be 
followed  by  an  interval  of  three  years  short  of  tlie  space  between  Sept  S 
and  the  2d  Monday  in  November  fidlowing. 

In  the  iOth  Car.  II.  this  Act  was  repealed,  and  a  new  one  adopted^  ''That 
Puriiaments  shall  uut  be  luterinilted  above  Three  years.** 

Bj  llie  Charter  of  John,  it  was  ordained,  tiiat  a  Summons  to  attend  the 
^jeat  CdtnicUa  should  be  issued  at  Ua»t  40  days  tu  f  ire  the  day  of  their  meet- 
mg,  and  though  this  clause  was  wholly  omitti  !  m  the  subsequent  Charters, 
vet  the  practice  ao  introduced  extended  llnuugli  ail  succeeding  Reigns. 
There  were^  however,  in  cases  of  extreme  necessity,  some  occamonal  ex- 
ceptions to  this  Hule.  Even  in  4f>  Ilenrv  III.,  the  Svimmons  to  the  BLshops, 
is  Init  of  2(i  days,  and  of  the  Barons  of  the  Cincjue  Ports,  but  of  one  day. 
Again,  in  4  Edward  III.,  the  testes  of  the  VVrius  are  at  a  distance  of  31  and 
S9  dajrs  only,  with  a  Clause  against  the  Precedent  (r)  In  1  Henry  IV., 
there  wore  but  0  days  between  the  Writs  of  Summons  and  the  Parliament 
then  to  be  holden.  "in  2«  Eliz.,  the  Writ  tested  15  Sept  orders  the  Ptolia* 
ment  to  meet  on  the  loth  October,  30  days. 

In  ancient  tiroes,  Parliamenta  were  frequently  summoned  to  meet  on 
Sunday,  of  which  instances  mav  be  seen,  27  Edward  I.,  fM);  2  Kdward  II., 
(2);  3,  6,7,  9,  l«,  l«  Edward  tl.;  1,2,  3,  30,  35,  43  Kdward  III.;  after 
which  no  Parliament  uupeurs  to  have  been  so  appoitiied,  excepting  in  the 
case  of  the  prorogue<l  \leeting  of  6  Ric.  IL 

The  first  Jlerord  wliich  relates  to  the  Place  of  the  Parliament  assembling, 
bt,  17  Edward  III.,  wben,  according  to  tbe  K oils,  the  Prelrttos  and  Lords 
met  in  the  Chambrc  Blanche,  and  the  Commons  in  the  Chambre  de  Peynte, 
and  both  afterwards  united  in  the  Chambre  Blanche.  These  were  ajiart- 
ments  in  the  Palatial  Buildini^s,  at  Westminster,  which  formed  the  principal 
llesidenre  of  Edward,  the  Confessor.  According  to  Mes^r?*.  Bravlev  and 
Britten,  tradition  ha.s  even  identitied  the  Chamber  where  he  died  a.s  that 
wMeh  after  genemtions  called  the  Falnteil  Chamber,  by  which  name  it  is  jet 
distingui-iheo.  In  lAlB^  it  was  Imown  by  the  appeOation  of  St  £dwaid*8 
Chamoer. 

Tbe  Commons,  however,  did  nut  continue  to  occupy  this  as  their  peculiar 
place  of  afeembling)  for,  in  13d2, 25  Edward  III.,  thev  nre  Oiderad  to  repair 
to  the  <*Cbapter  House  T  and  in  137(^  60  £dward  III.,  they  meet  "in  Mdr

Under  Henry  VIII.,  the  Parliament  met,  annis  1,  3,  6,  in  the  Painted 
Chandler;  31,  inthr    Parliament  Chamber;  **ailld  SS^tn^'theHouseof  fxifds," 

so  dcsii^nated  fur  the  first  time.  The  Commons  continiie<l  to  occupy  the 
Chanter  House  till  the  year  1547,  when  lulward  V^I.  granted  the  Chapel  of 
St  Stephen  for  thehr  meetings. 

But  though  the  Cities  of  I^ondon  and  Westminster  were  always  coniidenid 
the  chief  seat  of  the  Parliament,  yet  many  accidental  circumstances  occa- 
sioned its  frequent  removal  to  other  Cities.  During  the  King's  necessary 
absence  ftom  hts  Metropolis,  from  Wars  or  other  omses,  and  under  the  con- 
stant recurrence  of  the  Ph^gue  or  other  calamitous  inflictions  in  its  neigh- 
bourhood, they  were  held,  as  convenience  recommended,  or  as  the  King's 
pleasure  dictated,  at  Cambridge,  Coventry,  Carlisle,  Gloucester,  l«eicester. 


Winchester;  and  at  these  seTend  places  the  same  rule  for  the  payment  of 
Wages,  according  tu  distance,  was  dbsenred,  as  was  so  carefully  adopted  at 

London,  or  V\  etitminster.  U) 

The  first  use  of  the  worn  Parliament,  according  to  Prynne,  occurs  fai  tbt 
Writ  of  Summons  to  the  Cinque  Ports,  4f)  Heoiy  III. ;  but  there  is  one 
previous  Tlecord  of  the  employment  of  the  term  in  the  King's  Letters  of 
Safe  Conduct  to  the  £nvovs  of  Llewelin,  to  attend  the  meeting  at  Oxford, 
tested,  2  June,  a.  n.  4S.  It  next  occurs  in  the  Writ  of  Prorogation,  S  Edw. 
I.,  as  ^generate  Pleamentum  nostrum'*  and  ^'eidem  Pleamenta"  We  find 
it,  afterwards,  23  Kdward  I.;  but  all  the  following  Writs  to  28  Kdward  I., 
employ  the  term  "  Colloquium.'*  Even  this  latter  Writ  says*  **  Pleamentum 
tenere^  vobiseum  spedale  Colloquium  et  Tractatum  habere.** 

The  Prologue  to  the  Statutes  of  AVestminster,  1,3  Edward  I.,  and  7  Edw. 
I.,  and  the  Statutes  of  Westminster,  2, 13  Edward  are  the  first  Acts  or 
Statutes  which  employ  this  term.

C'ou- 
ciUum  Mai^um,  Collo<]uiuin,  Tnetatuf,  to  ^xpress  all  Pkriiamentarv  great 
Coundb  and  State  Assemblies,  held  nearlpr  200  years  before  he  wrote.  In 
the  years  124G-7,  and  in  no  other  years  before  or  attor,  he  employs  this  word 
five  or  six  times,  liis  Cuntinuatur,  William  Uisihatii^er,  under  Jsklward  L 
and  II.,  makes  fevquent  use  of  it,  and  so  does  Mattnew,  of  Westminster, 
who  continued  the  ilistory  of  Matthew,  of  Paris,  under  Edward  III.  In 
the  Ileigii  of  the  latter  Sovereign,  and  those  of  the  suct  ee<ling  King?*,  it 
crew  into  vulgar  use,  as  am>ear»  from  the  llisturia  Anglia;  of  Thomas 
Walsingham  and  Henrj  de  tCnyghton. 

^The  distinction,"  s;iys  Sir  Harris  Nicolas,  between  a  Statute^  Act  and 
Ordinance  of  Parliament,  is  still  involved  in  such  oh-runty,  that  no  positive 
conclusion  can  be  drawn  tirom  the  various  statements  wiiich  have  been  pub- 
lished.** With  regard  to  the  ancient  mode  of  promulgating  the  Statutes,  it 
aupearBt  that  the  Council  having  called  the  Clerk  of  the  Parliament  before 
inem,  certain  Acts  made  in  the  precedin'^  Parliament  were  read,  and  he 
was  directed  to  shew  the  said  Acts  to  the  Justices  of  both  Benches,  in  order 
that  those  which  were  Statutes  of  the  Realm,  might  be  seen  by  them,  and 
be  fiiirly  transcribed,  (it  may  be  presumed  in  the  Statute  lioU)  and  lie  af\er* 
wards  shewn  to  the  Lords  and  proclaimed,  and  thai  C'o])ies  of  the  oi her 
Acts,  relating  to  the  Governance  of  the  Liords  of  tlie  Council  and  of  the 
Realm,  shoulS  be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  having  been  reduced 
to  writing,  should  he  enrolled  in  Chancery  according  to  Custom. 

"  It  would  consequently  am>ear,  that  it  was  lei\  to  the  Judges  to  determ'iic 
what  were  Statutes  of  the  iiealm  ;  that  all  Statutes  were  euroUed  upon  a 
particular  Roll,  and  were  proclaimed  t  that  all  the  other  Acts  and  Proceed* 
ings  of  Parliament,  which  were  entered  on  the  Parliament  Roll,  were  con- 
sidered Acts  of  Parliament  in  the  modem  acceptation  of  the  exj^ression,  and 
consequently  that  they  had  the  full  force  uf  a  Statute,  allliougli,  from  not 
usualfy  heinff  of  so  Importanty  or  of  so  general  a  nature  as  Enactments  of 
the  Laws  or  the  Kingdom»  it  was  deemed  unnecessarf  to  give  the  same 
publicity  to  them.  Some  analogy  to  that  practice  may  be  traced  in  the 
modem  system  of  distinguishing  Acts  of  I'arliameut  as  *■  Public'  and  *■  Private 
Acts  ;*  the  former  befaig  what  was  termed '  Statutes,'  and  the  latter  all  otiier 
Parliament  Proceedings  to  which  the  Assent  of  the  three  Estates  was  given. 
It  may  be  observed,  that  this  OMM/a  quatio  is  much  ehicidated  by  the 
iVliuutes  of  Council  which  have  been  cited  ;  and  that,  in  any  luture  inquiry, 
•ome  caution  should  be  ohsenred  in  giving  the  common  acceptation  to  the 
WOfds  *Aiieflt  of  Parliament,*  there  being  reason  to  believe,  tnat,  in  many 
case!?,  those  wonls  were  not  intended  to,  and  did  not,  imply  such  an  As^sent,

The  constitution  thus  framed  utctin]- 
in{?  to  accident,  or  necessity,  became  afterwanl^  I'stahlished  by  iisaije,  rrither 
than  by  any  positive  Law.  It  resultetl  fruui  iiuic  and  circumstani^eii,  ruLiier 
than  from  any  legislative  enactment.  Hence  aroae  the  uncertainty,  which, 
during  so  many  ages,  provaile<!  as  to  the  rights  of  each  particular  Class,  and 
especially  of  those,  who,  under  the  System  of  Kepresentatioii,  were  the 
persons  to  be  elect^,  and  of  those  who  wert:  lu  be  the  Electors.

The  including  of  th«  Fnlatct,  had  been 
t^fitre  araetUei  in  rcqiiirtng  tbdr  military  aervioe,  and  though  Mine  ipcdal  writs  wm 
sent,  there  must  hBvt1weoBuui7  hoUttng  hf  Knlght'i  Mrrioe  to  whontadi  wwenot 
directed.  It  was  an  extraordinary  proceeding,  de^iied  for  obtaining  an  extraocdfaury 
grant,  to  a  grMter  amount  than  could  hare  been  obtained  bv  an  aaaeMment  only  of 
eacli  Knight's  Fee,  and  was  a  departure  from  the  custom  of  Aids  by  Tenure,  and  from 
the  »"stabli>hcd  law.

Edward  had  oii  utiu  r  oceaRions  attempte<i  to  disregard  distjnetioll^  of  Tenure,  and  in 
thu  attempt  seenii  to  have  been  succctfsful.  (24S-9.)  Tho,*e  firom  whom  the  aid  was  due 
by  tenure,  may  have  l>een  di»po«ed  to  lighten  their  own  burden,  by  glirlng  more  in  form 
of  a  general  grant.  Such  irregular  proceedings  shew  that  the  lummona  to  Parliament 
of  Kepretenutive*  of  Counties,  Cities  and  Boroughs  had  the  cSbet  of  confounding  aids 
by  tenure  with  volunUry  aids,  that  the  obligations  and  consequencsi  of  tbs  Feudal 
Tenorea  were  rapidly  fallinK  into  disuse,  and  that  general  aids,  chargeabto  «ath«  whole 
pwulatlon,  being  more  profitable  to  the  crown,  and  le«H  burthensome  to  iu  immedial* 
Tenants,  were  now  eauily  obtained  by  grants  in  Parliament  sanctioned  by  an  Assembly  In 
which  the  Immediate  Tenants  mu*t  still  have  had  tlie  ^reate'-t  influence.  The  King's 
Deincfincs,  exclusive  of  Cities  and  Ilonnigli^,  are  not  nu  ritioned  ui  the  Lctter^  Patent. 
Till  y  were  ^till  liable  ti)  'lalla^'e.  It  t>et  ins  extraordinary  that  these  Tenant*  should 
have  concurred  in  the  grant,  though  they  made  no  part  of  the  Assembly  by  themselves 
<ii  their  Kepresentalives.  Gradually,  the  Knights  of  the  Shires  assumed  to  be  the 
Representatives  of  such  Tenants  aa  wore  not  represented  by  the  Citizens  and  Burgesses 
elected  by  the  Demesne  Cities  and  Boioa^u^  and  it  was  always  titc  policy  of  Howard 
loputaacndtodistinctioaaorTfeniiieiiaad  to  render  all  Loads  imBisdialtToiMUiGks 
ofthe  Crown,  and  chargeable  aUke  with  aids.

Dr.  Houghton,  Bishop  of  St.  Davy,  Lord  Chancellor,  pro«

The  Commons  being  desired  to  consult  together,  and  advise 
how  the  necesi'arv  expences  may  be  borne  with  the  jijroatest 
ease  to  the  People,  &.c.,  pray  the  King,  "  That  for  the  great  im- 
portance of  the  charge  given  them  ('pur  Parduite  de  lour 
ehaiyies*)  and  for  the  weakness  of  their  abilities,  (*  le  feoblesco 
de  lour  Pouairs  et  Sens,')  he  will  he  plea«ted  to  let  certain  Pre- 
lates and  Lords  be  joined  with  iheni  in  consultation,  which  is 
granted,  and  lA<y  na«M  the  King  of  Caatille  and  Leon,  Duke  of 
Lancaster,  whom  they  choose  "  as  their  Chief  Aid, '  Conforteur,* 
and  Counsellor  In  this  Parliament^**  4  Bishopa^  4  £axla> and  4 
Barons,  accordingly. 

M.  Peter  de  laMare,  Chivaler,  Knight  of  the  Shire  fm  Here- 
ford, haying  la  Parole  de  par  la  CommuniCd  **  in  their  name 
proposes  several  Regulations  in  the  (Jovernment,  and  makes 
many  requests ;  among  others,  that  eight  tiuthcient  persons  may- 
be appointed  as  Counaellort  to  be  alwaya  with  the  King ;  that 
what  was  ordained  in  Parliament  shall  not  be  repealed  without 
Parliament.  The  rrolalesantl  Lords  answer, that  tney  will  advise 
togellier,  commanding  the  Commons,  in  the  mean  time,  to  go  to 
their  places  and  to  return  on  Thunday  t  when  the  Lords  and 
Cotnmona  nwke  a  grant  of  T«o  FiiUentha  and  Two  Tenlha  Ibr 
two  years.

other  but  to  the  King  and  his  ()tlicert>,  yci  the  ivuig  wills  ajid 
commands  of  his  own  motion,  to  ])iease  tKe  Commons  (not  tluit 
it  was  right  for  him  so  to  do,  or  that  he  was  obliged  to  it,  only  by 
reason  of  their  request  now  made),  tiiat  some  of  his  Council 
shall  clearly  shew  them  the  Ileceiuts  and  Kxpcnces,  so  as  it 
shall  not  be  drawn  into  an  example  for  the  future."

assented  to,  norofthecommunications  of  the  said  Ct  rant,  before  the 
jLotds  and  Commons  be  of  one  assent  and  accord,  and  then,  in  man- 
ner and  form  as  has  been  accustomed ;  that  is,  by  the  mouth  of 
the  Speaker  of  the  Commons.  The  King  wills,  moreover,  by 
assent  of  the  Lords,  that  the  Communication  made  in  that  Par. 
liament  shall  nnt  !)e  drawn  into  example  in  time  to  come,  nor

Mr.  Notion  explains  the  meaning  of  the  Bill'-to  shame  the 

imperfection  of  Choice,  too  often  seen,  by  sending  nnjit  men ; 
and  lest  any  thing  might  be  objected  to  the  imperfection  of 
ParUament,  by  reason  of  the  Choleeniade  by  BoroughK,  fhr  the 
most  part  of  Strangers,  wheress^  bj  tbe  political  Law,  no  man 
ought  to  he  chosen  Uurj^ess  for  an?  Borough,  but  only  Rf  sidcnU 
and  IrUuibiianU.  The  Choice  should  be  of  such  as  were  able,  and 
fit  Ibr  so  great  a  place  and  employment,  without  respect  of  Tsh 
vilcge  ot  Place,  or  Degree.  By  reason  of  his  being  a  Bmgcm» 
it  might  not  be  intendea  or  thought  he  was  any  thing  the  wi.«er. 
The  whole  body  of  the  Kealni,  and  the  good  service  of  the  same, 
were  rather  to  be  respected,  than  the  private  r^ard  of  Place, 
Privilege,  or  l^egree  or  any  person. 

Another  Member  says,  '*  I  run  -wholly  with  the  pretence  ef 
the  Bill,  that  Boroughs  decayed  may  be  ea.se<l  or  relievet.1, 
Jtnowing  assuredly  the  fame  honourable  lor  the  iieaiiu,  aud  in 
many  respects  profitable  and  commodious  to  th<^  wlu>  inhabit 
the  Countries  adjacent  to  such  decayed  Towns.  The  question 
short  ly  i?,  whni  •^ort  of  men  arc  to  come  to  this  Court,  and  to 
public  Cou^ulLaLiuu  iu  rarliament;  whether  from  Country  or 
Town,  should  come  Home-dwellers,  or  otherwise  men  cboeen  by 
directions,  it  forceth  not  whom.  I  am  surely  of  mind,  that, 
neither  for  the  t^nod  service  of  her  M.ijcsty,  the  safety  of  our 
Country,  or  the  Liberty,  which  of  right  we  may  challenge,  this 
scope  is  to  be  given,  or  such  looseness  in  choice  to  be  permitted.'* 

Then,  dividing  the  Classes  of  Society  into  Three ;  Ist,  the 
Ministers  and  leachers  of  Reliijion  ;  Secondly,  the  Nobility, 
Knights  and  Soldiers;  and  Thirdly,  the  Providers,  Devisers  and 
Executors  of  all  things  necessary,  commodious  or  seemly  for  a 
settled  Estate,  as  Counsellors,  Judges  and  Ministers  of  the 
Laws,  Tillers  of  the  Earth,  Mcrch-mta,  Victuallers  and  those 
who  use  Manual  and  Mechanical  Arts,  the  Speaker  declares, 
that  of  all  these,  regard,  care  and  respect  must  be  had.  that 
beinff  thoroughly  consulted,  the  general  and  particular  States 
ma^pe  Itnown,  if  mo  mean  to  proceed  for  the  puMic  Weal. 
"This  hath  moved  our  Forefathers  and  on  this  iri  i'vind  liaih  H 
grown,  tha^  in  this  Court,  where  wc  ai  u  lu  cuusidcr  aii,  and  as

we  know  all  sorts  (  f  men,  -<n  fir  as  mny  bo,  to  help  all.  Some  R. 
one,  whnm  Obser\  ihnii,  ]■  xperiencc,  and  thu  Consideration  of 
a  pariicuiar  Country  hath  taught,  can  more  perfectly  open  anj 
queitioR  that  mmy  grow  thereof,  and  more  effectuallj  rcaton 
tncreupon,  thnn  the  skilllullest  otherwise  whatsoever.  And 
tliat  theyshouifl  bo  tin?  very  Tnhabitcrs  of  the  Countries,  doubt- 
lesd  was  the  true  uicanuig  oi  undent  King»  and  our  Forefathers, 
who  begmn  and  establlihed  this  Court.  The  old  Preoedont  of 
Parliament  Writs  teaches  us,  that  of  every  Country  their  own 
Buroesses  should  be  elected, &c.  ficc.  The  Statute,  1  flon  5,  for 
the  Confirmation  of  the  old  Laws,  was  therefore  made,  and  not 
to  create  a  sew  unknown  Law ;  and  that  other  In  Hen.  6»  was 
made  to  fedreM  the  Mischief  which  grew  by  the  breach  of  that 
old  I.,aw. 

Since  we  deal  universally  for  all  Sorts  and  all  places,  there 
diould  be  here  of  all  Sorts  and  of  all  Countries ;  and  the  Towns 

and  Boroughs  should  not  be  eased  that  they  may  choose  at 
liberty  whom  ihoy  list.  Yet  can  I  hardly  call  tliat  a  I  liberty 
which  in  contrary  to  that  which  tlie  King  and  Queen  grunt  as  a 
firce*  gift,  **  Kt  de  majori  gratia  nostra,  &c.,  dedimtis  potestatem 
quod  de  seipsis  eligant  duos  Burgenses  et  duos  Cives.*' 

After  reciting  instances  of  attempts  at  Nomination  by  Noble- 
men, and  the  Council,  which  had  been  answered  by  those  to 
whom  they  were  made,  "that  they  were  prohibited  by  Imw, 
and  could  not  elect  those  so  named  :**  **  we  stand»  and  have 
late  stoofl,"  continues  the  Speaker,  **  upon  the  notorious  manifest- 
ation of  the  authority  of  Parliament.  Kxcept  you  keep  the 
ancient  u^agc  of  the  same,  and  endeavour  the  freedom  thereof, 
you  do  nothing  arighC" 

It  is  said,  "  That  in  some  Towns  there  nrc  not  men  of  fit  dis- 
cretion. They  be  not  the  wiser,  said  the  last  Speaker,  for  being 
ISurgesses.  I  can  never  be  persuaded,  but  tiiat  either  the  Lord, 
whose  the  Town  is,  be  the  Town  never  so  Uttle;  or  the  Steward, 
If  it  be  the  Queen*s,  or  some  good  gentleman  of  the  Country 
ndjohiing,  will  either  assign  them  who  know  the  Town,  ?<th1  c^m 
be  content  to  be  free  among  them,  and  to  serve  by  their  uppoint- 
ment  fbr  the  Country  and  tor  them ;  or  else,  fbr  some  reasonable 
Fee,  such  as  be  of  their  learned  Council  and  who  know  them 
nnd  the  Country  nntl  will  deal  for  thorn.  I  mean  it  not  so 
blnctly  as  that  those  chosen  should  of  necessity  be  Dwellers  in 
the  Town ;  but  to  be  either  of  the  Town,  or  towards  the  Town, 
Borderers  and  near  Neiglihours  at  least. 

It  was  meant,  at  the  first  constitution  of  Parliament,  that 
men  of  every  Quarter  and  of  all  Sorts  should  come  to  this 
Court  and  that  they  should  be  freely  chosen.  This,  in  every 
Age  hitherto,  hath  seemed  best.  To  aUer  wiAout  caxm  ia  not 
convenient.  To  gi^•c  r  v  ry  Town  Liberty,  may  offer  in  time  in- 
convenience. JVoue  so  fit  for  every  Country^  as  those  who 
know  the  ^me. 

While  we  say  that  Boroughs  cannot  send  ao  fit  men  as  be  con- 
venient, and  alter  the  ancient  usage,  the  only  warrant  and  safe 
stay  of  freedoTn  in  Piirliament,  it  niay  be  said  we  have  no  Par- 
liament withiu  tills  ICeaiiu,  nui  liberty  fur  any  such  tu  be  here 
holden. 

Mr.  Bell.  It  is  necessary  all  Places  should  he  provided  for. 
and  not  Boroughs  only,  being  but  one  Member  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  some  having  neither  wealth  to  provide  fit  men,  nor 
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having  themselves  any  such,  a  convenient  remedy  shouM  he 
•  s,  bnfl  for  Uio^c  manifest  wants,  but  as  »Ueratio»  could  not  be  made 
15  Without  the  Warrant  ot  Parliament,  advice  ahouU  be  luid 

therein.  For  the  objection  of  the  danger  which  may  enaue  bjr 
rason  of  the  Letters  of  Noblemen,  he  wi?he«  there  majrbe« 
I'enahy  of  Forty  Pounds  upon  every  Borough  thet  aball  Oiak^ 
KlectioD,  at  the'Nonunation  of  any  Nobleman.  ,      .     ^  ^ 

Mr.  Alfifrd.  Above  «U  things  care  ought  to  be  taken  for  the 
choosing  fit  men.  Manv  Younpr  Men,  not  experienced,  for 
learning:  sake,  arc  often  chosen,  throu^^h  whose  detault,  he  knew 
not.  None  should  be  of  the  House,  uol  oL  Thirty  Years  of  Age 
at  least.  And  for  the  Choice  of  Townamen,  there  ahould  be  one 
of  their  own  elected,  or  some  Gentleman  near  them,  who  had 
knowledge  of  the  Strtc  of  the  Cmmtr  v  ;  :md  the  second  Member 
should  be  a  man  lear»e«1,  and  able  to  utter  his  mind  and  oDiuioii.

by  Bishops,  was  used.  The  Bishops  are  such  a  part  of  the  Body 
politic  as  without  them,  it  could  be  no  Body." 

The  Bill  is  Init^  aside  to  avoid  giving  oftcnce  to  the  Q\:cen. 
The  IMoTcr,  Air.  JMorrice,  is  sent  for  to  (^onrt,  iinJ  coininitied 
to  tiie  custody  of  Sir  John  Fortescue,  Ciiaucelior  oi  ihc  i-x- 
chequer. 

Feb.  28.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  reports  from  the 
Committee  that  they  had  agreed  that  Two  Kntire  Subsidies, 
and  4  Fifleenths  and  Tenths,  shall  be  granted ;  which  is  aLw 
agreed  by  the  whole  House, 

March  1.  The  Lords  dcaiie  a  Conference  thereupon.  Upon 
which  a  Debate  ensues. 

Mr,  FrmneU  Bacon  says,  "  He  yielded  to  the  Subsidy,  but 
mlalilted  that  this  Houee  should  Join  with  the  Upper  House  fai 
the  granting  of  it.

and  Wisest  Commons,  with  the  Godly  men  of  my  Kingdom,  to 
consult  of  weif^hty  Matter.s,  &c.  Wliieh  words  du  plainly  shew 
all  the  parU  ot  this  High  Court  still  observed  to  this  day.  The 
Fatherhood,  In  ancient  time,  were  these  we  call  Bishops,  and

Nobilitv  only  were  en! led  Aldermen.  Oy  Wisest  Commons,  is 
meant  and  sif^iiicd  Knights  and  Burgesses,  and  so  ia  jour 
Majesty's  Writ,  'de  disircLiuribus  et  magis  suincientibus.* 
By  Quidliest  men,  is  meant  your  Convocation  House.  It  con* 
sisleth  of  sucIj  as  are  devoted  to  Religion.  And  as  Godliest 
men  do  consult  about  Weightiest  M.itlers,  so  is  your  nighness's 
Writ  at  tiuii  daVf  *  pro  quibuiidam  arduiset  urgenlibus  iiegoliis, 
nos,  statum  et  defensiooem  Uegni  nottri et  EccM» tangentibua.* 
The  Lord  Keeper  answers  the  Speaker's  oration  to  the  fol- 
lowini?  eti'ect,  **  That  her  Miyestr  did  most  graciau««!r  accept 
of  these  Servict»  and  devotions  of  ^is  Parliament,  commend- 
ing them  that  had  employed  the  time  to  veil,  and  spent  it  In  so 
necessary  affairs,  save  only,  that,  in  some  things,  they  had  spent 
nioro  time  than  needed.  But  she  perceived  some  men  did  it 
more  tor  their  satislaction,  than  the  necessity  of  the  thing.

The  last  subject  produces  much  debate  and  oonftision. 

Mr,  Storwiary  Cecil,  I  have  been  a  Member  of  this  House 
in  six  or  seven  Parliaments,  yet  never  did  I  see  the  House  in 
5uch  confusion.  I  believe  there  never  was,  in  any  Parliament, 
a  more  tender  point  liandled  than  the  Liberty  of  the  Subject. 
But  that  when  any  Is  discussing  this  points  he  should  be  criediand 
cougliLil  clown,  is  more  fit  for  a  Grammar  School  than  a  Court 
of  Parliament.

the  highest  Council  of  the  Kingdom,  but  also  to  be  a  precedent 
fbr  hereafter  of  the  true  use  of  rarliaments,  we  have  bethought 
ourselves  of  as  many  way?  and  mf»,in«i  as  nmy  be.  to  prevent 
those  inconveniences,  which  daily  rise  and  multiplv  by  the  per- 
verting of  those  ancient  good  orders  which  were  aevised  by  tbe 
wisdom  of  former  times,  to  be  olnorved  in  calling  of  Parlia- 
ments; amnn^'^t  which,  because  tliero  is  no  one  point  of  greater 
con«;equence  tlian  the  well  chusing  of  Knights  and  Burgesses, 
who  as  they  do  present  the  Body  of  the  third  Estate  ;  so  being 
eligible  by  niultltode,  tliere  are  oflen  many  unfit  Persons  ap- 
pointed for  that  service,  and  where  it  is  so  well  known  to  every

for  making  good  and  wholesome  Laws  for  the  Realm;  and  be- 
cause it  iH  no  more  possible  to  draw  sound  councils  and  resolu- 
tions from  inconsiderate  or  insuHicient  spirits,  than  to  have  a 
sound  or  healthful  body,  composed  of  weak  and  imperfect  mem* 
bers  ;  we  so  likewise  admonish  .ill  persons  to  whom  it  doth  apper- 
tain, that  seeing  the  dealing  in  cauhei>  of  rarliament  requires 
conveniency  of  years  and  experience,  there  may  be  great  heed

Majesty's  Cbauct^rv,  and  nut  to  us :  i  or«  that  all  lieturns  of 
Writs  are  esamioable  in  the  Courts  where  they  are  returnable ;

(3)  That  we  have,  ity  our  i>entence  of  receiviuff  Goodwin,  ^ 
admitted,  "That  Outlaws  may  be  makers  of  liEWS,  wnich  is  con- 
trary to  all  Laws.*' 

We  answer,  'Vh.il  we  luul  already  prepared  an  Act,  *That  all 
Outlaws*  henceiorlb,  ishall  stand  disabled  to  !»erve  in  Parliament,* 
but  it  did  not  appear  to  us,  that  Goodwin  stood  an  Outlaw,  by 
the  I.uu  s  of  England,  at  the  time  of  Klectton. 

(4)  That  we  prncccdcil  to  L'X.uninc  the  tnitli  of  the  fact  of 
Outlawry,  and  gave  our  sfutoiue  iipDn  that ;  whereas  we  ought 
to  have  been  hound  by  the  Shciili's  return  ut  the  Outlawry  Irom 
further  exaniininff,  whether  the  party  he  Outlawed  or  not. 

(lurliuinblc  answer  is,  That  the  Precedents  cited  before,  in  our

>  or  as,  iu  corruptissima  liepublicu  sunt  plurimae  leges  ;  so  doth 
the  life  and  strength  of  the  Law  consist  not  in  heaping  up  laft* 
site  and  confused  number  of  Laws,  but  in  the  right  interpreta- 
tion of  yood  and  wholesome  I/aws.  If  this  be  so,  then,  neither 
is  this  a  place,  oo  the  one  side,  for  every  rash  and  hair  brained 
Fellow  to  propose  new  Laws  oif  his  own  inyention :  nay  rather 
couM  I  wish  these  busy  heads  to  remember  that  Lsw  of  the 
Tificedgprnonian'*,  that  whosoever  came  to  propo<o  a  ne^  Lnw  to 
the  People,  behoved  publickly^  to  present  huuseU  with  a  Rope 
about  his  neck,  and  in  case  tfeie  Law  were  not  allowed,  he  should 
be  hanged  therewith ;  so  warj  should  men  be  of  p>^p*^«g 
Novelties,  but  most  of  all  not  to  propose  any  bitter  or  scnitious 
Laws,  which  can  produce  nothing  but  grudges  and  discnutent- 
ment  between  the  Prince  and  his  People :  nor  yet  is  it,  on  the 
other  side,  a  convenient  place  for  private  men,  under  color  of 
general  Luu  s,  tf>  pro^o.-^e  nothing  but  their  own  particular  train, 
either  to  the  iiurt  oi  their  private  Neighboursi  or  to  the  hurt  ol 
the  whole  State  in  general.

And  as  for  Burgeiaes,  that  they  make  choice 
of  them  that  best  understand  the  state  of  their  Countries,  Cities^ 
or  Boroughs  ;  ni,('  where  such  mny  not  he  had  within  their  Cor- 
porations, theiJ  ot  other  grave  and  discreet  Men,  fit  to  serve  in 
so  worthy  an  Assembly.  For  we  may  well  forsee,  how  ill  effects 
the  bad  choice  of  unfit  men  may  produce,  if  the  House  should  be 
supj)lied  \s  ith  Bankrupts  and  necessitous  Persons,  th  tt  m;iv  de- 
sire long  Parliaments  tor  their  private  protection  ;  as  with  young 
and  inexperienced  Men,  that  are  not  ripe  and  nialuru  for  so 
grare  a  Council ;  or  with  Men  of  mean  qualities  in  themaelves, 
who  ma^'  only  serve  to  applaud  the  opinion  of  others  on  whom 
they  depend  ;  nor  yet  with  curious  and  wrangling  I^awyer??,  who 
mar  seek  Reputation  by  stirring  need letis  Quesitions:  but  we 
wish  all  our  good  Subjects  to  understand  this  our  Admonition. 
We  no  way  mean  to  bar  them  of  their  lawful  Freedom  in  Election, 
accordin«T  to  the  fundamental  Laws,  and  laudable  Customs  of 
this  our  Kingdom,  and  especially  m  the  time  oi'good  and  settled 
Government.**

and  as  those  parts  (^ive  strength  and  ornament  to  the  whole,  s<# 
they  receive  from  it  again  stro^gthand  protection  in  their  aeveral 
stations  and  degrees. 

If  this  mutual  relation  and  inteicourse  be  bralrcB,  the  whole 
Frame  will  quiclcly  be  dissolved,  and  fall  in  pieces  ;  and  instead 
ot  this  con<  <>rd  and  interchange  of  support,  while  one  part 
seeks  to  uphold  the  old  form  of  Government,  and  the  oiher  part 
to  introduce  a  new,  they  will  miBerably  oonsusoe  and  devour  one 
another.  Historians  are  fail  of  the  cabmitifw  of  whole  Stales 
and  Nations  in  such  cases. 

It  is  true,  that  time  must  needs  bring  about  some  alterations, 
and  ever^  altemtkm  Is  a  step  and  degree  towards  dissoliitloa. 
Tho.w  thin^  only  are  eternal,  which  are  constant  and  uniform. 
'l'!if  refore,  it  is  observed  by  the  best  writers  on  this  subject,  that 
ihosa  Commonwealths  have  been  most  durable  and  perpetual, 
which  have  often  reformed  and  recomposed  themsdves  eoPSf»tiaf 
to  their  first  institution  and  orduutnce  ;  for  by  tliis  means  they 
repnir  the  breaches*  and  counUrwork  the  ordinary  and  natural 
etlects  of  time. 

There  are  plain  footsteps  of  those  Laws,  in  the  Government 
of  the  Saxons;  they  were  of  that  vigour  and  force,  as  to  outlive 

the  Conquest ;  nay,  to  give  bounds  and  limits  to  tlic  Conqueror, 
whose  victory  gave  him,  first,  hone;  but  the  assurance  and  pos- 
session of  the  Crown  he  ubtaineu  by  composition  ;  in  which  be 
bound  himself  to  observe  these,  and  the  otner  ancient  Laws  and 
Liberties  of  the  Kingdom,  which  aftenrardihe  likewise  oonfiimed 
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by  Oath  at  hb  CoromHon ;  and  Ihrni  him  the  ttM  Oblfgatlon  IM. 

descended  to  bis  Successors,    It  ii  true,  they  have  often  been  a.  a 
broken  j  ?Mit  they  hare  often  been  coJiflrnuHl  l»y  Cluirter-^  of  ♦ 
Kings,  and  by  Acts  of  FarUameots;  but  the  Petitions  of  the 
Subgccts,  upon  wUdi  thoae  Cbaitera  and  Acta  were  ibunded« 
were  ever  Petitions  of  Right,  demam^ng  Aew  anektU  ttnd  due 
l^if^rrfirs,  not  rueing  for  nny  new. 

"  Those  I^iberties  of  the  Subject,  are  notunly  most  convenient 
and  profHahle  to  the  People,  but  most  honourable  and  necessarv 
for  his  Arajesty.  It  hath  been,  upon  another  occasion.  (Itclurid, 
thnf  if  those  Liberties  be  taken  a^vav,  thovo  would  remain 
nu  n»ore  industrr,  no  more  justice,  no  mure  cuurji^e.  Fur  wlio 
wfll  contend,  who  will  endanger  himself,  for  thut  which  is  nut 
bis  own  ?"

and  Guvernment ;  which  having  been  telented  a  while  by  our 
Father  and  oursclf,  hath  daily  gn.wn  td  more  and  more  height; 
insonnich,  that  young  Lawyei"8i  sittniif  there,  take  upon  thent  to 
decry  the  opinions  of  tlie  Judges,  and  some  have  nut  doubted  to 
maintem,  tliat  the  raaolution  of  that  Houae  must  bind  the  Judges, 
a  thing  never  heard  of  in  ages  past.    But  in  this  last  AaaenuU^ 
of  Parliaiuent,  Uiejf  liave  taken  on  tiiem  much  moie  than  ever 
befcr^  6ic. 

^We  do  decUrc,  that  we  will  maintain  the  attdent  and  jmt
